The financial aid of the Gov- 
ernnient would remove the differ-' 
ence f cost of ships in ‘this country 
as compared with similar‘ costs in 
foreign ‘shipyards, and would “be 
granted on condition-that shipbuild- 
ers guarantee ten years of service for 
the ships'in American trade with for- 
eign nations. ; 

Such loans shall not exceed three- 
quarters of the cost of the vessels, 
according to the terms of the bill;

r. Wood pointed out in a statement 
mecoanpaetite his bill that American 
shipbuilders are obliged by wages 
and standards of living in this coun- 
try to pay more for their ships than 
gare their competitors abroad. The 
proper way to encourage building 
here, he ‘says, is‘'to place the Amer- 
fcan builders on a parity with their 


competitors in the vital details of 
‘wages and materials, and a Govern- 
ment* loan is the method of doing 
this. He said: 

“Arecapture provision’ will efiable 
the Government: to: resell- or operate 
until’ a satisfactory~ resale*can be 
made of any service in:default. Un- 
der this proposal the cost to the Gov- 
ernment is ascertainable at once, and 
the total cost in any one year will 
be much less than is being’ expended 
at the present time under Govern- 
ment operation of the merchant 
marine. 

“Tf we are to have a merchant ma- 
rine,’’ adds Mr. Wood, ‘‘the time has 
come when we must afford to Amer- 
ican owners and operators the pro- 
tection now éxtended. to our indus- 
tries, enabling them to begin opera- 
tions in a highly. competitive field 
with equalized capital charges. The 
entire effect of this bill is? to place 
vessels engaged in foreign trade in 
the same ca ategory with vessels op- 
be in- “our protected coastwise ser- 


The merchant marine school pro- 
vided for in the bill would give a 
prescribed course of training with 
compensation, and graduates would 
be induced further to follow the sea 
by the establishment of a retirement 
or pension fund. 

It is also provided that graduates 
would be assigned to merchant ma- 
rine vessels and would automatically 
become members of the naval reserve 
with ratings similar to those held in 
the merchant service. It is hoped 
thus to combine the merchant ma- 
rine strength with the forces of the 
navy in case of a war emergency. 

In his statement Mr. Wood quotes 
a writer in The London Evening 
Standard in a reference to the Amer- 
ican merchant marine interest, as 
follows: 

*T do not think the prospect is 
likely to disturb our companies. They 
have long found’ it possible to do 
with the American merchant marine 
what the Admiralty are urged to do 
with the American Navy—dismiss it 
from their calculations.’

GROWTH IN FOREIGN TRADE. 


New Orleans Reports $441,376-256 
for Nine Months of. Year. 


The value of foreign imports and 
exports for the first nine months of 


1927 in the New Orleans customs dis- 
trict, which includes Baton Rou e, 
was $441,376,256, according to the 
New Orleans Chamber of Conkanese. 
This places the district second only 
to New York. Galveston, with a total 
of $368,939,746, the ports of Houston 
and Texas City also are included in 
this district. 

For individual ports, however, Bal- 
timore ranked second to New York 
when figures were last available for 
the calendar year of 1926. Overseas 
trade at Baltimore totaled 11,562,458 
cargo tons, an increase of 5,869,789 
cargo tons over 1925. The total inter-

Causing Geneva’ Failure; but 
Won’t Compete for Supremacy. 


INTERESTIN LITVINOFF MOVE 


Some’ Change in Anglo-Russian

LONDON, Dec. 10.—There. could 
hardly be any more potent unguent 
for that sometimes irritating afflic- 
tion diagnosed by international phy- 
sicians as Anglo-American antagon- 
ism than tke ~ correspondence ~~ ex- 
changed between Sir Owen Seaman 
of London and Mr. Glasgow of Phila- 
delphia, made public this week. As 
the editor of Punch, which is the 
best soporific not mentioned in the 
British pharmacopeia—Sir Owen 
could never be taxed with the crime 
of conscious humor, and Mr. Glas- 
gow, on his side, has demonstrated 
other things besides that grass grows 
in‘ the streets of Philadelphia. Then 
why worry because politicians like 
Sir Herbert Samuel and President 
Coolidge bewail the failure of the 
Geneva Naval Conference? 

The ordinary Englishman, at any 
rate, believes that every politician 
has an axe to grind, and he is also 
inclined to make a large allowance 
for the inability of most politicians to 
express théir thoughts in language 
beyond criticism or cavil. Washing- 
ton Irving, or Motley, or Prescott 
would have said what President Cool- 
idge wanted to,say in a different 
form. Burke, or Pitt, or even Stan- 
ley Baldwin would have-given an- 
other turn to Sir Herbert Samuel’s 
phraseology.

Won’t Admit Rivalry With Us. 

Britishers undoubtedly, have been 
somewhat aggrieved by - being 
charged with full responsibility for 
the failure of the Geneva tripartite 
conference. Very little has been said 
about it in the press, and no re 
joinder has yet been made by any 
public man on the platform. ‘But the 
majority -of Englishmen firmly be- 
lieve the failure at Geneva was not 
the fault.of this country’s represen- 
tatives. As the old song says, it all 
Gepends upon the point. of view. 

On one matter, however, there is 
universal agreement. Whatever naval 
program the United States may de- 
cide to carry out, Britain will not 
attempt either to outbuild them .or 
even to maintain parity. Britain’s 
naval requirements have been as- 


sessed at their minimum, irrespective 
of America, and no effort will be 
made to equal the maximum which 
the United States can produce. 
There are a hundred. good reasons 
for that. The first is that Britain 
cannot afford it. The other ninety- 
nine need not be enumerated. Some 
parade has been made of the unanim- 
ity of the English press on its com- 
ments on the disarmament points of 
President Coolidge’s message to Con- 
gress. Seldom, it has been pointed 
out, has a first-class question found 
the newspapers of all #hades of opin- 
ion closer to agreement. Even The 
Morning Post admitted that there

Big Tie-Up, as in Steel Trade 
Issue, Is Believed to Be 
impossible. 


STUDENTS’ UNIONCRUMBLES 


Anti-Semitic and Political Factors

BERLIN, Dec. 10.—Serious strikes 
may be considered a thing of the 
past in Germany, now that the Gov- 
ernment is fully empowered to de- 
clare decisions of an arbitration 
court valid and in force. 

Nor is the Government without 
power to enforce such decrees. 
Should the labor unions fail to abide 
by. a verdict rendered, the Reich un- 
employment doles can be cut off 
and... other financial _ obligations 
which the Govérnment assumes to- 
ward the workers stopped until the 
unions obey orders. . As for the in- 
dustry, the courts can seize property 
and money in ordér to carry out the 
legal obligations of the employers to 
the workers. 

In every case, the Reich’s Minister 
of Labor takes no hand in affairs 
until it has been demonstrated that 
the unions and employers are un- 
able to reach an agreement by them- 
selves. Should negotiations be 
broken off, the Minister of Labor 
appoints an arbitrator, who hears 
both sides and presents his findings 
for the consideration of both parties. 
Should they fail to accept the deci- 
sion, a revision of the verdict may 
be asked for, although ‘the Govern- 
ment is empowered. to pass a de- 
cree giving the arbitrator’s eg, 
legal status and — must then be 
accepted by both sides. Usually, a 
compromise is found, as in the case 
of the recent strike of -the lignite 
miners. 

The present case before the Gov- 
ernment concerns the steel indus- 
try’s refusal to put in force the 
eight-hour day system agreed upon 
last July. From the tone of the 
statements of those close to the Gov- 
ernment, a compromise will be sug- 

ested. Instead of the men working 
ifty-nine hours a week, the time 
will be reduced to about fifty-four, 
with extra pay for the hours over a 
forty-eight-hour week. 

The industry will try to show that 
three shifts are impractical for many 
of the plants and that two shifts of 
eight hours each would cause un- 
bearable losses. There is a prob- 
ability that neither side will accept 
e judge’s decision, in. which case 
the Government will enforce its pre- 
— in order to keep the plants 
ng and at the same time to lessen 
the working hours of the employes 
without decreasing their incomes.

Student Association Is Wrecked.

JAPAN WARNS CHINA 
ON MANCHURIA LINE 


Tokio Demands*Stop Be Put 


to Infringement on Her Rights 
by Chinese Railway Building. 


HER ROAD GOOD AS ANY HERE 


Part of Its Profits Are Devoted to 
Hospitals, Libraries, Schools and 
Other Philanthropies.

MUKDEN, Manchuria, Nov. 12.—In 
a stern warning’ given recently to 
the Chinese on the Manchurian prob- 
lem of Japan, Y. Matsuoka, Vice 
President of the South Manchuria 
Railway, had this to say: 

“If Japan now permits the Chinese 
to disregard her rights in Manchuria, 
@ precedent will be established which 
May eventually jead the Chinese to 
want to drive the Japanese out of 
Manchuria altogether. 

“This .would create a_ situation 
where Japan may have to call their 
attention to the fact that, after all, 
Manchuria is historically entirely dis- 
tinct. and separate. from., China 
proper, and that it may be necessary 
to deal with Manchuria as such.”

Today it As almost entirely regrad- 
ed, most{ of the length is double- 
tracked. with.100-pound rails, three- 
score towns flourish under Japanese 
administration, and the railway 
equipment and service, of which 
Japan is justly proud, equal anything 
offered by any of the ‘‘crack’’ lines 
in the United States. 

Japan capitalized the company at 
200,000,000 yen, and the Japanese 
Government took half of this issue. 
To China and the Chinese was of- 
fered nies f in subscriptions to the 
other half of the stock, but the Chi- 
nese refused to subscribe. 

The Japanese public than oversub- 
scribed the public issue 1,066 times, 
as a patriotic investment.

prosperous than any other part of 
China is today.

The railway zone itself, extending 
along the 694 miles of main line and 
branch track, is only 90 feet wide. 
The area covered by the railway 
towns is only a little more than 26 
square miles, and yet from this small 
area emanates the civilizing influ- 
ence which makes Manchuria an ob- 
ject lesson to the Chinese and shows 
them what can be done with the rest 
of their country, . 

The railway’s liberality and semi- 
philanthropic enterprises may be a 
form of “enlightened selfishness,’’ 
but even so, it must be noted that 
last year, out of net profits of 34,- 
000, yen, a little more than 10,- 
000,000. yen was spent for hospitals, 
schools, libraries, experimental work 
and health services.

Our Participation Is Essential 
in Establishing Arbitration, 
J. L. Garvin Asserts. 


TREATY WITH BRITAIN FIRST 


Editor of The Observer Says Lan- 
guage Makes Differences Be- 
tween Two Countries Absurd.

LONDON, Nov. 29.—J. L. Garvin, 
editor of The Observer, is credited 
by his fellows in Fleet Street with 
having wielded during some crucial 
periods a political influence in Great 
Britain comparable. to that of.

In these 
gince the debacle of Geneva's 
fiaval Gonference, he has been so con- 
spicuous a trumpeter for conciliation 
of American and British viewpoints 
on naval matters that it was interest- 
ing. to an American journalist to find 
him living in the home of Edmund 
Burke, one other eloquent spokes- 
man for conciliation.

AIRCRAFT CARRIERS 


NAVAL AIR SERVICE GROWING 


Cooperation of Land, Sea ‘and Air 
Forces Necessary for Defense, 
. ~Navy.Official Says,

Among the many ‘points of similar- 
ity between ourselves and our friends 
in the British Isles with whom we 
share the heritage of English speech 
is a common regard for the sea.

Air Service a Part of Navy. 


It is hardly possible to say that air- 
craft support any single part of the 
burden alone, great as is their share, 
for the airplane has not been super- 
posed on the naval organization.

It is not 
engaged in doing things that were 
not done at all before, and that 
could be stopped without affecting 
the remainder of naval activity. The 
service of the airplane at sea is to 
make it possible to do more effi- 
ciently work that was already being 
carried on after some fashion.

SHARP FIGHT WAGED 
~ ON ALABAMA BONDS 


Corporations .Oppose Plan for 
$20,000,000 Issue for the 
Public Schools.

FLORENCE, Ala., Dec. 6.—On 
Jan. 10 the citizens of Alabama will 
vote on a proposed amendment to 
the Constitution authorizing a bond 
issue not to exceed $20,000,000 for the 


public schools and other institutions 
of learning supported by the State. 

Considerable opposition has devel- 
oped and it is doubtful whether the 
amendment will carry. Proponents of 
the issue charge that the opposition 
is centred around the corporations 
upon which additional taxation suf- 
ficient to keep up the interest and 
retire the bonded debt within the 
next twenty-five years was levied by 
the last Legislature. 

The proposed amendment provides 
that $200,000 of the proceeds of the 
bonds shall be expended for the con- 
struction and improvement of public 
school ibuildings in each county and 
the remainder for institutions of 
higher learning, including the nor- 
mal schools. 

Dr. Henry J. Willingham,  Presi- 
dent of the Florence State Normal 
School, one of the oldest institutions 
of learning in the State, and one of 
the leaders of proponents for the 
bond issue in North Alabama, says 
regarding the opposition: 

“For several weeks public service 
corporations, aided by coal and iron 
eperators, have been financing a 
burean in Selma. Propaganda from 
this bureau has reached the voters 
several times in direct mail matter 
on the subject of the bond issue, and 
it appears to be the purpose to con- 
vince the public that the bond issue 
will have to be paid eventually by 
raising. property assessments. 

‘It is not. denied that the recent 
Legislature levied new taxes on the 
public service corporations and the 
goal and iron operators sufficicnt to 
take care of, the whole issue, with 
interest, if these special taxes be 
maintained.on the law books. The 
corporations are paying these taxes 
this year and will have to pay them 
till, the next..Legislature mects, no 
matter what is the result of the bond 
issue election, 

“Tf the issue is rejected, the new 
money will be useful in paying ap- 
propriations for the. higher. institu- 
tions of learning, which they will re- 
ceive,in any event during the present 
quadrennium. If the issue is ap- 
proved, these appropyiations become 
null. and void, and the colleges in 
that event will depend on the bond 
issue for their share. 

“It is not conceivable that any 
Legislature in the future would trans- 
fer.these taxes to the people to the 
relief of the corporations or that any 
Candidate would run for Governor on 
such an issue or could be elected to 
the Legislature on such a platform.”’

American periodicals, 
in particular the popular . weeklies, 
circulate in Canada in immense 
numbers, and so we are susceptible 
to precisely the same _ influences 
which sell bath tubs, silk stockings 
and radio receivers to the great 
American public. 

The reaction to this flood of force- 
ful publicity does not differ in 
Ottawa or Washington, in Winnipeg: 
or Kansas City, and it is not to be 
supposed that the mere matter of an 
international boundary .can stand in 
the way of the resulting influx of 
American goods. The Canadian 
tariff does not keep them out—it 
merely makes prices higher in this 
country.

Protest Tax on Magazines. 


Incidentally the 25 per cent. tax 
imposed recently on a score.pr jpore 
of all-fiction magazines published in 
the United States is being ques- 
tioned and an appeal has been taken 
to the Tariff Board, an: advisory 


body which investigates in public 
hearings and reports confidentially 
to the Minister of Finance. 

The magazine tax was put into ef- 
fect less than three months ago, and 
it had the immediate effect of in- 
creasing the prices of the periodicals 
concerned from 5 to 10 cents a copy. 
Sales naturally were affected, and 
the Tariff Board is asked to recom- 
mend abolition of the tax. The Gov- 
ernment, however, was actuated by 
a desire to exclude publications it 
considered to be serving no useful 
purpose rather than to raise addi- 
tional revenue, and, so it is improb- 
able that its action will be re- 
scinded. 

The tobacco manufacturers have @ 
case before the Tariff Board which 
is likely to meet a more cordial re- 
ception. The excise tax on tobacco, 
a relic of war days, is such that the 
cheapest Canadian-made cigarettes 
retail in this country at 25 cents for 
a package of twenty, while the popu- 
lar brands of American cigarettes 
eannot be sold for less than 40 or 
45 cents. ‘ 

The manufacturers. complain that 
large numbers of people have been 
driven by these prices to ‘‘roll their 
own,’’ and that incredible quantities 
of cigarettes are smuggled ‘cross 
the American line to, despoil the 
legitimate field of the Canadian pro- 
ducers. 

There are certain to be tax reduc- 
tions announced at the next session 
of Parliament, and some relief for 
cigarette smokers is one of the prob- 
abilities. J. A. Robb, Minister of 
Finance, will be able to show a sur- 
plus of something like $50,000,000, 
and there is nothing on the horizon 
to indicate any abatement in the 
very general prosperity.

Old Antagonism to Big Business 
Waning—Surveys Made to 
Show Opportunities.

DALLAS, ‘Texas, Dec. 7.—Business 
men, especially those who are con- 
cerned in the operations of Chambers 
of Commerce throughout the South- 
west, are thinking in terms of, indus- 
trial development: This is a result 
of the observation of what successful 
industries have accomplished in this 
territory which still is chiefly agri- 
cultural. , 

The industries that have served as 
an object lesson are such as naturally 
belong in, this. territory and conse- 
quently came and developed here 
without inducement. Of these the 
petroleum industry, is chief. Owing 
tosthe great production of crude oil 
in ‘the Southwest the refinery indus- 
try has grown to an enormous vol- 
urie and to high importance. 

Another of this class of industries 
is timber and building materials that 
have led to great manufacturing ac- 
tivity. Cottonseed oil just. naturally 
belongs in the cotton belt, and has 
become. a. major industry in the 
Southwest. Then there is sulphur 
production. Sulphur does not require 
a great deal of processing, but owing 
to the fact that. Texas and Louisiana 
have most of the sulphur deposits 
of the United States it has become 
a very large factor in these States. 

So manufacturing that could’ not 
well .be done elsewhere has set the 
pace for industry in the Southwest 
to an extent that the section has 
come to want other industrial de- 
velopments—the sort for which there 
is competition in territory and which 
extends generally over much of the 
country and into many States. 

Considerable progress has been 
made. For instance,.Texas now has 
thirty prosperous cotton mills. These 
came as a result of showings made 
by Texas business men of the ad- 
vantages that await this sort of in- 
dustry here in the form of raw mate- 
rials, transportation, power, market 
accessibility, labor, climate and liv- 
ing conditions. 


Surveys Are Almost Epidemic. 


What a prospective factory builder 
wants to know about a community 
that he is asked to consider would 
seem to be a simple proposition, and 
in a sense it is. But until a sort of 
stock taking has been undertaken it 
is surprising how little really useful 
information is available for this pur- 
pose in any community. This has 
led to the employment of technical 
men to make surveys of communi- 
ties, districts and sometimes, whole 
States. Some of the experts have 
been comparable to the old-time pro- 
moters. Their zeal and selling abil- 
ity has sometimes surpassed their 
achievements for the community. 
But there have been some surveys 
that resulted in adequate informa- 
tion and in the subsequent acquisi- 
tion of industries. 

This survey movement’ has even 
reached the stage where zealous 
members of Congress are asking for 
appropriations. to pay for industrial 
analyses of whole States and groups 
of States—again showing that Con- 
gress frequently takes notice. Mean- 
while individual industries that want 
industrial development in the territo- 
ries they serve are compiling and 
making available for all interested 
facts and data for the territories that 
they serve. This is true of the rail-

PARIS, Dec. 10.—The family of the 
Belgian Ambassador to Washington, 
Prince de Ligne, is descended from 
one of the historic houses of Europe

foucauld, de la Tremouille and Gon- 
taut Biron. 

His ancestors, whose authentic 
parchments can be traced to the mid- 
dle of the eleventh century, received, 
during 800 years, honors from nearly 
every great sovereign in Europe. 
For generations they upheld the im- 
perial power and dignity of Flanders, 
where, during 500 years, they oc- 
cupied the princely seat of Beloeil, 


whose grounds were remodeled in the 


seventeenth century by Lenotre, the 
celebrated landscape artist of Ver- 
sailles. 

One of the most striking repre- 
sentatives of this gifted original line 
was Prince Charles Joseph de Ligne, 
Marshal, diplomat, courtier, wit and

In this connection Seredi 
came to know the present Pope, who 
was then Cardinal Ratti, statistician 
and librarian. 

The’ young monk continued to 
dwell: in. Rome during the first 
months of the. World War. Cardinal 
Ratti once jokingly inquired: 

“Well, my brave Hungarian, were 
you afraid to go out into the streets 
of Rome?’ 

Seredi made no answer then, but 
after the Cardinal was elected Pope 
he asked Pius in the most innocent 
manner: 

“Does Your Holiness mean to ven- 
turé forth into the streets of Rome?”’’ 

This quip served greatly to endear 
the young priest to the “prisoner of 
the Vatican.’’

A FAIR FIELD. 

One ‘effect of the definite and final 
withdrawal by President CooLipGE is a 
certain sort of political revival and ex- 
hilaration. This is not in consequence of 
losing him from among the number 
of Presidential candidates, but because of 
the general feeling that we are now 
in for a contest of the old kind. No nom- 
ination is signed, sealed and delivered 
in advance. There is to be a fair field 
for all. It seems something like opening 
again the career for approved talent. 
This has been for some time the case 
with the Democratic Party; now it is 
to be true of the Republican Party. 
Thus the political year before the coun- 
try promises to be of high interest...The 
newspapers will have many movements 
to report, many personalities to scruti- 
nize, anda great deal of miterial’to print 
for the formation of public judgment. 
If there is such a thing as the joy of 
political struggle—a true gaudium cer- 
taminis—we are in for it to a degree 
that seemed to be out of the reckoning 
@ year ago. 

With this new freedom of striving in 
politics, this recovered rivalry among 
eligible candidates, there goes a new re- 
sponsibility. This lies in the fact that 
party ties sit more lightly upon the 
American people today than ever before. 
The number of independent voters will 
probably be greater than recorded in any 
previous year. They will constitute, as 
it were, a special jury of award. They 
will not be deceived by partisan labels. 
They will desire to pierce behind claims 
to reach the facts. Names will count less 
with them than achievement and justi- 
fied promise. Thus there will be a fresh 
motive for political parties to put their 
best foot forward. The field will be 
open and fair for all, but it would seem 
that the best man has now a better 
chance of winning. Only one who can 
base his’ appeals upon the lLigicct 
grounds of character, ability and broad 
national ideals ought to win. If this be, 
indeed, the result of making the Presi- 
dential contest free for all, it will do 
something to buttress faith in demo- 
cratic institutions, 


GOLD EXPORTS BEGINNING. 

The first gold shipments from the 
United States to England attracted less 
attention last week than would have 
been the case had not the uninterrupted 
movement of. sterling exchange in Lon- 
don’s favor seemed for many weeks to 
foreshadow them. Gold export from here 
to London has of recent years been rare 
enough, however, to excite particular 
comment. Except for some $18,000,000 
which was virtually. bought in New York 
by the Bank of England and shipped to 
London while preparing for its own re- 
sumption of gold payments in 1925, gold 
has not moved from here to that market 
since the first half of 1914. 

Other recent events in the gold market 
have drawn attention to the larger ques- 
tion of distribution of gold from the 
United States to the world at large. This 
year, which has been in many. respects 
a peculiar period—notably in the reach- 
ing of new high points of industrial 
activity in its early months, followed by 
continuous industrial reaction—has been 
of a somewhat unusual character in the 
gold market. Before the end of August 
we added $146,000,000 to our stock of 
gold, on export and import account 
alone. Yet even then gold was passing 
out of our possession in other ways. 
Foreign countries which were in a posi- 
tion to draw gold from the United 
States, France especially, preferred to 
take title to the gold but leave it “ear- 
marked” in the hands of our Federal 
Reserve—which was equivalent to gold 
export in. so far as the gold was ren- 
dered unavailable for American bank 
reserves. During the eleven completed 
months of 1927 our net loss of gold on

| tina and Canada; but now, along. with 


the rise of sterling, to the “gold point” 
and the beginning of actual ‘gold ship- 
tment. to London, our rate of exchange 
on half a dozen other Huropean financial 
centres has risen to the year’s highest 
point, in several cases suggesting prob- 
‘able gold export to such destinations. 

., This is clearly a change from the re- 
cent trend of things, especially when the 
country’s stock of gold is already down 
to. the, figure of 1924. The two ques- 
tions which continuance of the mové- 
ment will surely raisé are, first, what 
is the cause of this economical phenom- 
enon; next, how it will affect our own 
position. .One assignable cause is. the 
fact, clearly demonstrated by the Com- 
merce Department's calculations of our 
“invisible” trade items, that notwith- 
standing our large excess of merchandise 
exports over imports the total balance 
of trade, visible and invisible, has been 
running against the United States. 

Another unquestionable cause is the 
extremely low money rate in America— 
practically now the lowest in the world— 
which has had its usual effect on the 
outflow of banking capital to foreign 
countries. Whether, at the present high 
prices, American securities held abroad 
may have been returned to our’ market, 
can be only a matter of conjecture. The 
Commerce Department estimate reck- 
oned that $636,000,000 worth of such 
stocks and bonds was purchased by 
foreigners. in 1926, and pre-war gold 
movements’ were often occasioned-..by 
such sales. 

The effect of a very large outflow of 
gold from American reserves can hardly 
be a matter for misgiving. Our im- 
mense accumulation of gold since the 
war has been regarded by all serious 
economists as a gravely complicating in- 
fluence in itself, and redistribution of 
our superfluous holdings to other coun- 
tries which need it to promote or protect 
their return to the gold standard has 
been indicated as the only solution of a 
problem of our own. It has been cal- 
culated by bankers that, theoretically, 
the Federal Reserve’s present actual 
gold holdings could be reduced by fully 
$900,000,000. without infringing on the 
legal requirement of reserve against lia- 
bilities: and without impairing the sound- 
ness of the position, and certainly no 
such reduction is within the bounds of 
early possibility, Whether some other 
more or less abnormal phenomena in our 
economic situation of the day might not 
be altered or modified by: a” prolonged 
gold export movement and the conse- 
quent narrowing of the hypothetical 
margin for further expansion of credit, 
is another matter. 


NEW WINE OF NATIONALISM. 

Events have taken heavy toll of the 
hopes and watchwords engendered by the 
World War. Among the most serious of 
casualties is the slogan of “ self-deter- 
mination” which stirred so many pulses. 
Oppressed nationalities, in the enjoyment 
of their new liberties, have been showing 
what they can do in the way of oppres- 
sion on their own account. Redeemed 
peoples are pursuing old methods against 
new irredentas, What many spectators 
of the European scene have said openly 
many more are thinking: the fall of the 
two Central Empires may not have been 
an unqualified gain. The economists 
were among the first to express their 
doubts. They looked about them, they 
still look about them, and see a Balkan- 
ized Continent. Tariff walls have multi- 
plied. The channels of trade are clogged 
with transport and frontier discrimina- 
tions. The revival of Europe as a whole 
is held back by “policies” which are 
rather jealousies and spites, and of which 
the practitioners are themselves the 
victims. 

Nevertheless, the economic argument 
may be pressed too far. The new nation- 
alities are bound to have other considera- 
tions in mind. They are entitled to think 
of the problem of national unity. If 
they choose to employ economic isolation 
in order to promote national unity, they 
may be ‘going the wrong way about it, 
but it is a humanly understandable way. 
If it is pointed out to Czechs or Poles 
that they are themselves the sufferers, 
they may reply that they are well con- 
tent to pay the price in economic welfare 
for what they regard as something 
greater. They may point out that there 
is such a thing as an American tariff 
maintained for the purpose of making 
the United States self-sufficient. With 
the exception of Great Britain the big 
European nations before the war prac- 
ticed protectionism to the same end. 
There were fewer tariff walls in Europe 
before the war because there were fewer 
States. 

No such case can be made out for the 
new “self-determination ” 
which has been taking the torm of the 
oppression of new minorities by old 
minorities that are now majorities. Italy, 
having won back her unredeemed people 
in the Tyrol, bears down on the Germans 
in the Tyrol. Rumania, long mourning 
over her unredeemed people in Hapsburg 
Translyvania, now bears down on the 
Hungarians in Rumanian Transylvania. 
Hungary, complaining of a cruel and 
unjust peace, visits her anger on the 
“alien” races. that still remain to. her.

PRESIDENTS 7) THEN AN AND.NOW. 


There is no record that JoHN QUINCY 
ADAMS ever served buckwheat cakes and 
maple syrup.in the White House. But 
it is curious:to note in his journal those 
dour traits of character so often: con- 
sidered part. of the Yankee make-up. 
Sparing of words like his present’ suc- 
cessor, he yet lacked that dry humor 


which has made it possible for Mr, Coot- 


InGe ‘to preserve his equable temper 
throughout trying years in the White 
House. We have come to think that to 


be President’ is harder now. than it was. 


of old. True, the mechanics of routine 
have become overwh2lmingly oppressive. 
But .consider the following entry of 
President ADAMS, written on the first 
day of December, 1827, just before Con- 
gress convened: 

My intention is to rise at five o'clock; 
but I have not been able to accomplish 
it, .My average time of rising is half- 
past five, and the range is from four 
to near seven. I write till after sunrise; 
then walk an hour;. breakfast; -and 
from ten till five in the afternoon ‘re- 
céive visitors, read the newspapers and 
transact business,» Dine between five 
and six, and pass the evening between 
seven and eleven in ‘my chamber, usu- 
ally alone, reading and writing. 

On that*same day he hsted by name 
thirty-seven members of the House and 
three Senators who called on him. In 
the succeeding days as the Congress was 
assembling his daily “bag” was in the 
neighborhood of twenty Congressmen. 
With meticulous care he recorded in his 
diary the important things that they 
urged upon him. His entries must give 
a& modern President occasion for many 
@ sympathetic chuckle. ADAMS ‘re- 
marked that even those who were “ bit- 
ter as wormwood in their opposition ’— 
which in his eyes was an almost unpar- 
donable sin—never hesitated to come to 
him, “ always ready to introduce their 
“friends to the President, to partake of 
“ his hospitality, and to recommend can- 
“ didates for every vacant appointment,” 

An hour’s walk béfore breakfast—also 
a present-day New England custom, But 


_no electric hobby-horse in those, days. 


Likewise no modern plumbing in the 
White House, nor any of those luxuries 
which we have come to regard as neces- 
sities....Like Mr, COOLIDGE, President 
ADAMS8’s tastes were simple. His New 
England training had taught him the 
value of frugality. He was fortunate in 
being President before the camera nad 
made public property even the most pri- 
vate acts of that office. Likewise he 
was spared the ordeal of regular — 
conferences. 

But if the present incumbent of the 
White House looks upon this as a piece 
of enviable’ good fortune, let him heed 
the tale of the Washington gossips of a 
century ago, who aver that there was in 
that da;’ a lady correspondent who had 
sought in vain to obtain from the Presi- 
dent a desired interview. Knowing that 
it was his custom in the warm months 
to go down to the banks of the Potomac 
and there to bathe without the formality 
of a bathing suit, this enterprising lady 
timed her arrival to coincide with the 
President’s dip, but modestly remained 
in seclusion until he was in the water. 
Seating herself on the banks by the 
Presidential clothing, she thereupon put 
to him the questions which he had pre- 
viously sought to evade, and did aot 
leave until“he had told her what she 
wished to Know. It is said that the sen- 
timents -of this ‘somewhat pessimistic 
gentleman alone prevented him from 
catching a-chill. And yet when he failed 
of re-election in 1828 he felt that the 
world had gone awry.

THE HEAD OF THE FAMILY. 

Every once in a while learned spades 
turn up something essentially contem- 
porary. “The Family Letters of Panis- 
kos,” edited by Mr. J. G. WINTER of the 
University of Michigan, show that the 
sovereignty of the married man, his 
headship of the family and his authority 
over the party of the second part were 
as absolute 1,600 years ago as they are 
today. Found in Gerzah, the antique 
Philadelphia, in the Fayyoim, they were 
bought by the University of Michigan, 
They were written in Greek in the last 
of the third or first of the fourth cen- 
tury of our era by one PANISKOS, & 
soldier or merchant in Upper Egypt, and 
by his -wife, PLOUTOGENIA. When the 
correspondence begins, PANISKOS is at 
Koptus, a commercial city on the Nile 
below Thebes, and his wife and her 
mother seem to have little farms at 
Philadelphia. 

After copious formal salutations, pre- 
sumably from ‘The Complete Letter- 
Writer” of the time, the head of the 
family. orders his wife to “make the 
“ necessary preparations to come quickly 
“if/I send for you,” just as soon as she 
gets the letter. He tells her what to 
bring with her, so many jars of olives, 
so many of distilled honey—he reads 
like a man who had a sweet tooth—his 
new shield, his helmet and lances. Judg- 
ing from his. subsequent success as a 
commander, he is more likely to have 
been a dealer than a military gent. 
“Bring all our clothes.” He knew he 
could trust her to bring hers. Fetch your 
jewels, but don’t wear them on the boat. 
Sounds -like the superior fussy modern 
lord: ‘Be sure to lock ‘your stateroom 
every night.” You can almost hear 
PLOUTOGENIA sneer. In the next num- 
ber you see PANISKOS, the veins of his 
forehead swelling, but bound to main- 
tain his dignity: 

I am now writing you a second let- 
ter that you may come to me, and 
you do not come. If, then, you do 
not wish to come, write me in reply. 
In “our next,” he recounts his wife’s 

successive rungs on the ladder of obedi- 
ence, but partially exonerates her by 
bringing in the third side of the Comic 
Triangle: 

I enjoined you when I left: ‘‘Do 
not go off to your home,” and yet 
you went. If you wish anything, you 
do it without taking account of me; 
but I know your ‘‘ mother does this.” 
See, I have sent you three letters and 
you have not written me one. If you 
do not wish to come up to me, no 
one compels you. These letters I have 
written to ,you because your. sister 
compels me to write from here. But 
since you do not wish to write about 
this, at least write about yourself. I 
have heard things that do not become 
you. * * °* The letter carrier said 
to me when he came.to me: ‘‘ When 
‘(Twas on the point. of departing, I 
“ said to. your. wife and her mother, 
‘¢ « Give me .a_letter to take to PANIs- 
‘*xos’; they did not give it.”” I have 
sent you one. talent. 

Poor old chough! He actually saluted 
his mother-in-law, HELIODORA, the ne- 
farious meddler who “does this.” His 
wife must have been divided between 
joy to find that “P. is jealous” and 
wrath at his “daring to suspect me.” 
Surely she said, “I wish that nosey 
postman would mind his own business.” 
For all his mild reproaches. and. milk- 
and-water Othelloism, PANISKOs contin- 
ues to howl for a full line of military 
goods. She must have been amused by 
his lofty. moral indignation: |“ Know 
that I write to you as a brother.” Ac- 
cording to Mr. WINTER, “we think of 
“him as a man approaching, or in, the 
“middle years, frank in thought and 
“ speech and taught by trial to preserve 
‘ta fair amount of philosophic calm.” 

He had trial enough, but te deserved 
it, whatever his age.

Nobody can read the annual report of 
HERBERT PUTNAM, Librarian of Congress, 
published. elsewhere in today’s TIMES, 
without appreciating what a’ significant 
year this has been in the history of that 
great national institution.

“chair” of the Fine Arts. These are 
innovations; they do not contemplate 
a teaching force, as in a university, but 
are intended rather.“ to provide a staff 
‘““of specialists to develop systematically 
“ the Library’s great and rapidly expand- 
“ ing collections of-material.” 

Some educators have had 4 vision of a 
great university at the national capital;

# ene” Conference Causes 
= Deep Disappointment 


To the Editor oe The New York Times: 

The attitude in) which President 
Coolidge has. displayed this country 
to the world at the disarmament con- 
ference now in session at Geneva is 


to the cheek of any Amer- 
as citizen possessing a mind geared 
for operation ‘in the present age. 

Are our international ‘relations, in 
this age of steamships, ‘telegraphs, 
overseas telephones, radio and air- 
planes, to be governed. by our ‘‘tra- 
ditional’ attitude of 150 years ago? 
Ie. it true, as the President. states, 
that the peace of Burope is a matter 
which does not immediately concern 
us? Is participation in a conference 
of other nations to consider methods 
of assuring international security, to 
which we are not only. invited but 
insistently urged to attend, properly 
classed as an “‘intrusion’”? If other 
nations wish our advice and assis- 
tance in ‘solving a joint problem 
which, . notwithstanding. the. Presi- 
dent’s ostrich-like isolation, is ofthe 
utmost interest. and. importance ‘to 
the rest of us, are they not entitled 
to have it? 


Prospect Not Encouraging. 


Would it not be infinitely better to 
join in a conference’and assist in for- 
mulating a satisfactory plan than, 
as the President proposes, stay on 
the outside, and then, after a plan 
has been found satisfactory to the 
other conferees, perform the easier 
part. of picking it to pieces? If we 
had followed the former course in 
accepting the invitation: to the con- 
ference on the Senate’s: World Court 
resolution, we should probably now 
be a member of the court. 


No wonder that the statesmen of 
other nations feel discouraged at the 
prospect of formulating a satisfac- 
tory security compact when faced 
with the President’s practical assur- 
ance, a few days ago, that in the 
event of war arising in the future, 
this country would insist on its neu- 
tral right of continuing trade with 
what the League of Nations might 
decide to be the aggressor. 


The President declines to enter into 
any treaty for general arbitration or 
judicial settlement of future contro- 
versies because, forsooth, controver- 
sies may arise involving ‘‘questions 
of national honor and integrity.” 
Suppose they do. Have not France 
and Germany, to say nothing of 
many smaller nations, already 
agreed to submit to arbitration or 
judicial settlement all questions of 
this character? Are other nations 
any less jealous of their national 
honor than we are of ours? Is there 
any more reason, in this enlightened 
age, why the arbitrament of war 
should be retained for the settlement 


that the plea-of unwillingness. to. ar- 
bitrate. or. submit. to judicial , settle- 
ment questions of national. honor, is 
a back number, and is no longer 
titled to respect? 


A Reversal by Kellogg. 

Secretary Kellogg, too, supporting 
the President’s policies, explains the 
impossibility of our entering into any 
treaty, which would require us to join 
or cooperate. with other nations: for 
the’ enforcement of peace on the 
ground of the sole right of Congress, 
under. the. Constitution, to, declare 
war. Has the Secretary forgotten 
that, when he was.in the Senate, he 
made one of..the most. forceful 
speeches on the Republican side to 
demonstrate conclusively that the 
covenant of the League of Nations 
involves no violation whatever of our 
Constitution? And, further, that:in 
that speech he called attention to the 
fact. that we had already made a 
treaty with Guatemala whereby, in 
the very language of Article X_ of the 
covenant, we guarantee ‘“‘the terri- 
torial integrity and political indepen- 
dence’’ of that State? 

Of course, Congress might, con- 
ccivably, refuse to fulfill a treaty ob- 
ligation, or even violate one, as has 
been recently suggested in regard to 
the Panama Canal tolls. But shall 
we assume in advance that it will be 
so ready to do so as the President 
and Secretary Kellogg suppose? 


Party Sanity Questioned. 


Has. the Republican Party gone 
mad that its leaders and many of 
our citizens suggest the renomination 
of Mr. Coolidge? Are we so selfishly 
wedded to the enjoyment of our ap- 
parent financial prosperity, and the 
idea that we have Mr. Coolidge alone 
to thank for it, as to be oblivious to 
all moral and Christian duty toward 
our foreign neighbors? I do not hes- 
itate to give credit to the President 
for the benefits of his insistence on 
economy in administration and the 
establishment of a Federal budget, 
but, as a Republican, I do not enjoy 
the reflection that our Treasury sur- 
pluses, which have given rise to such 
substantial tax reductions as we have 
already enjoyed, and which we are 
now proposing to increase, have been 
due in part to our insistence on col- 
lecting from our recent allies up to 
the limit of what we believe to be 
their ‘‘capacity to pay’’ the moneys 
which we loaned to them “for the 
purpose of more effectually providing 
for the (our) national security and 
defense and for prosecuting the 
war,’’ while at the same time taking 
credit to ourselves, as the President 
did in his recent speech at Philadel- 
phia, for our generosity in declining 
to exact any reparations from our 
common enemy.

AT GENEVA 





Our Non-Participation in the Conference Viewed 
As a Portent of Disaster 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

A few days ago the American Min- 
ister to Switzerland, Hugh R. Wil- 
gon, acting upon instructions from 
his Government, stood up in .the 
conference hall of the League of 
Nations at Geneva and read a state- 
ment to the assembled delegates rep- 
resenting most of the civilized coun- 
tries of the world. The statement 
was to the effect that the United 
States would not participate in the 
conference on arbitration and secur- 
ity, now sitting at Geneva. 


To me this announcement is one 
of the tragic events of history. Who 
can say what effect it may have 
upon the future history of mankind 
and the lives of our children’s chil- 
dren? 


Refused to Join League. 


A little more than ten years ago 
the world’ saw the.end of a conflict 
in which more than 10,000,000 men 
made the supreme sacrifice. Many 
of these gave their lives in the belief 
that the world would ‘thereby be 
saved from a repetition of such a 
tragedy. 

Through the tireless efforts of 
Woodrow Wilson and others who 
saw his vision, a League of Nations 
was formed for the purpose of or- 
ganizing the world for peace. Amer- 
ica did not join this League. 


Now when the members:,of, the 
League are struggling with the 
knotty problems of arbitration, se- 
curity and disarmament, the United 
States becomes the chief ébstacle in 
the way of any ultimate solution Of 
these problems by refusing to take 
part in the present security parley. 


An Ironical Sceav. 


What could be more ironical than 
the recent scene at Geneva? In the 
room adorned witha. marble plaque 
in memory of the American. who 
such a short time ago made his suc- 
cessful fight to persuade nearly every 
nation except his own to accept a 
league to enforce peace, the repre- 
sentative of the United States Gov- 
ernment tells the delegates of nearly 
all..the remaining .nations of the 
‘world that the United States will not 
take any part in a discussion for in- 
ternational arbitration and security, 
in spite of. the fact: that such a dis- 
cussion has almost no chance of suc 
cess without American participation 
"fhe reason why American partici. 
“pation ts almost essential for the suc 
cess of any plan to accomplish inter- 
national security and thus pave the 


way for ultimate disarmament is ob- 
vious. 


Treaties between all League ,mem- 
bers, by which they agree to arbi- 
trate any differences. which may 
arise between them, while helpful, 
do not furnish sufficient security to 
enable the nations of the world to 
disarm, There must. be some inter- 
national sanction by which nations 
which deliberately violate such trea- 
ties and attack another country may 
be outlawed and punished. . There 
must be some definite agreement as 
to what constitutes an aggressor na- 
tion and how such an aggressor shall 
be dealt with by the remaining mem- 
bers of the family of nations. 


If all nations were in the League 
the problem would be comparatively 
simple... An aggressor nation could 
be defined as any nation which re- 
fused.to use the machinery provided 
by.the League for the peaceful set- 
tlement -of its differences with an- 
other State; and resorted instead to 
the use of force. The.League could 
deal. promptly with such an aggres- 
sor by a complete economic boycott 
of the offending nation. ‘Since no 
nation is economically self-sufficient, 
the ability to use such a boycott 
would be a powerful weapon for the 
enforcement of peace. 


An Importan: Outsider. 


With any imazortant naval power 
outside of the League, however, se 
curity through enforced arbitration 
is imressible unless the non-member 
State egrees to cooperate with the 
League in boycotting a nation which 
refuses to arbitrate and thereby be- 
comes ipso facto an aggressor. 

The United States is the only im- 
portant naval power outside of the 
League, and our refusal to take part 
in the present conference makes its 
failure almost a foregone conclu- 
sion, 


Our present policy can be defended 
only on the basis of dur isolation 
from Europe and its problems, an 
isolation which does not exist in fact 
and cannot exist..under twentieth 
century conditions of international 
communication and trade: 

In our refusal to help Europe and 
the rest of the world in the solution 
of this its greatest problem-—a prob- 
lem the successful solution of which 
concerns us no Jess than the rest 
of mankind—we'are sowing the wind 
which. may, indeed, eventually reap 
the whirlwind.

Further Light Is Shed on .the 
Position of Washington 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

THe Times's remarks on ‘‘Washing- 
ton & la’ Thompson” are very amus- 
ing, However,.as the English have a 
keen sense of hunior and everybody 
here is enjoying ‘‘Big Bill’s’’ attempt 
to debunk history, why do you trip 
him up ca-such trivial details? What 
doesgit matter whether Washington 
used the term’ ‘entangling alliances 
with no nation an. earth,’”’ as. the 
Mayor says, or ‘‘permanent alliances 
with any portion of the foreign 
world,”’ az stated by that other au- 
thority, Washington. Irving? 

In the immensity of his.. present 
undertaking, no doubt his Honor, 
when reading the Farewell Address, 
overlooked the significance of that 
one little word ‘‘portion,’’ but let us 
hope, sooner or later, he will realize 
it.is a far cry from an entangling 
alliance with a part to coordination 
with the whole, and that, while 
George Washington adjured the one, 
he ardently desired the other, as is 
forcibly shown in the following ex- 
tracts from his letters: 

On July 31, 1786, he wrote to Count 
Rochambeau: 

‘As the rage of conquest, which in 
times of barbarity stimulated nations 
to blood, has in a great measure 
ceased, * * * and as mankind are 
becoming more enlightened and hu- 
manized, I cannot but flatter myself 
with the pleasing prospect that a 
more liberal policy and more pacific 
systems will take place amongst 
them.”’ 

At about this time he also wrote to 
the Marquis de la Rouérie: 

“My first wish is (although it 1s 
against the profession of arms and 
would clip the wings of some of our 
young soldiers who are soaring after 
glory) to see the whole world .in 
peace. and the inhabitants of it as 
one band of brothers, striving who 
should contribute most to the happi- 
ness of mankind.’’ 

It has been said that William E. 
Gladstone lived long enough to hold 
the distinction of debating on both 
sides of nearly every important ques- 
tion that came up in Parliament dur- 
ing his political career. 

So may it be with William H. 
Thompson, to say nothing of William 
E. Borah, for in due time we may be 
delighted to hear the Mayor praising 
the many virtues and high sense of 
justice of the British, and the Sena- 
tor, tiring of all external remedies, 
ardently advocating our entrance 
into the League of Nations, having 
realized that the Governments of the 
earth will never function properly 
until the “spirit of union and ser- 
vice”” which made this nation great 
is ‘applied to the world at large, and 
that ‘‘complete independence means 
complete coordination and coopera- 
tion.”

To Declare War Removed by Capper | 
re Resoliition, It Is Asserted 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 
The Briand offer of‘a treaty of per- 
manent peace is to be made the sub- 
ject of ‘a discussion in Congress on 
the basis of a resolution by Senator 


| Capper, But already a doubt has been 


expressed ‘as to whether the Constitu- 
tion permits us to make any such 
binding treaty ‘of permanent peace 
as,is.called for in the Briand offer. 
Fortunately an analysis: of the Con- 
stitution and of the record of the Su- 
preme Court shows that the Constitu- 
tion does not offer any stich ‘impedi- 
ment, as will be clear from the fol- 
lowing points, which, however,-do. not 
by any means exhaust the argument. 

The power to declare war is vested 
in Congress, and the question is 
whether. a. treaty. proposing to.‘’re- 
nounce war as an instrument of pub- 
lic policy’? would be beyond the 
treaty-making power of the United 
States of America as an unconstitu- 
tional limitation on the war power of 
Congress, The Capper: resolution 
meets this constitutional situation. It 
must be passed by both houses of 
Congress and be signed by the Presi- 
dent. It declares the policy of Con- 
gress in this regard. Having de- 
clared this policy, Congress requests 
the Executive as the organ of the 
Government in charge of foreign re- 
lations, and the treaty-making pow- 
er, the President..and Senate, to 
adopt that policy. In this procedure 
there is no encroachment on the pow- 
ers of Congress as the war-declaring 
organ of the Government. Congress 
enunciates a policy and assures te 
negotiating and the treaty-making or- 
gans in advance of its support in 
carrying out that policy. 

It'is clear that in the opinion of 
the fathers of the Constitution the 
power to declare war was not intend- 
ed to be used for aggressive purposes 
but for defense. War calls for the 
appropriation of large sums of money, 
and Congress was given power ‘‘to 
lay and collect taxes, duties, imposts 
and excises to pay the debts and pro- 
vide for the common defense and 
genera. welfare of the United 
States.”” This last phrase is not to 
be taken as referring to the power 
to make war, but to the internal con- 
ditions and needs of the country. 


Supreme Court’s Ruling, 


The Supreme Court has passed on 
the meaning of this grant of power 
to Congress to declare war... During 
the war with Mexico in 1848, the City 
of Tampico was occupied by the 
American Army. It was necessary 
to decide whether this occupation 
constituted conquest, which would 
make Tampico American territory. 
The Supreme Court held, in an opin- 
ion written by Chief Justice Taney, 
in 1850 (Fleming v. Page, 9 Howard 
603) : 

The country in question had been 


conquered in war. But the genius 


and character of our institutions 
are peaceful, and the power to de- 
clare war was not conferred upon 
Congress for the purposes of e 2 
gression or aggrandizement, but to 
enable the general Government to 
vindicate by arms, if it should be- 
come Hew sage gs A its own rights and 
the rights of its citizens. 


A war, therefore, declared by 


Congress, can never be presumed 

to be waged for the purpose of 
conquest or the acquisition of ter- 

ritory. 

The Capper resolution does no more 
than to express what the makers of 
the Constitution appear to have in- 
tended and what the Supreme Court 
has solemnly declared they did in- 
tend, that the Congress should use 
the power to declare war only for 
the defense of the territory and 
rights of the United States and its 
citizens. 

The fathers granted the treaty 
power to the President and Senate 
in the same instrument in which they 
granted to Congress the power to de- 
clare war. The treaty power has 
been frequently defined to extend to 
all proper subjects of negotiations 
and treaties between governments 
C6." Cole) eas BT -4-)_) A (0) OO « 
Treaties of alliance were one of the 
best known subjects of negotiation 
and treaty-making in the eighteenth 
century and were treated at length 
by Vattel, the writer on interna- 
tional law whose authority is most 
often cited in early cases in the Su- 
preme Court. The power to make 
treaties of alliance was very familiar 
to the men who sat in the Constitu- 
tional Convention, since it was to 
the treaty of alliance with France 
that they largely owed the independ- 
ence of America. That treaty, Feb. 
6,.2778ewas not limited to the dura- 
tion of the war but contained an ex- 
press guarantee by France of the 
territories of the United States in 
America, and by the United States 
of the territories of France in the 
West Indies. This treaty constituted 
an engagement by the United States 
to go to war in the event of an 
attack on France’s territory in the 
Caribbean (Malloy’s Treaties, vol. 1, 
a ts 


Treaties ‘‘Supreme Law.”’ 


The fathers obviously had this 
among other then existing treaties in 
mind, for the Constitution by article 
provides “that all. treaties made, or 
which shall be made, under the au- 
thority of the United States, shall be 
the supreme law. of the land:”’ (Cf. 
also Decision. of Supreme Court, 
Ware v. Hylton, 3 Dallas, 199). © It, 
therefore, is clear that the fathers 
did not believe that vesting in Con- 
gress the authority to declate war 
Meant that the treaty power should 
not take obligations‘ which ‘would: di- 


|} rect. it in the exercise of that’ power. 


The obligation, furthermore, ‘was 





positive and. not, as in the..case of 
Pe 


the Capper resolution, merely nega 
tive. . 

Since the Constitution: ‘was put into 
effect the United States has con- 
tinued the policy of entering into’ 
treaties. of guarantee but limited to 
cases of the defense of portions of 
American territory in which the 
United States was vitally interested. 
The treaty with Colombia [o> dae BS 
12, 1846, contains in ‘Article’ 35° a 
guarantee of the meutrality of the 
Isthmus of*Panama (Malloy, Vol. I, 
p. 312). By the treaty with Panama 
of Nov. 18, 1908, the United States 
‘“‘vuerantees and will, maintain the 
independence of the Republic of 
Panama” (Malloy, Vol.. I,. 1349). 

Important treaties have been made 
by the United States to limit the 
exercise of other powers vested in 
Congress and vital to the national 
defense, treaties which ‘would be 
invalid if the treaty proposed by 
Senator Capper is forbidden by im- 
plication from the Constitution. 


Privateering Abolished. 


The same section of the Constitu- 
tion which vests in Congress the 
right to declare war also vests in it 
the right’ to grant ‘‘letters of 
marque and reprisal.” That means 
that Congress may commission pri- 
vateers. Nevertheless, at the time 
of the Constitutional Convention 
there existed a treaty with Prussia, 
May 17, 1786, which in Article 20 de- 
clared that ‘‘neither of the contract- 
ing powers shall grant to or issue 
any commission to any private 
armed vessels, empowering them to 
take or destroy trading vessels or 
interrupt such commerce.” This 
treaty was at least well known to 
Franklin, an active member of the 
convention. Privateering at the 
time the Constitution was adopted 
was a well recognized means of 
carrying on war, but by the middle 
of the nineteenth century interna- 
tional custom had outgrown it and 
the great powers in the conference 
at Paris in 1856 united in the Dec- 
laration of Paris, the first item of 
which stated that ‘“Privateering is 
and remains abolished.’’ This revolu- 
tionary advance in international law 
the United States — notwithstanding 
the exclusive power of Congress to 
grant letters of marque and re- 
prisal— was ready to accept if the 
other Governments would agree to 
include in it the absolute freedom of 
non-contraband at sea. (Moore, Di- 
gest, Vol. VII, p. 565.) President 
Lincoln proposed, in ‘1861, to accede 
to the declaration containing this 
provision without change and sent a 
draft of a convention to London for 
the purpose (id. 573). Apparently no 
doubt appeared in the mind of any 
one during this period that the limi- 


,|tation of privateering by treaty in- 


volved a constitutional question in 
spite of the provision of Section 8. 

The Constitution grants to Con- 
gress the power to “‘make rules con- 
cerning captures on land and water.”’ 
Nevertheless, this was the very sub- 
ject of the succeeding provisions of 
the -Declaration of Paris, of The 
Hague Convention, XII, of 1907, and 
the Convention of London of 1909. 
Without entering into the technicali- 
ties of the question itself, we need 
only recall that the United States was 
represented both at The Hague and 
at London, and no question appears 
to have been raised as to the validity 
of the proposed conventions which 
expressly regulated captures on the 
sea. 

Article 1, Section 8, of the Constitu- 
tion also vests in Congress power 
(112) to raise and support armies. 
Story expressly declares that this 
power is an unlimited one and neces- 
sarily so for the defense of the coun- 
try. (Story on the Constitution, Sec- 
tion 1188.) Nevertheless, the United 
States is now represented &t the 
conference in Geneva called for the 
express purpose of limiting arma- 
ments by international agreement. 

Article 1; Section.8, also grants to 
Congress power ‘“‘to provide and 
maintain a navy.’’ This power is also 
unlimited; 
power, with the approval of the na- 
tion, signed and ratified the conven- 
tion of Washington, Feb. 6, 1922, of 
which Section 1 reads: ‘The con- 
tracting powers agree to. limit their 
respective naval armament as pro- 
vided in the present treaty.” 


Treaty Limited Powers. 


This is an express limitation by 
treaty of a power of Congress closely 
connected with a power to declare 
war, expressed in equally general 
terms and unlimited. Yet the power 
vested in Congress was considered 
perfectly consistent with the ratifica- 
tion of a treaty which expressly lim- 
ited its exercise by fixing a maximum 
for the navy which Congress was au- 
thorized to provide for and main- 
tain. 

The treaties of arbitration of 1908 
and 1909, known as the Root treaties, 
and the treaties of investigation and 
conciliation of Mr, Bryan in 1913 and

Got Him to Come’ Here 
To the Editor of The New York Fimes: 

The letter of J. F. Chaffraix 
creates the impression that we owe 
the ‘services of Baron Steuben en- 
tirely to France. While it may be 
admitted that. Steuben’s interest in 
the American struggle was initiated 
by his friend, Count St.. Germain, 
and that Beaumarchais generously 
offered him the money to defray his 
traveling expenses to America, Steu- 
ben’s determination was not reached 
until after he had rejected all offers 
and had left Paris, following fruit- 
jess negotiations with Franklin and 
Deane. 


The man who persuaded him to go 
and to whom we are finally indebted 
for Steuben’s reconsideration of his 
resolve not to go, was Prince Louis 
William of Baden, Lieutenant Gen- 
eral in the Dutch Army and Gov- 
ernor of Arnheim. 


Franklin Refused Funds. 


Steuben had been asked to assume 
all the uncertainties of hazardous 
adventure by resigning his honors 
and revenues in Germany, and had 
been refused by Franklin even a dis- 
bursement for the expenses of his 
journey. Franklin had positively de- 
clared that an advance of money 
was out of the question and that he 
could not enter into an engagement 
with any officer whatever. Steu- 
ben’s scruples were. well justified. 
He was aware of the painful experi- 
ence of M. du Coudrai, whose ser- 
vices had not been accepted by Con- 
gress, notwithstanding a previous 
engagement with the American com- 
missioners in France. 

When Steuben returned to Rastadt 
he met there Prince Louis William 
of Baden and found letters from 
Beaumarchais. and St. Germain 
pressing him to return. The confi- 
dence he had in Prince Louis Wil- 
liam made Steuben consult him 
about the affair; relates Kapp: in 
his “Life of Steuben.” Being him- 
self in the service of a republic and 
probably more dazzled by the pros- 
pect of glory than Steuben was him- 
self, he was of the opinion that 
there was no room for hesitation; 
that he should certainly run the risk. 
The Prince’s advice was successful, 
and Steuben, having obtained the 
consent of Frederick the Great, con- 
ferred his. canonry at Havelsberg 
with its yearly revenue of 4,600 
livres upon his nephew, the Baron 
von Canitz, and started again for 
Paris, where he arrived Aug. 17, 
1777. 

This is the plain record of the cir- 
cumstances. The American com- 
missioners wanted his services, but 
would not couple their wish with the 
least risk; the French knew he was 
the right man in the right place and 
Beaumarchais advanced him his 
traveling expenses, ‘‘which were 
considered by the latter as a per- 
sonal loan” (Kapp); but it was 
Prince Louis William of Baden who 
in the end proved the deciding 
factor.

BROADER »GOURT -POWERS’ 


Board Would Have Appellate Bench 
Pass on Questions of Fact 
as Well as of Law.

BOSTON, Dee. 7.—Since the execu- 
tion of Sacco and Vanzetti the 
question has been asked all over. the 
United States and in some foreign 
countries whether the extraordinary 
events in that celebrated case will) 
lead to any important changes in the 
procedure of the Massachusetts 
courts. A hint of what might be ex- 
pected was contained in the annual 
report of the.President of the Boston 
Bar Association mentioned in this 
correspondence a few weeks oO. 
Today there appear several definite 
recommendations. for important 
changes embodied in the annual re- 
port the Governor by the Judicial 
Council, which was created by law in 
1924 “‘for the continuous study of the 
organization, rules and methods of 
procedure and practice of the judicial 
system of the Commonwealth.” 
The statute provides that the 
Council shall be composed ‘‘of the 
Chief Justice of the Supreme Judicial 
Court or some other Justice or former 
Justice of that court appointed from 
time to time by —him; the Chief 
Justice of the Superior Court; the 
Judge of the Land Court, one Judge 
of a probate court, one Justice of a 
district court, and not more than 
four members of the bar, all to be 
appointed by the Governor.” 
That portion of the council’s report 
which pertains to the changes sug- 
ested by the Sacco-Vanzetti case, 
ers by saying that ‘“‘the extraor- 
dinary length of time which elapsed 
between the conviction of Sacco and 
Vanzetti and their execution, as well 
as certain proceedings in the case, 
illustrated in a striking way some 
serious defects in. our methods of 
administering justice in murder 
cases.” se 
* 


Reasons for Delays. 


These delays in the Sacco-Vanzetti 
case are ascribed to (1) the neces- 
sity of embodying in the bill of ex- 


ceptions on which the case went to 
the Supreme Judicial Court a state- 
ment of the evidence in narrative 
form, which statement had to be 
agreed to by counsel so far as pos- 
sible and in other respects settled by 
the trial Judge; (2) the right now 
existing in murder cases to file mo- 
tions for a new trial at anytime up 
to sentence; (3) the right to appeal 
from any decision of the trial Judge 
upon any alleged question of law 
arising upon a motion for a new 
trial, and thus to take the case re- 
peatedly to the full bench; (4) the 
difficulty which confronted the Gov- 
ernor in dealing with the application 
for a pardon or commutation of sen- 
tence and led him to ‘‘conclude wise- 
ly” that a thorough investigation and 
review of the case should be con- 
ducted. 

The first of these causes of delay 
was céliminated by statute in 1925. 
As to the second: ‘‘Before 1922 our 
statutes provided that motions for a 
new trial in murder cases, as in 
other criminal cases, must be filed 
within one year after the ew yy - rs) 4 
the court at which the trial took 
place, and also provided that they 
must be filed before sentence.’’ In 
1922 the Legislature changed the law, 
and motions for a new trial in mur- 
der cases may now be filed at any 
time befor> sentence, ‘‘no matter 
how the sentence may be delayed. 
Thus in the Sacco-Vanzetti case. ‘‘the 
defendants were enabled to file as 
many as seven successive motions 
for a new trial.’’ The council is of 
the opinion that the former one-year 
limit should be restored, with the 
idea that the opportunity of appeal 
to the Governor for pardon or com- 
mutation ‘‘furnishes all. reasonable 

rotection against a miscarriage of 

ustice.”’ In the third place, the 

council declares that ‘‘there should 

be one appeal as of right in a capital 

case, but there need be no more.”

Court Functions Limited. 


And now the extremely. interesting 
comments and suggestions of the 


council respecting the fourth cause 
of dilatoriness. The exact terms of 
statement are these: 

“A single Judge of the Superior 
Court now presides over murder 
trials and passes not only on ques- 
tions of law involved in the trial of 
the indictment but upon , mixed 
questions of law. and fact arising on 
motions for a new trial. The Su- 
preme Judicial Court on appeal 

sses only on questions of law. As 

e verdict on such an indictment 
involves the issue of life and death, 
we think the responsibility too great 
to be thrown upon one man. If he 
errs in any matter of discretion as 
distinguished from law. the result 
is irreparable. Even.-if he is right, 
his decisions.may be challenged, es- 
pecially in a time of*'public excite- 
ment, and there: is,no tribunal to es- 
tablish the fact that he is right. 
It is vital that our courts do justice; 
it is also vital that the people know 
that they do justice.’’ 

And further: ‘‘While the Supreme 
Court may determine that as a 
matter of law there was no evidence 
of guilt sufficient to warrant the 
submission of the case to the jury, 
yet if there was such evidence it 
is beyond the power of the Supreme 
Court to pass upon its weight and

The Council proceeds: ‘‘‘It follows 
that the final decision of many of 
the most important questions which 
arise in connection with a murder 
trial, as in other cases, is committed 
so far as the courts are concerned 
to a stugie Judge of the Superior 
Court. unjust decision by him 
upon such a question can be re- 
dressed by the vernor and Council 
alone, upon an application for a par- 
don or commutation of sentence.’’ 
The Council does not think that 
the power of the Executive to inter- 
vene should be curtailed. The at- 
tempt to induce the Governor is sure 
to be made so long as it can be urged 
that only a single Judge has passed 
upon important issues in any case. 
The Governor must feel ‘‘as matters 
now stand’? that in some cases he 
must make a ‘‘thorough and pains- 
prope J investigation,’’ either ‘‘per- 
so ly or through selected agents.’’ 
The Council would not restore the 
old practice of having. more than one 
Judge in murder trials. Instead it 
would ‘‘broaden the functions of the 
Supreme Judicial Court on appeal so 
that it will pass upon the whole case, 
and will have power to order a new 
trial spon any ground if the interests 
of justice appear to require it.”” And 
the Council adds: ‘If that court 
has the duty of examining the evi- 
dence and the facts and complete 
power to pass upon all the decisions 
of the trial Judge, both at the trial 
and on motions for a new trial, 
whether or not such decisions now 
rest within the descretion of the 
Judge, it will be seldom indeed that 
there can be any occasion for a sub- 
sequent exhaustive review of the 
case by the Governor.’’ 

The Council would have conferred 
on the highest Massachusetts court 
the same power that now is vested 
in the Court of Appeals in New York. 
The Council. refers to the ‘‘similar 
broad powers” vested in the appel- 
ar court in England and in Scot- 
land.

While denying any intention by 
Prussia to try to impose its will upon 
the other States of the German Re- 
public, Otto Braun, Socialist Pre- 
mier of Prussia; in a speech -deliv- 
ered on the occasion, of the recent 
opening of the new Prussian Em- 
bassy rooms in Munich, laid stress 
upon the .need of uniting North and 
South Germany in spirit and fact and 
of altering pease political struc- 
ture of the Reich.

“The question of the maintenance 
of inter-German. embassies has been 
a subject of dispute since the con- 
stitutional political reconstruction of 
Germany. I make no secret of my 
firm conviction that they can be dis- 
pensed with. Prussia has abolished 
all its former embassies to the Gov- 
ernments of the German States ex- 
cept this one here in Munich. 
“From the circumstances that we 
have fitted this one out anew at con- 
siderable expense, you will assume 
that Prussia attaches importance ‘to 
its continued existence and assigns 
to it a special task. This task con- 
sists in linking ever more closely the 
relations between the two greatest 
States of the Reich, between North 
and South, for the benefit of our 
common German Fatherland, in 
clearing up misunderstandings and 
tensions at their beginning and in 
thus helping to wipe out completel 
the so-called Main Line that still 
haunts the thoughts: of many: per- 
sons. 

“My return visit to the Bavarian 
Prime Minister ‘at the présent mo- 
ment appeared to have some impor- 
tance in view of the lively Gacduieens 
now under way about the constitu- 
tional reconstruction: of the Reich 
and might give rise to misinterpreta- 
tions.

BANK LOANS ANALYZED 
BY CUBAN TREASURY 


Less Than 25 Per Cent. of $173,- 
$965,339 Extended in Six 
Months Went to Agricalture.

HAVANA, Dec. 6.— The total of 
loans made by Cuban banks during 
the last six months was $173,965,339, 
according to statistics compiled by. 
the currency section of the Depart- 
ment of the Treasury. 

Less than 25 per cent. of the total 
was for agricultural purposes, judg- 
ing by the collateral taken as 
security. The figures are as follows: 

On sugar and.sugar crops and 
mills, $43,374,609; on tobacco, $2,529,- 
944; on coffee, $290,592; on cattle, 
$136,781; on. rice, $94,256, and on all 
other. agricultural preducts, $216,524. 

The greater part of the money 
loaned during this period in Cuba 
was on notes bearing two signatures 
or more. Loans of this type agers 
gated $32,598,303. Loans secured by 
such collateral as stocks and bonds 
aggregated $32,794,334. Mortgage 
loans totaled $19,153,352.

In 1921, after Oklahoma went Re- 
publican in a great landslide at the 
polls, M. E. Trapp, Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor, was charged in private trans- 
actions; impeachment charges were 


voted by the lower house, but were 
ruled out of the Senate on a de- 
murrer. J.B. A. Robertson, then 
Governor, was charged with accept- 
ing a bribe of $25,000 in a bank 
transaction at Okmulgee. Charges in 
the House failed on a tie vote. ter 
a Grand Jury of Okmulgee County 
brought an indictment against Trapp. 

Then came 1923, with Jack Walton 
in the saddle as Governor. Within 
less than a year after he went into 
office he was charged on twenty-two 
counts, inaindink invoking martial 
law. and repealing habeas corpus, 
and was ousted from office. Trapp 
had been re-elected Lieutenant Gov- 
_— and went into the Governor’s 
office. 


While these were the only officials 
against whom action was taken, at- 
tempts at impeachment were tried 
and talked, but failed against nearly 
every Governor that Oklahoma had.

AIRCRAFT CARRIERS 
NATION'S BIG NEED 


By EDWARD P. WARNER,

high ‘seas is absolutely dependent on 
provision for basing them on board 
of surface vessels. We have actually 
in commission at the present time 
one aircraft carrier, the Langley, 


slow and experimental. Excellent re- 
sults have "heen obtained with the 
ship, and much has been learned, 
but she does not constitute an effec- 
tive unit to be relied upon in emer- 
gency. Two more carriers, the Sar- 
atoga and Lexington, will go in full 
commission within a few weeks, but 
we shall still be limited to two points, 
within the whole area of all the seas 
upon which our fleet might operate, 
to which our planes can return and 
re-provision and prepare for fresh 
flight. Many of the other vessels of 
war carry airplanes and have pro- 
vision for catapulting them into the 
air, but can only pick them up again 
by stopping to hoist them out of the 
water after they have made landing 
alongside the ship. For steady use 
with the fleet under conditions of 
stress the carrier is the prime re- 
liance, and the concentration of all 
our existing tonnage in two very 
large units occasions a serious short- 
age of flying decks. There is real 
need for provision of further ships of 
that tyne if the fleet is to be rounded 
out and if airplanes are to be able to 
do their proper part of its work. The 
President in his message to Con- 
gress during the past week directed 
attention to that need. 

Given a sufficiency of mobile bases, 
it may be anticipated that in scout- 
ing for an enemy fleet, for isolated 
surface vessels or submarines, or for 
commercial craft, the airplanes will 
take a leading part. A_ carrier 
equivras with only forty planes can, 
while traveling at a moderate speed 
in order to economize its own fuel 
expenditure, minutely cover an area 
150 miles or more in width and still 
have a number of machines held in 
reserve on the ship for emergencies. 
The carrier can also, by sending 
scouting airplanes straight ahead on 
its own course during the afternoon, 
decrease the probability that the 
fleet to which the ship is attached 
wifl be surprised by an enemy at- 
tack during the hours of darkness. 

The airplane justifies its claim to 
be considered as *he navy's first tine 
of action, in that it would be likely 
to be through the imecium of air 
force that contact wov'd first be 
made between vessels of the oppos- 
ing. fleet-and information first fur- 
nished. It establishes its position 
ageen in the probability that air- 
planes would be first to take actual 
atfensive actior As a naval weapon 
the airplane hus a range exceeding 
that of any gun yet imagined, save 
the lengendary one which. took Jules 
Verne’s readers on a trip to the 
moon.. The range of the naval gun 
is fifteen or twenty miles. That of 
the airplane is limited only by. fuel 
capacity, and accuracy does not de- 
crease with increasing distance from 
the point of departure to the target. 
Were it possible to mount on a naval 
vessel such a _ super-guh as that 
which fired on Paris in 1918, and to 
increase range to sixty or eighty 
thousand yards, there could be little 
-‘@xpectation. of. .making a. hit on..a 
ship, but the bombing airplane can 
work at two or three times that dis- 


tance, starting from a floating base 
which is in complete security unless 
the enemy, too, employs aircraft, 
and can be directed by its pilot’s in- 
telligence to within a few thousand 
or perhaps even a few hundred feet 
of the obiect of its attack. 

In the days of John Paul Jones, of 
Decatur and Hull and Nelson; fleet 
actions were fought at a few hun- 
dred yards range, and might even 
culminate in contact of the ships and 
boarding expeditions crossing from 
one to the other... The improvement 
of armaments and the increasing 
deadliness of fire have been such 
that it would have been most un- 
usual for capital ships of the era of 
1915 to approach each other within 
ten or twelve thousand yards during 
an action. It might easily happen 
that a future naval engagement, or 
many of them, would be decided and 
one fleet or the other sent down to 
total defeat without the main bodies 
ever having come within forty miles 
of each other. There is no sugges- 
tion that anything of that sort would 
be typical, but it might happen, and 
the possibility would in itself indicate 
the indispensability of aircraft, for 
it is too obvious to require discussion 
that if a battle is begun and finished 
at a range at which one of the two 
contenting fleets is unable to: use its 
weapons, that fleet is not going to 
emerge victorious. 

In recapitulation, if naval battle is 
joined the degree of success gained, 
at least in the first stages of that 
battle, is likely to be influénced very 
largely by the relative strength in 
aircraft of the opposing forces. 
That, in turn, is denendent on the 
number and nature of aircraft-carry- 
ing ships possessed. From this time 
on the aircraft carrier is a vital ele- 
ment in naval power, and it is un- 
usual among naval vessels in that it 
combines extreme speed and mobility 
for scouting purposes, and relatively 
small displacement for economical 
construction and operation, with the 
ability. to strike effective blows 
against even the heaviest and best 
protected capital ships without wait- 
ing for cover of darkness. or fog, and 
without exposing itself to a virtual 
certainty of destruction. 

To return to the fundamentals. 
They were enumerated as three. The 
prime objects of navies were declared 
to be the support of fricndly com- 
merce, the extirpation of commer- 
cial activity under the enemy flag 
or friendly to the enemy, so far as 
that is compatible with international 
law on the freedom of trade at sea, 
and the protection of friendly soil. 

In protecting friendly commerce 
the airplane serves as a most effec- 
tive instrument of convoy, esvecially 
against submarine attack. Success- 
ful action. by submarines against 
merchant ships well convoyed by air- 
planes was virtually. unknown dur- 
ing the late war. Attacks on a con- 
voy by a substantial force on the 
surface, of course, would be met by 
airplanes and surface ships in con: 
junction. Most important, however, 
is that the airplane, together with 
the submarine, makes a close bloc’ 
ade virtually impossible. To ste.:on 
ships within two hundred miles, or 
thereabouts, of an enemy coast and 
keep them there on blockade duty, 
is to invite constant, harrying at-‘ 
tacks both by submarine torpedo and 
by bombing of all. kinds destructive 
to upper works and to the ‘ifstalla- 
tion of accessories, and extremely 
damaging to the morale of the crew, 
if not actually fatal to the ship. 


Widened Surveillance. 


In attacks on enemy commerce air- 
planes are most useful for reconnais- 
sance, to find and identify ships for 


search. or..seizure,.. es. prohibi. 
tive of the destruction Of merchant 
vessels, without’ due provision for 





the safety of the crew, would make 
it impossible without open violation 
of those humanitarian ea emg 
to attack merchant craft with bombs, 
but the airplane can enormously in- 
crease the area kept under obser- 
vation by a single ship, and the air- 
craft carrier accordingly becomes a 
most useful instrument for commerce 
raiding or. surveillance. 

Most effective of all, however, is 
the airplane in protecting our own 
coast and overseas possessions. The 
coast defense of the . continental 
United States and also of the islands 
and other areas flying the American 
flag has always been built up of 
successive layers. The first line of 
coast defense has always been the 
fleet, which went forth from bases 
on shore to hold the sea for varying 
periods, for as long as American vés- 
sels held the seas secure so that. it 
was unsafe for enemy ships to slip 
past, singly or as a group, so long 
would the coast behind the fleet be 
immune from attack. The next re- 
course behind the fleet in olden days 
was the coastal fort, with its ar- 
tillery, which protected important 
harbors and bases in which ships 
might take refuge for refitting and 
repair. 

Recent developments have thrown 
in an intermediate stage. If the fleet 
is evaded or if it is occupied else- 
where, or even if it should by mis- 
chance be insufficiently strong to 
contend directly with the enémy 
force for the time being, attacks on 
the coast should be detected in ad- 
vance of their delivery by the scout- 
ing of patrol planes or large flying 
boats and airships. Attacks may be 
delivered by sea or by air, but if the 
come by air, except for the possibil- 
ity of a sporadic raid for moral effect 
by a single machine flying an enor- 
mous distance over water and carry- 
ee @ trivial military load, they must 

e-their departure from a floating 
base to strike anywhere along our 
coast or at Hawaii. Even in the 
Canal Zone, the same general con- 
clusion holds: as a strong possibility, 
although not with the absolute rigor 
that it does in Hawaii, where there 
is no land available as a point of de- 
parture outside the Hawaiian group 
for well over a thousand miles. The 
problem of i is therefore 
that of scouting for enemy ships, 
and it is handled in essentially the 
same way as it would be if the scout- 
ing. airplane were based on an air- 
traft carrier instead of ashore, ex- 
cept that the distances:.covered are 
likely to be longer, and the impor- 
tance of navigation is therefore 
greater. Patrol aviation is of the 
very first significance to the coast 
defense. and especially to the defense 
of the Panama Canal, and it deserves 
the increased attention that it ‘is 
mow receiving. Vigorous steps are 
being taken to secure metal flying 
boats of the most modern design to 
Yeplace the antiquated wooden craft 
upon which the operations. in our 
mhid-Pacific territory and the Canal 

one have so far had to depend. 


Methods of Attack. 


If enemy activity were detected 
from the air an attempt would be 
made. to repulse it from the air. In 
the..case of submarines or, light) sur- 
face ‘craft, not well equipped with 
anti-aircraft guns and not ‘having sit 
planes of their own, the patrol ma- 
chine itself should be prepared to 
bomb on the spot immediately after 
| detection. If a more specialized at- 
tack were needed, as it would be in 
contending with battle cruisers or 


other heavy forces, or with any con- 
siderable.nurmbcr. of ships, it would 
be delivered by any naval vessels lo-

operation. The provision of aircraft 
and submarines in such areas as 
Hawaii and the Canal Zone, as well 
as in strategic proximity. to points 
of our continental coast line critical 
in a@ particular campaign, ought to 
be such that tho chances of turning 
back any enemy thrust, either in an 
attack in force or a light raid, would 
be bright. If the effort and repulse 
should however fail, there would still 
remzcin the coast artillery, the final 
resort prior to the arrival of landing 
forces at the shore line. 


The danger of exclusive dependence 
on coastal fortifications, or on bomb- 
ing aircraft operated to compara- 
tively short distances off shore would 
be that any raid carried out from the 
sea in war, especially against the 
Panama Canal, would be likely to 
include the use of aircraft carriers, 
which would launch their planes 
when they themselves were still far 
from the coast. To attack the car- 
riers dirsctlv would. then not suffice, 
and to find airplanes and bring them 
down when they have once left their 
base and are actually on their way 
to their objective has repeatedly been 
shown by theory and in manoeuvre 
experience since the war, to say noth- 
ing of the actual test of 1916-18, to. be 
a matter of extreme difficulty. As it 
is easier to sink an armed vessel and 
so put all guns out of action at once 
than it is to pick off individuallv a 
like number of guns independently 
pesloltiotd ts Me) sMaberpwcst tel schmmbdelitatetnatsy st] 
ashore, so it is far better in the plan- 
ning of a defensive o tion to 
prepare to contend with aircraft car- 
riers when they are fdr enough off 
shore to have all their planes still 
aboard, and thus to seek to get rid 
of all the planes at one stroke, rather 
than to wait for them to get into the 
air and then try to hunt them down 
separately.. The »vroblem of defend- 
ing the territorial ons of the 
United States against attack from 
the sea is largely a problem of co- 
ordinated éffort by aircraft and sur- 
face and sub-surface vessels at the 
greatest | ticable distance off 
shore, and as soon after the first 
notice of impending enemy action is 
received as the necessary forces can 
possibly be mobilized. 

The functions of naval aircraft are 
divided in general under five head- 
ings, patrol, bombing (including tor- 
pedo ng), observation, fighting 
and training, but.in each of these 
general titles there is a diversi 
employment.

ETWEEN those masterful magnates, 
Lord Norusc!iffe <2”d Lord Lever- 
hulme, and the miliion; ‘nat they 
amassed, we may discern an eco 
nomic association. Each was a man of 
the yeople who had won a peerage by 
serving the public through the press. Lord 
Northcliffe organized newspapers; Lord 
Leverhulme advertised in them; and in 
both cases the result was a fortune. 

These biographies may be read, there- 
fore, in parallel. It cannot be said that 
either rises to that portraiture in print 
on which Mr. Ludwig has insisted. But 
in doth we have the essentials. On Lord 
Northcliffe, Mr. Macnair Wilson pronounces 
an intimate panegyric which, as we shali 
see, is all the more instructive because of 
its limitations. To his father, the second 
Lord Leverhulme devotes an interesting re- 
view of commercial and domestic activity 
which is the more valuable because in- 
terpretation thereof is left to the reader. 
Let us endeavor, then, to see these books 
in their perspective. 

According to Mr. Macnair Wilson—and 
we agree with him—the Britain of the 
nineties ‘had arrived for the first time in 
her histery at democracy. Northcliffe, 
says he, tersely, ‘“‘believed in Man as op- 
posed to classes of men; in red blood as 
opposed to blue blood; inequality as op- 
posed to the politica] liberty of the Whigs.” 
It was the French Revolution that had at 
last crossed the Channel. 

Both to Harmsworth and Lever, there- 
fore, it was the Many who alone mat- 
tered. Harmsworth held that the Many 
should read. Lever added that the 
* Many should wash. Both were right. To 
both, the public _ responded. Lever’s 
soaps and Harmsworth’s newspapers were 
equally a success. 

In both cases the success was thoroughly 
deserved. Lord Leverhulme was a man 
of immense ability and public spirit. Not 
only did he employ his workers, but he 
housed them, and under conditions fairly 
to be described as ideal. 
the Congo, it was to Lord Leverhulme that 
King Albert of Belgium turned for co- 
operation. 


Perhaps the most charming anecdote in 
these books shows Leverhulme as the guest 
of the Rockefellers:

One fine day, therefore, the astonished 
genius was greeted by a familiar package. 
Opening it he found his picture, with the 
face cut out—this and not a syllable of 
explanation. The artistic temperament, 


* solicitous over its masterpieces, was not 


unruffied, and the nation was much in- 
terested. 


In these pages the mystery is elucidated, 
and yet further point is added to Lord 
Leverhulme's curious naiveté. He did not 
intend in any way, so we are told, to of- 
fend the painter. But the picture was not 
one that he wished to hang and it had 
proved to be too big for his safe. He 
preferred not to roll the canvas and he 
thus cut out as much of it as would lie 
flat with his other papers. The house 
keeper, seeing that the packing case was 
marked ‘‘returnable,’’ naturally returned 
it—and with the part of the picture in- 
cluded which had escaped the knife. So 
much for quality and quantity as applied 
by commerce to art. 

To Lord Northcliffe, the adornment of 
uiiiity. was not painting but politics, and 
it was in politics that his naiveté was 
revealed. Mr. Macnair Wilson tells us 
that he made himself ‘‘the main source’’ 
of information in Britain, and there is. 
ground for this bold claim. When, how- 
ever, we read further that ‘news and 
views were kept separate’’ and that ‘‘on 
no single occasion in his life did he 
(Northcliffe) abuse that position,’’ we rub 
our eyes. We wonder whether that will 
be the verdict of history. 

Mr. Macnair Wilson himself reminds us 
that Northcliffe was assailed by ‘torrents 
of abuse.’”’ Precisely, and why? Because 
it was alleged that, while announcing 
news, he was supplying views. And he 
had a reason. It is not on every day that 
news provides a sensation. On dull days 
it was the views that stimulated the sales. 

Of these ‘‘stunts,”’ based on views, we 
have in these volumes two examples. At 
a period when prices were a difficulty, Lord 
Leverhulme with some other soapmakers 
decided to act together. Leverhulme, at 
the time, was a Liberal member of Par- 
liament. Northcliffe was a Conservative. 
Leverhulme, too, was a Free Trader. 
Northcliffe wanted tariffs. 

Against the soap trust, as it was called, 
The Daily Mail opened what is admitted 
to have been a virulent campaign. There 
is no index to Mr. Macnair Wilson's vol- 
ume, but we do not seem to find in his 
pages a reference to it. Yet, as the 
younger Lord Leverhulme reminds us, it 
led to the most dramatic action for libel 
in the annals of the British press. North- 
cliffe was defended by Sir John Simon. by 
far the ablest (Coatinued on Page 18)

Of “Buried Alive”

HERE is more than one Ar- 
nold Bennett. In fact, there 
is a multitude of Arnold Ben- 
netts. The author of ‘“‘The 
Old Wives’ Tale," “Hilda Less- 
ways’’ and the several other novels 
of the Five Towns is a man of 
omnivorous reading in the book of 
life, of insatiable curiosity, of rest- 
less observation. Three separate 
and unrelated volumes on ‘Things 
That Have Interested Me’’ attest 
these facts. He has done several 
“pocket philosophies.’’ He has fab- 
ricated a dozen plays by himself, 
and two more in collaboration. His 
novels, including those mentioned, 
come to nearly a score and a half. 
And half of them are very little like 
the other half: “Buried Alive’ is | 
something totally different from}

pen of Arnold Bennett the first 
question is: Which Arnold Bennett? 
And of “‘The Vanguard” we ask: 
Which Arnold Bennett?

But 
only Arnold Bennett could have con- 
ceived and drawn the central char- 
acter, Baron Furber, product of the 
Five Towns, a millionaire by reason 
of his many inventions and his busi- 
ness acumen, and raised to the 
peerage in recognition of his ser- 
vices to the realm. Drawn with all 
the whimsical touch of a Sargent: 
turning for the moment from se- 
rious portrait painting to mildly 
ironic and immensely tolerant cari- 
caturing, this sketch has behind it, 
and shadowing through it, all the 
matured observation of Arnold Ben- 
nett with the Five Towns under his 
microscopic eye.

so good after all. Mr. Woodward | 
confined his iconoclasms within the 
limits of a single portly volume, 
the merits of which grow somewhat 
tarnished with time. It still seems 
to this writer, as it did then, the 
most provocative and in many ways 
the most interesting life of Wash- 
ington, but its inadequate scholar- 
ship and its marks of having been 
cut to a preconceived pattern make 
it a most untrustworthy guide for 
the reader who does not know his 
way about. It is guilty of great in- 
justice to Washington on several 
counts, and needs a thoroughgoing 
revision at the hands of its author. 
When the first volume of the life 
by Rupert ‘Hughes appeared we 
were given to suppose that one 
more would complete the work.

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About Books, ore or Less: As to Best Sellers 


By SIMEON STRUNSKY 
HIEFLY the present inquiry 
has been undertaken for the 
( purpose of resolving, if possi- 

ble, the writer's perplexities 
when hrought face to face with ap- 
parently conflicting lists of best- 
selling books. It is a problem, 
imagine, which troubles some of the 
reading laity. There are many best- 
seller tabulations and they seldom 
agree. For this there are, of course, 
a good many substantial reasons, 
and not the least among them is 
the fallibility which attaches to all 
statistical indexes and curves. Mr. 
Dun does not always see eye to eye 
with Mr. Bradstreet. The Harvard 
Economic Bureau does not always 
discern this country going as rapid- 
ly up hill or down hill as Mr. Bab- 
son will. There are times when one 
could wish that landlords and doc- 
tors were in closer agreement with 
Mr. Irving Fisher on the steadily 
declining cost-of-living index. There 
are statistics and other statistics, 
curves and-- 

For discussing best sellers I think 
there is no need of apology. There 
has always been a good deal of in- 
verted snobbery about the pretense 
that best sellers mean nothing, or 
less than nothing. To the profes- 
sional it is shop talk, which is the 
most fascinating of all materials of 
conversation. To the general pub- 
lic best sellers mean success; and 
until the psychoanalysts have fin- 
ished remodeling our instincts I 
imagine that men will continue to 
be interested in success. Those who 
are competent to speak on the so- 
cial habits of literary folk insist that 
in the most advanced cenacles the 
talk is chiefly of sales and remu- 
nerations. Box-office receipts and 
printers’ advance royalties must 
have crept into the discourse at the 
Mermaid Tavern, and the gentle- 
man from Stratford-would not be 
above taking time—his réles were 
usually minor-—to count the house 
from the wings.

We may 
speak of the significance of best- 
seller as a social phenomenon. We 
may study it by eras and by geo- 
graphical regions. We may point 
out the difference between twenty 
years ago, when to be a bert seller 
was to be automatically tripe for 
the booboisie, and today when 
Theodore Dreiser is a best seller. 
We may draw lessons on the atrat- 
ification of culture and on the 
standardization of culture; on the 
transformation of ethical values; 
on the decline and fall of the Puri- 
tan; on his sudden startling habit 
of bobbing up here and there from 
the débris of his ruin; on the an- 
nual consumption of books com- 
pared with the annual consumption 
of cosmetics; on many things. It 
is odd that the wide circulation of 
Mr. Ford’s Model T should have 
been everywhere accepted as an 
outstanding factor in the appraisal 
of American civilization, but that 
the wide circulation of a novel or 
an outline should be dismissed as 
unworthy of thought precisely be- 
cause it does circulate widely: 

We come back to the conflict of 
data. There are best-selling books 
of the month and best-selling books 
of the week. There are the best- 
selling books in New York City and 
the best-selling books in downtown 
New York. There are the best-sell- 
ing books as reported by the book- 
sellers and by the circulating libra- 
ries. Sometimes it ts hard not to 
think of the parallel in our own 
newspaper business when it comes 
to quoting statistics’ of advertising 
lineage. There is hardly a paper 
that cannot claim legitimate pri- 
macy in some field. We lead in 
mMechanical-piano advertising, or we 
lead in Situations Wanted by drivers 
of Pierce-Royce cars, or we lead 
in bird-cage equipment lineage, or 
something. For the best-seller lists 
reported in a more comprehensive 





spirit there would still be legitimate 
reasons of difference. The novel 
which stands first on the list ac- 
cording to the booksellers might 
not be, at the same tithe, first 
among the private circulating libra- 
ries. The novels read by patrons

a month or two older. For the pub- 
lic libraries they might be three or 
four months older. Considering the 
many reasons for discrepancy, the 
clash between the different lists are 
not altogether irreconcilable.

NE class of data we never get 
from the lists, and that is the 
actual volume of sales. We 

get the six best sellers or the dozen 
best sellers, or, as in the case of the 
R. R. Bowker list for The Publish- 
ers’ Weekly, the twenty. best sell- 
ers. But we get only the relative 
position, not the absolute figures. It 
is my impression that best sellers 
today do not sell in such huge quan- 
tities as they did twenty years ago; 
it would be interesting to know 
whether the book at the top of the 
list is selling 10,000 copies a week or 
20,000. It would certainly be inter- 
esting to know what is the gap be- 
tween the leader and the followers. 
As far as relative positions on the 
lists indicate, we do not know 
whether No. 1 leads No. 2 by 100,- 
000 to 70,000 or by 100,000 to 95,000. 
For the purpose of deducing preg- 
nant generalizations there is an ob-

For Octo- 
ber there are four newcomers among 
the first ten books and they have 
seized for themselves places 1, 2,6 
and 8 The four books they have 
ejected—I will name no names for 
obvious reasons—are those which 
deserved to go soonest. Of the sur- 
vivers from September, No. 1 has 
gone down to No. 5, but No. 2 has 
gone down only one step to No. 3 
for October and No. 8 has gone 
down to No. 4. Naming no names, 
as I insist on doing to the last 
ditch, I find that this is as it should 
be. The two books that have suf- 
fered the slightest decline are of 
greater intrinsic merit than the 
book that slid from first place to 
fifth.

OST causes have a glamour all 
their own. The ancien régime 
in France, the Southern Con- 
federacy, Czarist Russia—all 

are shrouded in romantic mists that 
take no account of such ugly facts 
as racial inequality, slavery, abso- 
lutism and social privilege. So with 
Austria-Hungary. Post-war opin- 
ion, touched by the deprivations of 
Vienna, by the ill-fated Karl and 
Zita, by the boy King of the Magyar 
royalists, dwells wistfully on the 
past and resents the ‘‘Balkanized’’ 
present state of Central Europe, en- 
tirely oblivious of the fact that the 
Hapsburg empire was a hoary and 
vested negation of religious, civil, 
political and racial liberties, and 
that the new States, for all their 
blatant newness, represent the prin- 
ciples of democracy and rationalism 
upon which our Western civilization 
is predicated. 

It is refreshing, therefore, to be 
recalled to political realities by so 
candid and so thorough a scholar- 
statesman as President Masaryk of 
the Czechoslovak Republic. Born 
in 1850 the son of a Slovak coach- 
man on one of the Hapsburg im- 
peria] estates, educated in German 
and Western schools, before the 
war he was the protagonist of 
Slavic unity within the Hapsburg 
empire, and during the war he was 
the astute, the indefatigable, the 
inspired leader who achieved the in- 
dependence of his country. If any 
one is entitled to the glory of kill- 
ing the Hapsburg cock robin, it is 
Professor Masaryk. His book, writ- 
ten primarily for the political edu- 
cation of his own people, is a monu- 
ment to both his aim and method, 
and to the man himself. 

In his introduction Mr. Steed as- 
serts: ‘‘I ‘have long thought that, 
when all accounts are closed and 
all reputations critically assessed, 
the man who will stand foremost [in 
the war period] as a creative states- 
man will be Thomas Garrigue Ma- 
saryk.’"’ After reading Professor 
Masaryk’s book, however, one is 
inclined to amplify the praise, for 
Masaryk is only incidentally a 
statesman in the accepted meaning 
of the word; he is primarily a re- 
ligious leader. His book is an evan- 
gel of democracy; he is an apostie 
of democracy; and to him democ-

- | sion of Christian Protestantism. 


For when, in 1620, Hapsburg 
forces conquered the Czech Protes- 
tants at the Battle of the White 
Mountain, Bohemia was forcibly 
Catholicized. Czech lands and for- 
tunes were sequestered; the Czech 
language, faith and. books were 
banned. In this act of the counter- 
Reformation the was re- 
duced from 3,000,000 to 800,000, and 
the Hussite movement was extin- 
guished. Czech patriots fied, and 
the Czech Comenius, with 
his testament, breathed the aspira- 
tion which, Masaryk admits, was 
his guiding principle in political 
life. “I, too, believe before God 
that when the storms of wrath 
have passed, to thee shall] return 
the rule over thine own things, O 
Czech people.’’ Yet with all this re- 
ligious background Masaryk is 
realistic to his fingertips. As 
Steed observes: ‘‘He is a practical 
mystic.”’

His Engaging Memoirs Give the Story of the Rise of a Famous Character Actor 


UP THE YEARS FROM BLOOMS-

FTER the first night of 
George Arliss’s ‘Paganini’ 
his friehds crowded around 
him and said, ‘‘How inter- 
esting!” ‘‘Paganin{’”’ failed. After

Mr. Arliss grew to have a 
real regard for the loyalty of these 
Chicago audiences. Scores would 
come to see “Disraeli’’ time and 
time again out of their eagerness 
to support the play. But it is to 
Boston audiences and to Boston 
society that he definitely lost his 
heart. The old ladies of Boston 
particularly charmed him. He sug- 
gests to any one going to Boston 
and seeking companionship to pick 
out ‘‘almost any lady over seventy, 
and if she takes to you you will 
have the time of your life.” 
Naturally he feels bound at times 
to insert some advice for aspiring 
youth. He would send them to 
school in a second-rate stock com- 
pany.

NDER a somewhat formida- 
ble title Bertrand Russell 
has given us an uncom 
monly entertaining book.

To begin with the 
element of humor: With one deft 
thrust he punctures the spirit of 
Locarno and the traditional syilo 
gism. He tells us that the only in- 
stance he has ever heard of when

Finally, with Teutonic thorough- 
ness, he argued: ‘‘Everything in 
this book is a joke, therefore the 
advertisements are jokes."" Again 
he slights the German mind by 
declaring that the great Kant 
deluged the philosophical world 
with muddle and mystery, from 
which it is only now beginning to 
emerge: ‘‘Kant has the reputation 
of being the greatest of modern 
philosophers, but to my mind he 
was a mere misfortune.”’ 

A substantial element of the 
book, and in some ways the most 
timely, is an elucidation and criti- 
cism of the behaviorism of Dr. 
John B. Watson, who is conscious 
of being unconscious, and thinks 
there is no thought. He has forti- 
fied his views by observing rats 
involved in a wire maze, with a 
piece of cheese on the outside, and 
noting how many minutes or sec- 
onds they required to make con- 
nections.

ITH the publication of ‘The 
Days of the King’’ Bruno 
Frank is introduced to the 
American public for the first time. 
In his forties, he belongs to the 
generation of German writers who 
have followed Thomas Mann, Was- 
serman and Ricarda Huch, coming 
into recognition during and right 
after the war. Bruno Frank has 
been a prolific writer, with several 
novels, books of poetry and three 
plays to his credit. He has the 
typical German scholarly attain- 
ment, with the inevitable degree of 
Doctor of Philosophy from Munich. 
This new translation by the 
adroit H: T. Lowe-Porter is not one 
of Frank’s novels. It contains 
three short narratives of the life of 
Frederick the Great. They are in- 
dependent of each other, but have

OR many—too many—years, 

foreign travel has been in 

the hands of the students 

and the reporters. How many 
circumlocutions of the globe—if the 
phrase is permissible—have the 
Waldo Franks, the .. Nathaniel 
Pfeiffers, the Richard Halliburtons 
given us? How many ambitious 
young British politicians have fa- 
miliarized themselves with Somali- 
land, Tibet and Korea in order to 
give themselves a start in their po- 
litical career! 

The time has come to go back to 
the fundamentals of travel—to view 
it, not as a means of writing an 
instructive book, but as pure litera- 
ture—to go back to Kinglake, 
whose deathless ‘‘Eothen’’ con- 
tained this prefatory statement: 


I be‘iéve I may truly acknowl- 
— a. all details bd 
eographical overy or an 
- vation research —from all dis- 
lop of sound learning and re- 
a knowledge, from all his- 
torical and _ scientific illustra- 
tions, from ail useful statistics, 
from all political disquisitions 
aod from all mo reflec- 
— the volume is thoroughly 
ree. 


Here, then, are four writers— 
two English and two American— 
three of them women, who have 
gone back to Kinglake and have 
kicked the unspeakable fact, bag 
and baggage, clear out of foot- 
notes. . 

The two English books lean heav- 
ily on Mr. Forster, as is evidenced 
by the title of one and the introduc- 
tion of the other. Their form is dis- 
tinct. Mr. Forster, explaining 
carefully that Miss Sitwell’s book 
“is not a young lady’s portfolio of 
travel sketches; still less is it a 
love story,”’ writes the author down 
as a Platonist in search of ideal 
elephants and impossible jewels. 
In other words, these gifted ladies 
are in quest of bigger and better 
elephants, but the English ladies 
expect to find them rather than 
breed them, while the Americans 
have a slightly more carthy ap- 
proach to perfection. All four, 
however, would agree with Mrs. 
Sackville-West that ‘‘travel is the 
most private of pleasures.’’ All 
write with an eye to color and per- 
sonality. All. write as individuals. 
None has a moral purpose nor an 
informative. approach. The result 
is an unaffected, easy style which 
permits literature, at long last, to 
impose her rule upon the travel 
book. 


Would it be an exaggeration to 
Say that though Miss Sitwell went 
to India and that though Mrs. 
Sackville-West's passage to Te- 
heran took her to Egypt, India, 
Iraq, Persia and Russia, they both 
set out to explore the moon? They 
want to be let alone, to appreciate, 
to respond to the sensations and 
the intimations of the moment. 
They both are looking for that big- 
ger and better elephant to appear 
on the horizon; until they see him 
they won’t believe he doesn't exist, 
and they won’t be unhappy till they 
find that he is just like any other 
elephant, only larger and with 
better manners. Miss Sitwell has 
scant patience with human-kind.

It is right that the man who 

has written such stimulating 
books as “The Enjoyment of Po- 
etry,”’ ‘‘Marx and Lenin’’ and ‘“‘The 
Sense of Humor’ should give 
us an example of his creative 
powers. It is natural that the 
example he gives us should be 
so characteristic of the man and 
so expressive of his interests as 
“Venture.” The book is funda- 
mental autobiography, whether 
actual autobiography or not. It is 
iife seen from Eastman’s point of 
view, which is both a definite and 
a broad one. He sees and can sum 
up all sides of life, but his mind is 
clear about which side is his own. 
“Venture” has a strong and dis- 
tinct personal flavor. It is funda- 
mental autobiography in recoliec- 
tion, for it is the story of a young 
man’s educdtion told by one who 
already holds his degree. 

Max Eastman has lived a fighting 
life and his Jo Hancock leads & 
fighting life. Both men love the 
excitement, the rich stimulation of 
mere living. Jo Hancock is a young 
poet who Is kicked out of college 
and comes down to New York and 
settles in the Greenwich Village of 
old.

wise alone in the house. While he 
is still nursing a black eye and a 
battered mouth events rush at him 
pelimell. 

On his way home from Marjorie’s 
he finds himself in a shooting 
mélée.

Harold is kidnapped, beaten, 
and even branded with a hot iron— 
all because he has innocently car- 
ried away some valuable love letters 
written by one high in authority to 
a “Dark Lady’’! It is only thirty- 
six hours, however, before the 
doughty Atridge is back figuring 
on the ledgers again; but what a 
revelation! The modest little bank 
clerk has tasted life—which means 
kidnapping, escape, Marjorie. 

His innocent adventures during the 
week have alienated the regard of 
Mrs. Pound, and Harold has been 
asked to move; Mr. Clarence’s de- 
lirium tremens has proved such 
an inconvenience that he has been 
removed to a sanitarium. Marjorie 
has an empty house on her hands; 
Harold not even a room. It seems 
simplest for them to move into 
Marjorie’s house and rear a family 
there. 

The style of the book is excellent 
in its vivid portrayal of minutiae. 
In bold English events follow in 
lively succession. But to this re- 
viewer the story is related in two 
tones in which farce and melo- 
drama are bilended—not always 
skillfully. The first chapters, which 
portray Harold up to the time of 
his kidnapping, are excellent. At 
this juncture the strong arm of the 
cinema seems to reach out and grab 
Atridge and whirl him away. Fol- 
Jowing the kidnapping and the es- 
cape the story lapses back pleas- 
antly into clever farce. 


MISS RHYS’S SHORT STORIES 





NE cannot escape the feeling 
that this book takes its title 
from Ford Madox Ford’s pref- 

ace rather than from the book it- 
self, for, unless that preface is to 
be considered a story, there is no 
story in the book called ‘‘The Left 
Bank.’’ Mr. Ford has written, a 
little needlessly but none the less 
interestingly, of the Rive Gauche 
of Paris, and, as is the custom 
which he shares with George 
Moore, he has told all about the 
Rive Gauche of his youth, only in 
the last few paragraphs bethinking 
himself of Miss Rhys. Yet the 
title, actually a misnomer, is not 
so misleading as it might be, for 
it symbolizes the material with 
which Miss Rhys has worked, the 
people, the situations, the life in 
general—as Mr. Ford suggests. The 
Montmartre and Montparnasse of 
recent fiction have very little place 
in it. One of the stories takes 
place in a jail, another along the 
Riviera, and the longest and best 
in Vienna. But the spirit these 
stories show of undisciplined and 
unconventional youth, of hardship, 
of disillusion, of loose and nervous 
and artificial existences, is expres- 
sively brought out by the term 
“left bank.”’ 
For the most part Miss Rhys’s 
stories and sketches are very brief. 
Her method is to reject the descrip- 
tive and the expository, to reject 
for the most part structural plot, 
and even to reject fullness of char- 
actérization as we understand it. 
Casually and conversationally she 
leads one into a situation, presents 
one to a character and gives one 
glimpses of both. For the most 
part, that is all. She gains her 
effects as much by what she omits 
as by what ghe includes; and she 
omits a great deal.

Writing of the occult 
power, whose source and methods 
man has thus far been unable to 
fathom, that governs the com- 
munity, he appears to think that 
it probably resides in the workers, 
whose sex, wings and eyes are sac- 
rificed to the common good, who 
work, eat and digest for all the 
others. ‘In the termitary,’’ he 
says, ‘‘the gods of communism be- 
come insatiable Molochs. The more 
they are given the more they re- 
quire, and they persist in their de- 
mands until the individual is anni- 
hilated and his misery complete." 
The devastations of the termites 
are so vast and their fecundity so 
great that they would be a menace 
to the human race, M. Maeterlinck 
declares, if they were not so sensi- 
tive te cold.

The possibility that the 
destiny toward which the termite 
has traveled through the millions of 
years during which it has been a 
termite ‘‘prefigures, perhaps, the 
destiny which awaits ourselves,’’ is 
that upon which he looks with the 
most awed fascination. 

M. Maeterlinck is master of an 
alchemy of words that enables him 
to transmute whatever material he 
deals with into lustrous beauty and 
glowing charm. His power is even 
more manifest in this book than it 
(is in its precursor and companion, 
“The Life of the Bee,’ and, be- 
cause his intellectual powers are 
now more mature, the book is far 
more deeply searching than the 
othér in its philosophical discussion 
of the questions and problems of 
human life suggested by his theme.

A VISION OF AMERICA’S FUTURE 


Count Keyserling Finds We Have Broken With European Culture to Follow Original and 
Perplexing Paths, That Our Real History Is Just Beginning and That a Dark Age Approaches 


Is American culture undergoing a trans- 
formation that will eventually be far re- 
moved from the traditions of New Eng- 
land, and is the American type changing! 
Count Keyserling believes that definite 
changes are in progress. The founder of 
the “School of Wisdom’ at Darmstadt 
and widely read author of philosophic 
works, presents in the following article 
his view of the future of America. The 
article has especial interest because of 
Count Keyserling’s forthcoming visit to 
the United States. 


By COUNT HERMANN KEYSERLING 


OME sort of apology would appear to 

be in order if I undertook to write 

about America in spite of the fact 

that I have not been there for more 
than fifteen years. But my only excuse 
is that, in writing, I shall simply offer 
suggestions, inviting my readers to think 
for themselves. I never write with any 
other purpose in view. I do not believe 
in the value of ‘“‘knowledge’’ without un- 
derstanding. Thus, what I call my vision 
of America’s future is offered to the read- 
er as food for thought. If it is accepted 
in this sense, even my errors will prove 
more fruitful than the best ‘‘information’”’ 
at my disposal. 


There cannot, however, be any question

of information. I have not made any spe- 
cific study of the subject for the purposes 
of this article; the conclusions I have 
reached are intuitions based on my fre- 
quent live contacts with Americans and on 
considerable reading—both against the 
background of my American memories. 
Such intuitions can, of course, miss the 
point in certain respects. But for me the 
conclusions here set forth are only the be- 
ginnings of a thesis that will assuredly 
occupy my attention at intervals for many 
years to come. 

In my preceding article, ‘“‘The New Dark 
Age,’’ I tried to make clear that there is 
ne such things as absolute progress. Hu- 
man nature as such never changes. As 
soon as a culture or a culture spirit decays 
or dies, the primitive reasserts itself with 
all its aboriginal power. Thus there will 
always be alternations of high and low 
tides, of ages of light and ages of dark- 
ness, as long as humanity exists. 

This implies that every new country and 
every new civilization is a fresh start. 
And there is no essential difference be- 
tween a new start that took place 10,000 
years ago and one that begins today. It 
is therefore proper to make comparisons 
between such beginnings. Indeed, by mak- 
ing such comparisons we shall go deeper 


into the essence of things than by discus- 
sions that take as their starting point an 
evolved civilization, democracy, &c. 
Accustomed as I am to this method I 
was struck when thinking of the history, 
past and future, of the United States by 
the likeness between the colonization of 
America and that of ancient India, as well 
as by the likeness in the historic develop- 
ment of both countries. True, America 
was practically an uninhabited continent 
when the white man invaded it. But the 
variety of. the races that followed one 
another across the Atlantic has led to a 
diversity similar to that which character- 
izes India. Had the colonization of Amer- 
ica taken place some thousands of years 


ago, a caste system similar to that pre- 


vailing in India would from the outset 
have appeared a reasonable development. 
But the colonization of America began 
under the influence of the idea (or, better, 
the religion) of democracy—the counter- 
religion of caste-ruled Europe. 

Thus the existing differences in the pop- 
ulation never became explicit, nor even 
q@ite conscious. It was, in fact, a relig- 
icus principle that racial and social 
origins did not count. And of course they 
did not count at the beginning of the 
process, since the pioneers and Puritans 


were really of the same stock, and they 
alone were ‘“‘the Americans.’"’

Lord Birkenhead would be impos- 
sible in America; the 
American lawyer at his 
wickedest is still a pom- 
pous, concealing sort of. 
figure, but Lord Birken- 
head has displayed a dis- 
regard of personal dignity 
that verges on the out- 
rageous. He is the gamin 
of Lord Chancellors, the 
bright promise of a better 
age when, in the midst of 
robes and dignities, the 
man will be if anything 
rather more the man ‘‘for 
a’ that.’’ No public figure 
in America would dare to 
bend and unbend like our 
Lord Birkenhead. 

This biography I speak 
of (“Lord Birkenhead”’ by 
Ephesian), since it con- 
tains precise details of its 
hero’s early earnings, 
anecdotes of incidents at 
which ‘‘no reporters were 
present,”’ and so forth, 
must either have been 
written from his direct in- 
spiration or by some in- 
tensely familiar spirit, and 
it exhibits as smart a 
specimen of the ‘‘Card”’ 
type as the world can 
ever honestly wish to see. 
No end of a fellow he is, 
and we are told with im- 
mense detail and apprecia- 
tion how he called Judge 
Willis to his face in his 
own court a “garrulous 
old County Court Judge,"’ 
and snapped back at a 
witness who had men- 
tioned the village idiot, ‘‘I 
see—a_ relation.” Much 
more of such brilliance. 

Among the 
testimonials — they began 
early; for the wet-nurse 
came near to foretelling 
the woolsack and school 
governors said, ‘Watch 
him!""—I find myself on 
record as declaring that he 
is ‘‘the greatest man in 
England.” If I did I was 
unconscious at the time or 
talking of somebody else.

print can make them. They are 
mostly what a journalist would call 
articles, but I suppose for a writer 
of Lord Birkenhead’s standing we 
should substitute ‘‘essays.””

OSTOV is a little tewn in the 
heart of the oldest Russia; 
it is famous for its icons 
and its bells. I think of 
it as a small and perfect fragment 
of the Middle. Age transplanted 
from the terraced hills and crowded 
valleys of Western Europe and left 
to grow wide and wild in the vast 
vacuum of the steppes. Rostov 
looks gay because it is full of 
churches, and churches are the gay- 
est things in Russia. Cupolas float 
among the turrets of its picture- 
book Kremlin like captive toy bal- 
loons. The little “palata” within 
its ramparts suggests the romp of 
children rather than the parade of 
Czars. It is a nursery palace of) 
low-arched and tiny chambers, 
stooping doors and whimsical, 
stunted stairways climbing up and 
down between rooms or hidden 
away in thick and brightly painted 
walis. 

We arrived in Rostov on Satur- 
day night and were aroused in the 
early morning by the bass chorus 
of the bells. The bells of Russia 
shiver but they do not swing. In- 
stead of the clear peal of free belis, 
they have the effect of sound in 
leash and clashing against chains. 
They are as discordant as Russia 
itself; passive, yet shaken by inner 
tumult, they are lashed into strange 
and subtle disharmonies that make 
tame and obvious the music of 
more melodious chimes. In Rostov 
the celebrated bells of the Kremlin 
hang in a row in an odd, horizontal 
belfry; their chords are slow and 
deep, brazen and beautiful. As I 
jeaned out the window to look at 
them, I saw a green slope, rare in 
that level land, and af the slope a 
young man in a white blouse kneel- 
ing in prayer. He knelt rigid, 
bowed over a staff, as alone in an 
unawakened world as John the Bap- 
tist in the wilderness. As the belis 
stopped ringing he rose and 
stretched out his arms in a sugges- 
tive, inclusive gesture. Then he 
went striding down the hill and 
was gone.

mankind are being driven from 
the face of the earth the birth- 
place of the man who gave that 
boon to mankind is to be made into 
a national memorial in his honor. 
Wars that kill men are at worst 
merely periodic; the vaster conflict 
to save their lives goes on forever 
against foemen often unknown. De- 
cisive victories on the frontiers of 
medicine are more rare than on the 
field of battle. But when they are 
won they not only save thousands 
from suffering and death; they in- 
sure the millions yet unborn as 
well. During the heat of a Cuban 
Summer Dr. Walter Reed, a sur- 
geon major in the United States 
Army who had been detailed to 
study in Havana a disease that had 
baffled medical men for more than 
three centuries, won such a victory 
over the yellow fever scourge. 
That was more than. twenty-five 
years ago. It would be pleasant to 
record that at the time the nation 
honored him as it would a general 
victorious in battle, but that would 
hardly be accurate: He was mod- 
erately praised in the short time 
that he was yet to live and then 
he went on to whatever immortal- 
ity this world gives its doctors. To- 
day his name is largely associated 
in the public mind with the vet- 
erans’ hospital at Washington that 
bears his name. Books have been 
devoted to his achievement, ac- 
knowledgments appear in works of 
reference. But the details of that 
epochal accomplishment in Havana 
which has made possible the eradi- 
cation of yellow fever in tropical 
countries, where thousands of peo- 
ple died from the disease every 
year, are a trifle misty in the gen- 
eral recollection. So many more 
spectacular heroes have had their 
brief hours since then.

= little house where Reed lived 
at Belroi, in Gloucester County, 

Va., will make a peculiarly ap- 
propriate national memorial to him. 
Astructure that is little more than a 
cabin, wholly unpretentious; stands 
not far from the Tidewater Trail 
between Washington and Norfolk. 
It was originally built for the over- 
seer of a plantation. There, the 
pilgrim coming to honor a great 
man and the casual tourist passing 
will be told Walter Reed, the son 
of a Methodist country minister, 
was born in 1851. 

It was in the blazing June of 
1900 that the curtain went up on 
the main.drama of Walter Reed’s 
life.

that.was investigating yellow fever, 
the plague of the southern hemi- 
sphere. 

Early practice when a lieutenant 
assistant surgeon on duty at 
isolated garrisons in the Far West, 
where settlers came to the post 
with all the fundamental human 
ills, had taught him to face any. 
emergency. Technical preparation 
at the University of Virginia and 
at Bellevue Hospital Medical Col- 
lege in New York had been supple- 
mented by work in the laboratories 
at Johns Hopkins in the great day 
of Professor William Welch. That 
work had stamped him as a master 
in medical research. Here was a 
St. George worthy to kill the great 
yellow dragon—if it could be killed. 

The record of history was against 
him. The first lair of the dragon 
had been placed in Mexico among 
the Aztecs, and it had been placed 
in Africa among the negroes who 
were brought over as slaves of the 
Spaniards who swarmed after Cor- 
tez.

But that is beside the main point. 
The notable fact is that in recent 
years American engineering organ- 
izations have quietly engaged in 
the same sort of work on every con- 

nent around the seven seas. Abys- 
inia is one episode in a drama that 
has taken the world for its stage. 
One hears briefly from time to time 
that another immense project has 
been taken up, at some spot on the 
earth’s surface, by American engi- 
neers. Then there is silence. And 
a@ year, two years, perhaps five 
years later, the world hears that 
the work has been completed, that 
another community is now enjoy- 
ing the benefits created by the 
American engineers. The immense 
significance which the whole proc- 
ess will have on history can only 
be estimated now while it is in 
active operation. The idea alone 
gives rise to some startling conjec- 
tures. Certainly, those who discuss 
the popular topic of the American- 
ization of the world can find here 
plenty of material for their theses.

NGENUITY and artistry in the 
designing of lamp bases and 
shades now provide the house- 
holder as never before with a 
wealth of examples in all prices 
, and styles. Lamp shades of goat 
skin, stretched taut on metal 
frames; mica shades, suggesting in 
their dull, rich colors the old giass 
of cathedral windows; strange and 
vividly hued designs, painted. on 
parchment and signed by the ar- 
tists; and silk shades that utilize 
the latest fabrics are a few of the 
new ideas.

branches far-reaching, covered in 
a flame of Autumn colors. 

“Near Media, Pa., we accident- 
ally ran across four tremendous 
sassafras trees, one of which meas- 
ured fourteen feet in diameter. The 
importance of placarding old trees 
was brought home to me here. 
These four trees, rare because of 
their size, age and beauty, were 
practically ruined by linemen who 
assumed that they were ordinary 
trees. If they had been properly 
marked they would have been 
saved, for the spirit of modern utili- 
ties companies is to protect nat- 
ural beauty wherever possible.’’

ADDONFTELD, N. J., was the 

next objective of Mr. Davey. 

There stand yew trees of his- 
toric interest. In 1713 Elizabeth 
Haddon, a young English girl, not 
more than 20, came to New Jersey 
to manage her father's estate. 
With her she brought several yew 
tree slips in a water pail. These 
she planted on the family grounds, 
and they stand today, a living re- 
minder of a human’s devotion to 
trees. In 1840 the old Haddon 
house was burned down. So great 
was the family’s feeling for their 
yew trees that they took the rugs 
from the house, saturated them 
with water and threw them over 
the trees. 

“These trees stand today,’’ said 
Mr. Davey. ‘There is nothing to 
compare with them in beauty. The 
bark is rich in coloring, varying 
from green to purple. There are 
three of them, the largest having 
a trunk circumference of 11 feet 9 
inches. Two of them were hurt in 
a sleet storm several years ago, 
but the third is in excellent condi- 
I doubt if there is another 
like it in the country. England, 
of course, has many fine specimens, 
and I shall see them when I get 
there, but this is rare and unique 
because it can show an American 
what a lovely thing is an English 
yew. 

“It is not for the new trees alone 
that Haddonfield is interesting. On 
the same grounds are boxwoods 
which are without parallel with 
anything I have ever seen before. 
One stands fifty-four feet in cir- 
cumference. The boxwoods, prob- 
ably, were planted the same time as 
the yews. Tree experts and land- 
scape gardeners, more than the 
average persqn, know how rare are 
such boxwoods. They are practical- 
ly invaluable, aside from their in- 
terest and beauty. 

“In our search for the yews of 
Haddonfield, we ran across an Eng- 





| 
lish walnut in New Jersey that was 
nine feet two inches in diameter. | 
That alone was a find.” 

Mr. Davey was asked whether ne| 
was going to look for anything spe- 
cial on his present trip. 

“Yes and no,” he answered. “t| 
shall go scouting in New Zealand, 
Tasmania and Australia in pretty 
much the same manner as I do 
here. New Zealand, I am told, has 
wonderful tree treasures. There I' 
shall employ a botanist to go with} 
me. In other countries I may go! 
alone, following a scent or a trail 
wherever I hear of good game.”’ 

His eyes grew keen. 

“In Switzerland, there is the orig- 
inal purple beech. I must see that.” 

‘“‘What do you mean, original pur- 
ple beech?’’ he was asked. 

“Tt is the sire of all purple 
beeches in the world. From it all 
others have come. It really is a 
sport, a kind of freak whose kind is 
continued by grafting rather than 
by seed planting. The tree is used 
widely for landscape gardening. Its 
leaf is a beautiful purple. 

“On Mount Aetna there stands 
what is purported to be the largest 
tree in Europe. It is a horse 
chestnut with a trunk circumfer- 
ence of 160 feet. That means a 
diameter of about fifty feet. It is 
said that one hundred horsemen 
can be sheltered under its shade. 
I want to see this tree. I want to 
know whether the things said 
about it are true. 

“There are other special trees I 
want to see. There are the cedars 
of Lebanon in Palestine which are 
some of the oldest in the world. If 
they are not the actual biblica! 
trees, they are the sons and grand- 
sons of those mentioned in the 
Testament. I want to see the olives 
on the Mount of Olives; I want to

Abraham’s Oak. Then there are the 
horse chestnuts in Greece, the 
home of the horse chestnut trees. 
All horse chestnuts are descended 
from these. In Italy there are 
the Italian cypress trees, in Ger- 
many the lindens, in England the 
yews, the Burnham beeches, the 
oaks and the elms. The game, you 
see, is inexhaustible in interest and 
variety.’’ 

Mr. Davey’s ammunition consists 
of a camera, a tree borer and a 
soil-testing device, and a picture 
portfolio. Each tree usually gets 
at least three pictures, one of the 
trunk that tells the greater part 
of the story of the tree’s age and 
condition, one of the top, and one 
of the whole. Very often, however, 
forest conditions make a good 
picture of the top or the whole 
impossible. 





OUR OFFICERS STUDY ABROAD 


LLOWING the precedent of 

the leading universities of the 

world, which send students 
from their institutions to the cen- 
tres of learning of other nations for 
advanced study, military authori- 
ties have been detailing a number 
of their commissioned officers to 
the schools of armies abroad for 
further education. Although this 
system was in effect before the 
World War, it has received its 
greatest impetus since the armi- 
stice. 

While all the principal countries 
have officers of nations with which 
they are on friendly terms constant- 
ly visiting them and attending their 
schools, France has proved to be 
the international military univer- 
sity. The Ecole Superieure de 
Guerre, for instance, which is an 
advanced school in the science of 
war, had in its last course forty- 
eight representatives of foreign 
countries out of a class of but 150. 
They ranged in grade from a Per- 
sian General, through an Esthonian 
Colonel, to Norwegian and Siamese 
Lieutenants. 

The following nations were rep- 
resented at this advanced school: 
The United States, Czechoslovakia, 


Chile, Greece, Esthonia, Latvia, 
Finland, Persia, Siam, Poland, Ja- 
pan, Yugoslavia, Norway, Sweden, 
Switzerland, Peru, Uruguay, Ru- 
mania and Spain. 

The United States is represented 
this year at France by thirteen 
army officers, ten of them at the 
various military schools and three 
of them at Saumur, studying the 
language, preparing themselves for 
assignment to the foreign language 
department of the United States 
Military Academy at West Point as 
instructors. Of the ten at the mili- 
tary schools, four are enrolled in 
the Ecole Superieure de Guerre, 
two at the Ecole de I’Intendance, 
the Quartermaster School, two at 
the Cavalry School and two at the 
Tank School. 

In addition to the officers in 
France, the United States Army 
has language students in China and 
Japan, and one officer enrolled at 
the Spanish Cavalry School at Car- 
banchel. In turn, the United States 
draws many officers from foreign 
countries to its military schools.

BELIEVE that the foregoing 
facts should suffice to explain 
why it is that Europe is coming 
to feel increasingly different than 
and distant from America, and why 
the Americanization of the whole 
world, in the sense generally 
accepted, is an increasingly remote 
possibility. Every consecutive year 
we meet Americans, we Europeans 
feel comparatively older. What is 
taking place in America now is the 
exact equivalent of what took place 
in India at the time when the Ar- 
yan invaders were becoming In- 
dianized. 

But it is for this very reason that 
I believe in American culture. 
India’s great culture was the result 
of the blend of Northern idealism, 
energy and courage with India’s 
mystic spirit. There is no doubt 
that the culture of America will 
differ greatly from the culture of 
Europe. It will be the child of 
European culture, of course, but a

are still very numerous, were to be- 
come a ruling caste. But this pos- 
sibility is precluded because of the 
dominating ideal of democracy. 
My readers will understand now 
why it is that I have not excepted 
America from the Dark Age that I 
have prophesied. America’s history 
until now has in reality been noth- 
ing more than European colonial 
history. What I have called the 
new chauffeur-world could begin 
sooner in America than in Europe, 
because in spite of all the uncon- 
scious ties of tradition every immi- 
grant began a new life, and the 
spirit of this life was opposed to 
the spirit of the country he left in 
his thirst for freedom. 

But the American race is not yet 
formed—far from it. A time will 
come when America will look back 
to the days of New England domi- 
nation as Russia already looks back 
at its Czarist days. When that time 
comes, Emerson will bear the as- 
pect of a European colonial, just as 


Greek philosophers who lived in 


Sicily were regarded as Greek colo- 
nials. And Walt Whitman may 
then be regarded as a John the 
Baptist of a new dispensation 
which, like most dispensations, 
never became a historic reality. .

ing them; in restoring them to 
health when they are sick; and in 
either burying their dead or work- 
ing up their deceased into new 
forms of mechanical existence.”’ 

But there is another side to the 
vast canvas. . 

Such plans and such troubling 
fears for the long morrow of the 
race figured in and disturbed very 
slenderly some of the Utopias 
imagined in the gentler era preced- 
ing the present. In that optimistic 
and, some may have felt, saccha- 
rine work by William Morris en- 
titled ‘“‘News From Nowhere’’ the 
mind is invited to explore a changed 
world; civilization flowering in the 
latter part of the twentieth cen- 
tury. But lo! instead of a world 
ruled by the machine, we have a 
world in which manual! labor has 
become the rule and is glorified. 

Machinery there is, to be sure, 
but only a moderate amount of it. 
In ‘“‘News From Nowhere’”’ Nature 
has come into her own again with 
a@ generous vengeance. Flowers and 
trees and grass and every rustic 
enjoyment have all but turned even 
great and once highly indus- 
trialized cities into countryside. 

Labor? Oh, yes. Everybody 
works—at what he wants to do, and 
as largely as possible with his own 
hands. But work is play. No un- 
canny, near-human machine crowds 
the race into mere avenues of ‘‘es- 
thetic pleasures and intellectual 
labors,’”’ to revert to the words of 
the Italian Futurist. 

Both the Utopias here discussed 
are free from poverty; it is the 
character of life that so strikingly 
differs. Confronting each other, 
brought, as it were, upon a field of 
battle, these two ideas in conflict 
represent the warfare of two very 
old and familiar opposites. Nature 
on the one hand, the machine on 


‘the other. 


“‘We came by the gates of a big, 
rambling building in which work 
of some sort seemed going on,” 
observes William Morris’s narra- 
tor. ‘‘ ‘What building is that?’ said 
I. ‘It seems to be a factory.’ 

** *Yes,’ replied his Utopian com- 
panion of the late twentieth cen- 
tury. ‘I think I know what you 
mean, and that’s what it is; but 
we don’t call them factories now, 
but banded ps; that is, 
places where people collect who 
want to work together.’ ”’

THE FUTURISTS CRY 


Signor Azari of the Futurist 
Movement intends, certainly, that 
the roads of the future shall be laid 
and kept in repair by machine. Not 
so the nineteenth century William 
Morris—dreaming, perhaps, in one 
of those very chairs that were to 
hand (a trifle groaningly) his name 
on to another generation. Let him 
describe the picture in his own 
words:* 

‘We came just here on a gang of 
men road mending, which delayed 
us a little; but I was not sorry for 
it; for all I had seen hitherto 
seemed a mere part of a Summer 
holiday, and I wanted to see how 
this folk would set to on a piece of 
real necessary work. 

“They had been resting and had 
only just begun work again as we 
came up; so that the rattle of the 
picks was what woke me from my 
musing. There were about a dozen 
of them, strong young men, looking 
much like a boating party at Ox- 
ford would have looked in the days 
I remembered, and not more 
troubled with their work. 

“A half dozen of young women 
stood watching the work or the 
workers, both of which were worth 
watching, for the latter smote great 
strokes and were very deft in their 
labor, and as handsome, clean-built 
fellows as you might find a dozen 
of in a Summer day. They were 
laughing and talking merrily.”’ 

Well, there you have them, the 
two extremes. Perhaps, as ex- 
tremes, the two pictures of the 
future are never likely to come to 
pass. At the moment, however, the 
odds in the battle appear to be very 
much on the side of the Futurist 
Robots. Still, with an eye to the 
fjronic fluxes of human history, one 
may deem it possible that the age 
of the machine’s complete do- 
minion, if it come, will prove but 
an equivalent, in terms of steel, of 
the civilization achieved by ancient 
Rome and Egypt, in which armies 
of slaves performed the tasks 
Signor Azari’s machines are to per- 
form. Viewed in this light it is 
also possible that the tide again 
may ebb, or flow, bringing a re- 
turn to Nature in her pristine guise. 

Meanwhile the cry rings through 


a hurrying world: 
Machines . . . machines . . . ma- 
chines!

situation have to be made, to find 
out, on the one hand whether the 
dam can be built, and on the other 
hand, whether it can be made to 
pay. 

The engineers are first on the 
scene, and they leave nothing un- 
investigated, from the geology and 
situation of the proposed dam to 
the volume of water it may hold, 
the streams that will feed it, in dry 
seasons and wet, the average rain- 
fall of the locality and the possi- 
bility of buying materials in the 
locality or of getting them in by 
ship or truck or railway, There 
may be flaws in all these aspects, 
or in one or two, which make the 
project not worth while.

be a town near by. Otherwise, 
houses must be built.

When an ocean cable is to be 
laid, or a telegraph or telephone 
system is to be installed in Spain 
or Mexico or South America or 
France, the engineers do the work. 

Wherever there is ore, wherever 
there is oil, in the earth, in any 
country or region, there you will 
inevitably find the American engi- 
neer at work. He is at home in 
Asia Minor and in Russia; he will 
soon enter Mosul, uncovering the 
treasure in the earth. In his wake 
rumble American motor trucks, 
traveling over roads that Caesar's 
legions trod or corduroy trails 
hacked out of the jungle. Pres- 
ently, the valuable fruit of his 
labors appearse—the raw material 
for a thousand implements made of 
metal, the ore for a million engines 
and automobiles; gold and silver 
and platinum and precious stones. 
Thus he creates wealth and changes 
the demands of trade and industry.

novels of pre-revolutionary Russia, 
the march of large events was so 
remote that it could be still treated 
as the stars or China or the struc- 
ture of the atom are still treated 
today, as irrelevent altogether. 
Even wars could be kept “off 
stage’”’ in novels in English at any 
rate until 1914. When they come 
in, as the war in North Italy comes 
into some of Meredith’s novels, 
they come in externally, as scenery, 
as an uncontrollable outer event 
with which the action of the novel 
has no connection. The common 
flow of human life—and therefore 
the normal novel—was going on 
right up to the opening decade of 
the twentieth century, with slight 
and negligible reactions to formal 
government or conspicuous person- 
alities. Today, that is no longer 
true. 

Today, just as the world is grow- 
ing smaller, as people say, because 
communications grow more rapid, 
so also public and collective life is 
growing intenser and penetrating 
the private individual life more and 
more. We ordinary people are in 
closer touch with the direction of 
affairs and it with us. The per- 
sonalities concerned are not only 
more clearly and fully known but 
they react more upon us. And the 
drive of change is far more per- 
ceptible. Institutions and standards 
that seemed to be established al- 
together and completely unchal- 
lengeable in the novel of fifty years 
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ago are now challenged and 
changing, and the discussion of 
such changes, which was once un- 
thinkable for ordinary people, is 
now a determining factor in their 
lives. 

People like Lord Birkenhead 
complain that in my novels instead 
of picturing life I discuss it. I cer- 
tainly have it discussed. It is im- 
possible to picture contemporary 
life without discussion. People who 
are not discussing now are not 
alive. No doubt it is hard to report 
people thinking in character as well 
as acting in character, and I admit 
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I do it at times atrociously, but it 
has to be done. I plead the pioneer’s 
right to be clumsy. Better be 
clumsy than shirk the way we have 
to go.

HAPPEN to have lived as a nov- 

elist through the dawning reali- 

zation of this: change in the rela- 
tions of private and public events, 
and to have felt my way before 
I saw it clearly toward the new 
methods this change has made 
necessary. I began, when I found

influence of the old tradition, I put 
in some people in the place of the 
Webbs, rather like them but not 
exactly them. These phantoms who 
were like but yet not identified with 
my friends got worked into the 
story. One was amused to invent 
things about them and one did so 
because one had released one’s self 
from direct statement. They are 
not the Webbs but only Webby peo- 
ple. But every one recognized the 
“originals,” so what was the good 
of the sham concealment? 

Every one said, naturally enough, 
that I had made a spiteful carica- 
ture. And there was a Balfour- 
esque Mr. Evesham, too, in that 
novel. And the quasi-Webbs and 
this quasi-Balfour set all the hunt- 
ers of “‘originals’’ agog to- hunt 
identifications up and down the 
wretched book. Heavens, the bore 
that has been to me! For years 1 
could not write a book without 
having half the characters identi- 
fied each with a dozen different 
“originals.” And any figures left 
over at last, bless their hearts! 
were me. 

The roman 4a clé is not the way 
to handle the political novel. But 
if we are not to put in prominent 
people under false names, we must 
put them in under their own names 
or destroy the reality of the human 
scenery altogether. There is noth- 
ing left for the novel nowadays but 
crime and adultery, if public life, 
economic forces and the highly in- 
dividualized personalities directing 
them are to be taboo. That is how 
the novel has gone in France. I 
do not believe it is the way it is 
going in England. 
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In brief, the difference between 
the modern novel and the novel of 
the last century is this, that then 
the drive of. political and mercan- 
tile events and the acts of their 
directing personalities scarcely 
showed above the horizon of the 
ordinary life and now they do. My 
refined contemporaries who ex- 
plain to interviewers that there is 
nothing real in their novels are 
not really keeping close to simple 
humanity. They are merely keep- 
ing on the old course while human- 
ity turns into the new. 

So it is that when my Lord 
Birkenhead comes home weary to 
his fireside after calling some 
eminent fellow-lawyer an old fool 
or deriding the Labor Party or in- 
sulting Russia or otherwise bearing 
the heavy burden of imperial 
responsibilities, he no longer finds 
his former pleasure in my work. 
He goes through ‘‘Clissold’” and 
finds himself mentioned indeed, but 
not as ‘“‘Ephesian’’ would do. He 
reads ‘‘Meanwhile’’ and finds him- 
self not mentioned at all. The way 
I deal with Mr. Baldwin makes 
him indignant. I cease to be the 





solace of his exhausted mind. He 
gives me up. He casts me aside 
and reads other novelists. He 
thinks so little about me nowadays 
that he breaks out about it in 
speeches at literary dinners and 
drags it into these physically im- 
posing volumes.

IKE liberal and radical. thought 
in. general, . the:. insurgent 
movement in the American 
theatre .seems...-vexatiously 
flaccid just now.

N the December number of The 

New Masses, a magazine that ‘is 

neither scholarly nor dull, John 
Dos Passos serves as fugleman to 
the New Playwrights with a state- 
ment of their ultimatum. “In an 
ideal state it might be possible for 
a ‘group to be alive and have no 
subversive political tendency,” he 
says, “‘At present it is not possible.” 
Of the current arts in general— 

We live ‘in an air saturated with 
hokum. Particularly if you try to 
do anything in any of the so-called 
arts you are stifled by all the 
exhalations left in the profession 
by ‘the rotting egos of the’ dis- 
couraged sons of doctors, lawyers 
and’ ministers who for a century 
have. used, the arts as. a. mushy 
refuge from. themselves. In a 
world. building out of polished 
steel and glass all this padded bro- 
cade round the necks’ of ‘sniffling | 
geniuses is hokum and @eath ‘to 
any sincere work. The first: aim 
of an enterprise so dependent on 
human cooperation as: a, theatre 
must be the elimination. of hokum, 
individually and collectively. 
Precisely. And one suspects that 
the ineffectualness of the New Play- 
wrights at present is a product * of 
hokum in their own dramatic fare— 
a temperamental vagueness in all 
their plays, except ‘““The Belt,” about 
the abuses against which they are 
revolting. Ideas and vivid charac- 
terization are, as essential to revolu- 
tionary plays as they are to exhila- 
rating drama in general. When a 
workingman, like Sean O’Casey, -im- 
fuses them with the rugged ‘truth’ of 
his own. experience; some of the more 
squeamish people in the audience 
hiss, while the others wince with 
pity.and anger. Revolution implies 
something more positive and searing 
than an attitude. 


N our impatience with the punc- 
I tilious deportment of the art the- 

atre, however, we must not forget 
that the last ten or fifteen years 
hay=2 accustomed us to genuire versa- 
tility. in theatre practice. We are 
accustomed, for instance, to reper- 
tory (for many years outmoded), to 
looser forms in play construction, .to 
imaginative décor for the stage; to 
creative direction, to colorful drama 
which at one time we might’ have 
branded as no drama at’all.

Fournier falls in 
love with Maréchal—or rather, the 
author tries to make us believe that 
she does, although the atmosphere 
of extravagant comedy in which the 
play has hitherto been conducted 
makes this sudden attempt at sin- 
cerity seem very unconvincing. The 
incident, however, exists chiefly to 
supply the fantastic basis for the last 
act. Mme. Fournier is completely 
cured of her love when she finds that 
Maréchal, after staying away. from 
her for months, eventually comes to 
see her, not because he cannot bear 
the separation, but in order to show 
her the manuscript of a story which 
he has founded upon their joint 
idyl. She turns in disgust from him 
to a fatherly old friend, only to find 
that he has developed the subject 
into a play. Her disillusion is com- 
nlete when she discovers that her hus- 
band, who had given up writing and 
had returned to his old job in a Gov- 
ernment office, has been filling up 
his spare time with the composition 
of a long novel entirely based upon 
the same affair. Not only that, he 
has artificially postponed his com- 
plete reconciliation with his wife, 
and maintained himself in the mood 
of hopeless despair, merely in order 
to prolong the susceptibility of his 
own feelings to artistic exploitation. 

The wife then gives in, and accepts 
her position as the consort of a suc- 
cessful novelist, who, on his side, de- 
termines not again to make the mis-

The opening of the enormous Para- 
mount cinema on the site of what 
was the Vaudeville Théatre, where 
Réjane won nearly all her triumphs, 
is less a theatrical than a film event, 
but another Vaudeville Théatre may 
rise again in another place, for this 
was the third house of the name.

NEW PLAYS IN THE PROVINCES 





NE of the weék’s out-of-town 
premiéres was that of ‘‘Celeb-

McGovern, ..accom- 
panied only by his servant,..who 
gloried.in the name of Satan, con- 
tinued in disguise into Tibet, arriving 
ultimately, after, a..series of almost 
incredible hardships.in Lhasa ,itself. 
He interviewed the Dalai Lama.and 
other. officials. and functionaires, 
studied the people and took innumer- 
able. photographs. His collection 
and that of Mr. Hervey were in con- 
stant use.by. Willy Pogany in design- 
ing the scenery and costumes for 
‘The Devil Dancer,’ 

“Pogany himself is something of 
an Orientalist.. His grandfather, Pog- 
any tells me,.was one of the most fa- 
mous trayelers of his time and an 
authority onthe travels of Marco 
Polo.

Pogany;: in- 
herited a natural inclination: to. East-

As you see, the play is based on 
the notion that thé existing genera- 
tion is colder, shallower and more 
heartless ‘than the one which imme- 
diately preceded it. All through the 
history of literature we find minor 
writers who have taken this view- 
point—add them together. and the 
human race should long since have 
degenerated back to the reptile. 
From the ordinary ‘‘bourgeois’* au- 
thor this supefficial.attitude is: an- 
noying enough, but it rings peculiar- 
ly counterfeit from a radical like 
Toller. One cannot help being sorry 
‘for him—undoubtedly this play re- 
fiects his own mortifications, since 
coming out of prison.’ But it is a 
disgruntled disillusiéniment which’ is 
rooted’ in; weakness, not in’ strength.

THE STAGE AND THE CHILD 





To the Dramatic Editor: 

Perhaps you can allow me space to 
bring before your readers a special 
aspect of the tducational use of Chil- 
dren’s Theatres. Having been a pio- 
neer in the movement for this new 
element in our children’s culture (1 
think in about 1903 or 1905 my first 
article on the subject, “‘A Children’s 
Theatre as an Element in Educa- 
tion,”” was published by the late Dr. 
G. Stanley Hall ft: The Pedagogical 
Seminary, the official magazine of 
Clark University) I have followed 
with interest the development of the 
idea through its various stages. 

As yet, however, aside from bast.) 
increasingly comprehensive .use of 
“educational dramatics” as a part of 
school work and recreational activi- 
ties, there still remains to be devel- 
oped a genuinely consistent educa- 
tional. use of the children’s theatre 
proper as an objective culture. ‘No 
well-organized plan has yet been put 
in motion to place such a theatre in 
a true relation to the stages of chil- 
dren’s education. 

This particular type of theatre, not 
yet developed anywhere, would be 
one which should prepare for pres- 
entation every year a series of plays 
as consistently’ related to the courses 
of studies in the schools as,/for in- 
stance, supplementary reading is pre- 
sumably related, or any other de- 
partments of accessory culture. This 
is a theory whichis entirely ripe 
now for experiment, and. there is 
both opportunity and material ready 
at hand in most of our large cities 
waiting only to be knit up construc- 
tively through some such adjistment. 

It is ‘now old fashioned for mem- 
bers ‘of-school boards to bristle at 
such: suggestions, to fear that an- 
other new “‘frill’’ is to be foisted on 
their already well-laden curricula. 
School boards themselves have re- 
volved with the wheel that has been 
transforming educational methods in 
the last twenty years, until it is ob- 
vious to them that, after all, what 
were in years past called “*frills’’ are 
now nearer its meat and substance, 
because they embody nature’s way 
of educating and developing young 
folk. They discovered by open- 
minded. experimentation—since they 
began to listen to those-who were 
first theorists in these methods—that 
arts and crafts, games, inventive ex- 
periment in science and mechanics, 
nature study and recreational activ- 
ities consistently related ‘to studies 
and genéyal cylture, constitute a 
vastly more’ productive and effectual 
way cf imparting dnformation than 
memorizing from textbooks ever did, 
or ever could do. Not only that, but 
they have discovered that the theo- 
tists who caused so much amuse- 
ment, and also Véxation, at first, 

were right in their’ claim that these 
“frills” of active and happy ways of 
learning developed and strengthened 
the constructive faculty and creative 
power in children. 

It is, of course,.a.great advance in 
itself that we have these charming 
Children’s. Theatres at all, with 
their juvenile plays adapted to young 
audiences in ways that no other the 
atres employ, and even if, as yet, 
there has ‘béen no thought, of relat 
ing’ at léast one juvenile ‘theatre in 
each city or section of a city to the 
regulated, systematic study courses 
of the schools. Years ago children, 
with. their; natural love-for such ro- 
mance and adventure and fancy as 
the theatre could make more real to 
them than anything elsé, were given 
only, a niggardly pantomime or so

consistent relation to school grades 
and ages, to state it broadly. The 
details of such a relation would re- 
main to be worked out by the school 
boards in discussion with those in- 
terested and expert in the conduct 
of theatres for children. It might

A theatre on such a plan would 
be no more difficult to-establish and 
no more expensive than any other 
theatre, once the first systematic 
plan was laid for it and a. properly 
educated ‘staff of workers engaged 
for its direction. Nor should it be 
expected.to be less costly, for every- 
thing expended upon it would be for 
a value-well worth while. Such a 
theatre,: well carried out, however, 
would probably be popular, and soon 
more than pay for itself.

She was born in’ Paris, won a gold 
medal at the Conservatoire for’ her 
merit as a performer’ on 'the piano, 
and was widély heraldéd as a child 
prodigy.

she changed it during the war. Here 
she appeared at home and on tour 
as soloist with the Boston Symphony 
Orchestra. 

Then she went back to Europe and 
shortly thereafter decided to be an 
actress “rather than a’ agate 
Whereupon she appeared in (i) 9) 
in the musical piece called ‘‘The 
Quaker Girl,’’ for it seems she could 
sing as well as play, and a year later 
she was cast in the leading ‘réle of 
‘The Girl in the Taxi,’ not forgotten 
here as a divérsion which somewhat 
shocked the sensibilities of an age 
far tenderer than the present. 

Farce seemed to be her forte. She 
became a popular entertainer in that 
branch of the theatre; playing in

the drawings of George Grosz, under

nique. Only a dancer with a marked 
individuality and a real style could 
mold these contradictions into con- 
sistent form. As it is, even Geva 
gives one the feeling that he is eat- 
ing rusty nails along. with his ice 
cream, It is not an altogether 
healthy manifestation, perhaps, but 
fortunately it is too difficult of : on- 
ception to be imitated to any great 
extent by the merely facile. 

If dancers are perplexed and upset 
by her, audiences. are puzzled and 
unresponsive. The same state of af- 
fairs existed when the first exhibi- 
tion of cubist paintings was held in 
our midst, except that then we 
laughed. Now we have learned not 
to laugh; at least, not always. It 
has not been more than three or 
four years since an entire audience 
burst into roars of mirth at a group 
of solos for clarinet by Stravinsky. 
However, dance audiences must 
sooner or later come to realize that 
what Geva.is giving us now is only 
by way of preparation for what the 
Diagileff ballet will almost certainly 
startle us with in the Spring. 


The Art of the Dancer. 


Her first appearance in the present 
Chauve-Souris serves a mere warn- 


ing of what is to come later in the| 


evening. It is called ‘‘Romanesque’’ 
and is danced to music of Glazou- 
noff. We see a supple, responsive 
body, inclined a little dangerously 
toward adiposity, but exquisitely 
poised. We see movement expert 
and animated, beautiful but puzzling, 
for there are such liberties taken 
with strict classicism and they are 
taken with such studied deliberation 
that rebellion is evident and not 
merely eccentricity. Before the eve- 
ning is over one begins to wonder if 
perhaps she is not herself of the be- 
lief that in this number she is tedi- 
ously orthodox. 


Her second number, the. “‘Gro- 
tesque Espagnol,’’ carries her rebel- 
lion to its height artistically, though 
she rebels even more violently in her 
last number. With a consummate 
energy that makes even her mo- 
ments of motionlessness dynamic, 
she dashes through a mad fantasie 
on Spanish themes, garbed in a cos- 
tume at once hideous, unbecoming, 
fascinating and exactiv right. The 
actual choreograpt ~ defies descrip- 
tion; its like has wever been seen on 
land or sea, but the fire is gro- 
tesquely that of Spain. Conceived 
though it is in the spirit of a car- 
toon, its comment transcends its 
mood and lifts it into a significant 
art form. There is, for example, 
something more that buffoonery in 
the moment when she halts the 
swing of the hips and the undula- 
tions of the torso, and rising to more 
than her full height, solemnly 
crosses herself (in the Russian fash- 
ion, by the way) with an impious re- 
ligiosity, only to resume immediately 
her blatant seductiveness. 


Her third and final appearance is 
in ‘a number called ‘Sarcasm,”’’ 
which passes out of the bounds of 
reason and becomes pure nonsense. 
In a setting of modernistic absurdity 
and a costume of the same tone, she 
has a@ gorgeous time thumbing her 
nose at the world. Her sense of the 
comedy value of line simply for it- 
self. is, phenomenal and her. instinct 
for timing is. faultless. She knows, ex- 


there. It undoubtedly is there, be- 
cause it is listed on the program and 
memory recalls some activity in the 
orchestra. But when the dancer as- 
sumes her position of dominance on 
the stage she restores the dance to 
mastery over the music—a thing 
which happens so rarely as to de- 
mand special mention. ;

Not long ago our Rome representa- 
tive arramged to sheet Movietone 
scenes of the Italian fleet in the Med- 
iterramean. This necessitated the 
setting up of an outfit om the forward 
deck of a destroyer. Heavy seas! 
were running. The Movietone crew 
clung to limes and: anchor . chains 
while they worked. 

During the past tourist seasgon..in 
Europe the original Movietone truck 
sped from one country ‘to another. 

The flexibility of the outfit amazes 
people. This was demonstrated in 
Paris when the French capital 
awaited the returm of Commander 
Byrd from his transcontinental 
flight. LeBourget field was a mass 
of mud. The Movietone camera- 
men, determined to be ready at the 
first drumming of the motors, set 
their apparatus up om the roof of a 
restaurant in a discouraging rain. 
All night the rain fell and the crew 
waited. 

In the morning it was found that 
the only damage done to the Movie- 
tone ontfit was a slight loosening of 
the battery Iugs. This was repaired 
quickly, and Byrd’s arrival became a 
living thing on the screen. 

A truck outfit was sent into Italy, 
not only to get Premier Mussolini’s 
message to America, but to record 
the scenes and-sounds of his country. 
A special car had to be built for the 
truek im order to use the railroad 
schedules to the best advantage. 
Mussolimi ordered the ‘car construct- 
ed and issued a command that it be 
hooked on to the swiftest trains 
wher occasion required. 

Frequently the outfit would pult 
into a terminal, such as Genoa, 
pressed for time. Once it seemed as 
if the only way to unload the truck 
would be to shunt the special car to 
a siding in the freight yards. But the 
crew saved time. They drove the 
Movietone truck off the car direct 
ta the station platform and thence 
te the roadway, taking it right 
through the station building. 

Amazed Italians stood back to} 
watch, expressing their astonishment 
at the daring Americans.

Not far away the 
Movietone truck stood in the heat 
while the camera man cranked. 

Battalion chiefs suddenly bawled to 
their men, and the sound of break- 
ing walls alarmed a vast crowd of 
onlookers behind the police lines.

On the other 
hand, some of the savages rather 
welcomed the camera, which they 
imagined could even disclose their 
mental processes. 
This film, which, incidentally, is 
entitied “Jungle Gods,” illustrates 
some amazing hunt dances, where 
the natives become so hysterical that 
killing is but a mere formality. In 
these scenes the hunters trail the 
‘‘lions,’* and the savages who play 
the beasts wear lions’ heads overt 
their own. When they are caught 
these “lions*’ quick!y snatch off their 
disguise, for it is explained that any 
delay might mean that the ‘“‘lion’’ 
would be slain by some overzealous 
hunter.

Walford. -Davies’s ‘‘Eyeryman,”’. a 
cantata based on the text of the fa- 
mous morality play, was revived at 
Queen’s Hall on Nov. 23 by the Lon- 
don Choral Society. The work cre- 
ated a deep impression when it:was 
first produced at Leeds in 1904, al- 
though: it has since been infrequent- 
ly performed. 

“In coming back to it’at Queen’s 
Hall last night after a long interval 
we had no feeling that former esti- 
mates of it had to. be revised,’’ says 
The Times. ‘‘It made, its impression | 
originally, and it makes it again 
now, because it is one of those few 
works in which the subject brought 
from the composer a style of mu- 
sical expression which belongs to it 
alone. ‘Everyman’ is not like any- 
thing else written by either its com- 
poser or another before or since. Its 
musi¢ suppliés “a quiet” commentary 
to what the prologue describes as ‘by 
figure a moral play.’ It is a sympa- 
thetic contemplation of the drama 
rather than a presentation of it. 
Everyman. parleys with Death in 
terms which are nearer to plain 
chant than to recitative; the worldly 
and the heavenly powers competing 
for his soul are pictured with that 
simplicity which belongs to medieval 
art, but there is no hint of a con- 
sciously archaic pose in the musical! 
treatment. The melody is extraordi- 
narily frank, and at moments, no- 
tably the.‘Lamerit of Everyman,’ the 
‘Song’ of Knowledge’ and the ‘Com- 
mendatioh,’ rises to‘a serene beauty. 
But it is the unity of the conception 
which impresses itself most; the 
whole work moves in an imaginative 
realm of its own.’’ 

“The great story of ‘Everyman;’” 
says The Daily Telegraph, ‘‘the 
greatest of all, since it must be-the 
story of all of us—has evoked some 
true’ and ‘deep ‘enough emotion.’

KORNGOLD’S “MIRACLE OF HELIAN E”

The second. act ts a trial scene, 
with the Stranger brought before a 
jury to answer for his sin of loving 
the Queen. Hopeless and remorse- 
ful, he kills himself in full view of 
the jury and the spectators. To 
prove that she ig innocent of any 
wrongdoing, the Queen is ordered to 
bring the dead man back to life; but 
this she is unable to do, for she has 
‘been guilty of sip in, thought if not 
actually in deed. 

What the ‘Queen. gannot do God is 
able to accomplish, and’ the Stranger 
is resuscitated. back to life, 
he and the Queen fare forth together 
to the Elysian realm of love, which 
is the setting of the third act of this 
strange opera. The. jealous. King 
steals upon the pair and pierces the 
Stranger with a deadly sword-thrust, 
but neithér he nor Heliane die... The 
magic power of passionate love 
has worked this miracle. At the 
opera’s close the two ‘‘dead’’ lovers 
sing a voluptuous love duet, proving 
to one German ‘critic that it: is love 
that makes the world go round. 

With the philosophical implications 
of this ‘story the critics are, for the 
most part, in disagreement. Their 
first target is the opening act, in 
which Heliane stands “in undraped 
loveliness ‘In front of the prisoner's 
cell. To one writer it was an un- 
natural and almost repellent scene— 
not because of any lustful utterance, 
but precisely because of the ascetic 
purity of the first act. text. - One

“The composer has fallen upon a 
text of an unnatural, revoltingly. ro- 
mantic mysticism, so that he is con- 
stantly compelled to force his expres- 
sion. The text condemns the music 
to be unnatural and exaggerated. 
Korngold wanted to put everything 
into one work—a real opera and a 
spectacular miracle play at the same 
time.

It is still more opera 
than mystery; but the ‘effects’ de- 
stroy.each other.. With all this, 
there is much music in it, much solid 
composition which will travel. to 
mahy German stages and which 
should be heard before very long at 
the Metropolitan.’’

Our attention is on 
other things, for the very reason 
that this music can give us so much 
without our making even .an effort 
to understand the composer. We 
allow his works to be shamefully 
performed for us, with third-rate 
singers, with orchestras just as poor, 
conducted by any one who pretends 
to swing a baton, in site of which 
the music stirs us and makes ex- 
istence more beautiful.

Certain methods, aspects and tech- 
nical devices of composition. are all 
too likely to, become accepted as the 
only possible formulas of great art. 
Works are then judged according to 
the manner in which they follow 
these formulas. It is thus easy to 
note, in the operas of Bellini, even 
the most famous, the scarcity. of 
thematic elaboration, of rich instru- 
mental polyphony or harmonic com- 
plications. There are, on the other 
hand, accompaniments of great sim- 
plicity,, rhythmical and harmonic, 
and frequent melodic patterns con- 
tained within the limits of the sim- 
plest progressions and cadences. And 
here we have found the reason for 
some superficial estimates of Bellini, 
which rated him as a musician of 
most limited and insufficient re- 
sources, handicapped by slender. cre- 
ative talent and by technical deficien- 
cies. Actually Bellini, more often 
than not, imposed on himself certain 
restrictions, in consequence of his 
sensibility, his finesse, the purity of 
his artistic conceptions and what 
may be called a certain esthetic clair- 
voyance. This is particularly true of 


the operas ‘‘Norma’’ and “Sonnam- 


bula.’’ 
Bellini’s Libretti. 
Bellini wrote to his friend Ernesto 
Tosi, brother of the well-known singer

tet from ‘‘Rigoletto.’’ Bellini, in simi- 
lar situations, creates only one theme, 
vast, almost without end, but one— 
unique. Other reasons why his musio 
rises above the drama can be found 
in his harmonies and accompani- 
ments from which his song flows

T: the annual founders’ meeting 
of the San Francisco Opera 
Association last month R. I. 

Bentley, President, reported a defi-

verting the Exposition Auditorium 
into an opera house. This latter ex- 
penditure, The Musical Review of 
San Francisco points out, will not be 
mecessary when the city has its long- 
awaited opera house. Fear is ex- 
pressed that unless the new building 
is completed by 1929 there will bea 
serious: falling-off ‘of patronage. 

It is also necessary-to improve the 
personnel of the artist cast for next 
sce°en. “Our readers know our high 
opinion of Gaetano Merola. “He has 
cc ~*~ wonders under the ¢ircum- 

ces. The envious altitude of cer- 
operatic organizations in the 
i..st and the extravagant demands 
of stcllar -attractions make life a 
burden for an impresario who is 
forced to give short operatic seasons 
of metropolitan calibre in the Far 
West. The entire Pacific Coast must 
work together and thus secure for 
great artists a long enough period of 
engagements to enable them to come 
here at reasonable fees.’’ 

A campaign to iucrease the num 
ber of founders, at $50 each, from 
the present 2,450 to 10,000 is also 
urged. ‘‘It is not too much to say 
that 20,000 people (different persons) 
attend these grand opera seasons, 
most of whom buy the higher-priced 
seats. It also is not too much to ex- 
pect that at least half of these ought 
to be willing to become founders at 
$50, in view of the saving of $2 to $3 

for each seat purchased.

Parrish, 
the father of Maxfield Parrish, also 
was working in New York. fastidious, 
technically skillful, flexible in adapt- 
ing his manner to hig subject, fond 
of open areas of paper. Ten or 
twelve years ago he wrote to Frank 
Weitenkampf: ‘“‘To me my own etch- 
ing has had its day as, every dog has 
his.” Its day is not over. 

These etchers and their companions 
pursued various ends and used many 
methods and devices, but they seem, 
such is the fusing action of time, 
more united and simple than the men 
and -women-who are.showing their 
work today. The Brooklyn Society of 
Etchers is hardly justified in think- 
ing the present exhibition the best 
it has held, yet the range of talent

The Power of the Zulu yNesshy 


8uch for almost a hundred years. 
To the English in South Africa Dec. 
16: is a holiday, to be celebrated with 
games of cricket, nett racing, and 
polo—a day ‘devoted to sport rather 
than, to sentiment.” 

Every quaint littie* ‘Dutch gens 
ment-in, South Africa, has its. simple 


church, and‘to this’ ‘chiirch; ‘robed in’ 


their, Sunday. best, the, faithful Dutch 
folk ‘clatter’ intheir ‘wagons*to ‘keep 
an oath their forebears made on Dec. 
16; 1838., 
preached, earnest prayers are ut- 
tered, history of Natalis development 
and the. struggle against ‘the power 
of. the Zulu are rehearsed so that 
Dutch children may appreciate the 
importance and the sanctity of Din- 
gaan’s Day. 

It seems strange at’ that this |. 
holy day should have béen named for 
the worst enemy the Boers had in 
South Africa. Yet it is sitigularly 
appropriate, for the day on which 
the wily. trsacherous Dingaan was 
defeated was‘ the’ day: that’ marked 
the ultimate break of the Zulu power 
and the establishment; of ‘the: Boer 
in- Natal. 


-Raids .by the Zulus, 


The early Dutch’/eolonists’ at the 
Cape did not encounter the warlike 
Zulu, the ‘fitiést Strike bf) the Bantu, 
until they decided to venture into the 
Province jof) Natal,’ “The ‘Bantu ;had 
come down the east coast of Africa 
from the north, annihilating lesser 
tribes who were natives of the re- 
gion until some. 3,000,000 ‘had been 
slaughtered. Finally the Zulus es- 
tablished their headquarters in Na- 
tal, with Dingaan as their chief, 


Nataleis a,lovely land, stretching 
down in green tropical terraces from 
the towering  Drakengberg, _ the 
Dragon Mountains, to the Indian 
Sea. Its soil is rich and well wa- 
tered, its climate mild, and warm; it 
attracted the Voortrékker Dutch, in 
spite of the menace offered by wan- 
dering. bands: of. Zulusi:“Here and 
there daring emigrants settled with 
their cattle, their wagons and their 
families... For.a.time.they would. till 
the ground in peace, then suddenly 
the Zulus would sweep in, kill the 
colonists and confiscate their cattle. 
In his great kraal”’ pata! ‘King ‘of 
the Zulus, prospered; Whileittte white 
colonists grew daly eo and 
harassed. 

Presently a leader rose among the 
Boers... Pieter Retief wasa man. of

Retief decided to ask Dingaan to 
cede certain portions:of Natal to the 
Dutch. Gathering to ether his fel-

Unizimvubu rivers down into Natal. 
In this beautiful spot, .till then fre- 
‘quented ‘only by “a ‘few ‘Englishmen 
who traded with. Dingaan, Retief 
Wantéd ito .settlé; andiset forth with 
a few men to ask Dingaan’s per- 
mission. }Two"Englishmen went with 
him as interpreters.”

Inthe Zulu capital, Umkungunhlovu, 
the fat King,, naked. except for the 
moctjcha ‘abont his) thick waist and 
the dangling necklaces and armlets 
of blue, beads, squatted on a wooden 
stool and smiled a welcome to the 
‘burly, white-haired Retief. eo 

Huge joints of beef and calabashes 
of the best millet beer were offered 
to the little Dutch company. But 


. when, Retief pressed for. an answer 


to) the request for’ land .in Natal 
Dingaan replied that if, Retief would 
restore ‘to him (cattle; stolen by ans, 
other tribe he would consent to a 
treaty. Immediately after returning 
to his ;little, band Retief set out tq 
regain the cattle and succeeded’ with? 
‘Gut. bloodshed. jest 


A Treaty and a Massacre. . 


With the emigrants who proposed 
to settle in Natal he went down the 
steep pass of-tHe Drakensberg ~and 
halted in the uplands of Natal, his 
long caravans of white tilted wagons 
within a stone’s throw of the Bush- 
man and Bluekhrans rivers. 
he left the women and,children. With 
about 100 Europeans and ‘some Hot- 
tentot servants,’ 
cattle before him, he pushed forward

cattle and apparently was grateful to 
Retief.

The question is asked on 
all sides in Washington and is ear- 


nestly debated at the cross-roads of 


the nation. The leaders of/the drys 
say it will. be. ‘So do the eaders of 
the wets. Scores of politicians, not 
in official life but more qr less pow- 
erful in party councils, reluctantly 
admit it. Those. who express any 
doubts are not impressive from a 
numerical standpoint. In their case, 
it is usually the old story of the wish 
as father of the thonght. They hope 
that the wets and drys will stay in 
the background, ‘that taxes, the 
tariff, flood control, reform of the 
judiciary, almost anything, will be 
the issues—anything, that is, which 
is not prohibition. But they are only 
a. faintly hopeful minority. in a big 
camp. 

It is not only ini the campaign that 
the nation is due for a thorough air- 
ing of the whole prohibition ques- 
tion. In Congress the wets are plan- 
ning to renew their guerrilla warfare 
against odds which are a trifle less 
formidable but will still be over- 
whelming when it comes to a call of 
the roll. Even though the Congres- 
sional citadel of Volstead is impreg- 
nable the attacks upon it will furnish 
at least an oratorical spectacle. 

But it is in'the arena of the nation 


at large that the real test of strength |- 


is to come. The national organiza- 
tions of both wets and drys are now 
engaged in planning ‘‘educational’’ 
campaigns which are designed to 
réach every voter in the country. The 
wets are going to concentrate their 
fire on a demand for a referendum. 
The drys are going to resist any 
change in the prohibition status quo 
—unless it be in the direction of more 
rigid enforcement of the law. 

But the Presidential campaign 
strategy 1s the most absorbing just 
now. Interest in this'directian cen- 
trés upon Senator Borah and Gover- 
nor Smith. It is a foregone conclu- 
sion that if the New York Governor 
is one of the candidates, prohibition 
will be more than a ‘‘paramount’’ 
issue; it might then bedescribed as 
‘‘superparamount.’’ 

Men Who Want Action. 


Senator Borah, who has assumed.a 
commanding position in the ranks of 
the prohibitionists, :is already at 
work. He is demanding that the Re- 
publicans shal] face the- music and 
insert in their platform a prohibition 
plank; calling for :rigid enforcement 
of the Eighteenth Amendment. :Sen- 
ator Wesley L. Jones of Washington, 
the two: Chio Senators, Fess and 
Willis; 'Curtis,'the Republican leader 
in the Senate; Norris, the Nebraska 
Progressive; are a few of the: Re- 
publicans of:influence in national af- 
fairs who take.the same position as 
the Senator from Idaho. 

On the Democratic side in the Sen- 
ate are such. drys as Glass of Vir- 
ginia, Sheppard of Texas, Barkley of 
Kentucky; Ferris of Michigan, Walsh 
of Montana, Simmons of North Caro- 
lina; McKellar of Tennessee and Rob- 
‘inson of Arkansas.. They, too, see 
‘the handwriting on the wall. Like 
their Republican colleagues of the 
dry pérsuasion, they would like’ to 
see the question eliminated as a po- 
litical:issue, but they realize this is 
not to be. 


‘The Oncoming Storm. 


It requires no foresight to discover 
the oncoming wet and dry storm. In 
all parts of the country the rum- 
blings’ are heard. Recently in Al- 
bany, Governor Smith, speaking to 
the members of the New York State 
League of Women Voters, met in 
his customary way the facts of the 
situation. With entire candor he 
said. the wets had the right to fight 
the Volstead law. The Governor did 
not: say any word that. could be in- 
terpreted as a flouting of the law. 
He made it plain that so long as 
it was the law of the land it was 
the. duty of law officers everywhere 
to enforce it. But if voters who 
opposed the law. organized to bat- 
tle.for the purpose of getting pro- 
hibition out of the Constitution, that 
was their right and privilege as 
American citizens, the Governor said. 
if it was right and proper for the 
drys to demand the retention of the 
amendment, he said it was just and 
right and proper for the opposition 
to organize for its repeal. 

It was. significant that Governor 
Smith’s address was almost simul- 
taneous with the declaration of ex-

try’s best-known Republican wet 
spokesmen met in the Union League 
Club,’ New York, to talk about the 
prohibition situation. Senator Walter 
E. Edge of New Jersey was there, 
and s0° was Dr. ‘Nicholas Murray 
Butler of Columbia University, Rep- 
resentative James ‘M. Beck of Penn- 
sylvania and’ John Philip Hill of 
Baltimore. It was at that gathering 
that Captain William H. Stayton, the 
head of the Association Against the 
Prohibition’ Amendment; the organ- 
ization whose influence in the ranks 
of the wets is comparable to that 
exerted by the Anti-Saloon League in 
the camp of the drys, forecast a 
vast circularization campaign, one 
that will carry two .letters to every 
voter in the country, the cost of such 
a campaign:‘in stamps and stationery 
alone calling for an expenditure of 
between $2,500,000 and $3,000,000. 
While the representatives of the 
wets were exchanging views in New 
York, the drys were mobilizing. 
More than a score of temperance or- 
ganizations, with the Anti-Saloon 
League exercising its usual powerful 
influence, moved on Washington. 
At their meeting the Anti-Saloon 
League departed from the policies 
of the late Wayne B. Wheeler and 
voted to propagandize the nation, to 
educate’ the voters’as’one leader’ ex- 
pressed it, on the side of absolute 
uncompromising... prohibition. 
That. the dry organizations, and 
none are better organized, will as- 
sert themselves in the campaign that 
is in the offing is certain.’ Regard- 
less of party affiliations it will be the 
policy to urge the voters of the dry 
faith to unite against any candidate 
who is wet or who runs on what the 
drys call a ‘“‘loose plank,’’ meaning 
a plank that is partly moist. 
Big Wet and Dry War Chests. 

There is a lot of talk in Washing- 
ton about the size of the ‘‘war 
chests’”’ of the wet and ‘dry. organiza- 
tions. It must be borne in mind that 
these chests are still to be filled, but 
past. records indicate with fair cer- 
tainty’ that ‘the money will be forth- 
coming in both instances. The drys, 
it ig understood, want a $5,000,000 
fund, to be expended over a period of 
five years, a large part of it for propa- 
ganda to bolster up and tighten the 
“bone dry’’ ranks. The drys, accord- 
ing to every sign, are ready to em- 
bark on a new course that will put 
an emphasis on the ‘‘educational’’ 
phase of the battle. This does not 
mean that the drys will not stand 
together on election day. 

The wet. program is at. this time 
largely ont of referendums. A cam- 
paign for a national referendum has 
already started, and wet leaders in 
both of the coming conventions will 
seek platform endorsements of this 
propositivn, 

The annual wet and dry contest in 
Congress is likely to start any day. 
As usual, it will be a more bitter 
fight in the Senate than in the 
House, due mainly to the fact that in 
the Senate the rules permit unlim- 
ited talk and also because of its 
smaller membership. The percent- 
age of wets is greater than in the

Doty had won the Croix de Guerre, 
he had been one-of the heroes of the 
attack on Sueda, but his gallantry in 
the past was not likely te count in 
hia favor. Newspapers of Memphis, 
where he had lived formerly, wired 
at once to the Tennessee Senators in 
Weshimgton and the machinery of 
the State Department began to func- 
tion.. America waited, hoping that 
the young adventurer, a veteran of 
the Thirtieth Division, in the World 
‘War, would win at his trial in dis- 
tant Damascus. 

Execution Stayed. 

There was no real tegal ground for 
the appeal that Ambassador Herrick 
made to the French Government, 
but the Minister of War, Paul Pain- 
levé, ordered the authorities in Syria 
to defer Doty’s execution until he 
had passed on the evidence. Then 
eame the trial in a French military 
eourt, with the prosecuting officer 
demanding death as the punishment 
for “‘abandoning post before armed 
rebels” and the defense pointing to 
Doty’s war record and the fact that 
it was homesickness, not cowardice, 
that led to his flight. Doty had been 
talking with an American visitor to 
Syria the night before his departure 
and the memories of his homeland 
had proved too much for him, the 
evidence brought out. Accompanied 
by an English soldier of the Legion 
and two Germans he had headed for 
the Palestine frontier. 

The Court sentenced him to eight 
years’ hard labor. “Well, that’s 
tough,’”’ said Doty in his cell at 
Damascus, ‘‘but for a man who was 
reported shot, it comes easy.” He 
asked that his father, Lemuel H. 
Dety of Biloxi, Miss., be told not 
to worry about him. 

An appeal from the sentence met 
with prompt rejection, as was ex- 
nected, and Nevember found Doty 
lodged in a military prison in 
France. Desertion is not regarded 
as a crime by the members of the 
Foreign Legion, whe describe that 
organization only too often as a “‘liv- 
ing hell.”” Efforts in America were 
continued to effect his release. Doty, 
described by his company com- 
mander in Syria as ‘‘one of the best 
soldiers I ever had,’’ proved a model 
prisoner, although confined most of 
the time in his cell. Within a month 
President Doumergue had reduced 
his sentence from eight to five years.

TOY SUPPLY OF SANTA CLAUS 
LARGER THAN EVER BEFORE 





Production Has Increased the World Over— 
America Makes Her Own Superior Quality 


N the production side Santa Claus 
has completed his work the 
world over for the coming 

Christmas. The accumulated stocks 
of toys are stored away in convenient 
warehouses and under innumerable 
counters, awaiting children’s peti- 
tions to him or indulgent parents. 
In stores samples strut and wag, or 
dumbly look on at the pageant of 
color and action, scoot around on 
their tracks or shoot through the air 
in toy precincts, amplified and glori- 
field for the season. 

These are the manifestations of a 
world-scattered industry that has 
never been so important as at pres- 
ent; never have so many nations gone 
in seriously for producing playthings. 
Since the war they have been trying 
to make up for those years when the 
regular supply of toys was cut off 
and countries with little or no experi- 
ence had to try their hand at making 
them themselves if the work of Santa 
Claus was to go on. 

The German toy industry has re- 
vived and now its exports are larger 
than before 1914. Elsewhere toy in- 
dustries that were created or expand- 
ed during the conflict have continued 
te gain ground. This is particularly 
true of America. Louk into her work- 
shops and you will find more and bus- 
jer toymakers here than in any other 


omnes United States, however, makes 


toya primarily for herself, whereas 
Germany makes them primarily for 
export. In consequence the United 
States has displaced Germany as the 
chief vendor of toys to American 
children, leaving her the source of 
less than 5 per cent. of those sold in 
this country. 
Japan holds third place among the 
of the world, and the bulk 
of hers, like Germany’s, are fash- 
foned for export. Third comes Czecho-! ; 
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slovakia, next France and England. 
To a degree toymaking among the 
different countries is competitive, yet 
each national product has its own 
place in the world toy scheme he- 
cause of the individual] characteris- 
tics of its output. 

Typically Japanese toys, for in- 
stance, are fragile paper novelties, 
beautiful and bright, inexpensive cel- 
luloid trifles, tiny tea sets essentially 
Japancse in coloring and design. Typ- 
ically German toys are mechanical, 
ingenious and cheap. American toys 
go in for superiority in material, 
workmanship and design; most of 
them are of the more expensive grade 
and stand first and foremost for 
quality. 

There is striking contrast between 
the types of toys turned out by the 
Japanese and the Americans. Toy- 
making in Japan is largely a house- 
hold industry, carried on by house- 
wives and children, or else it is a 
by-product of celluloid and rubber 
factories. Thus are produced quantt- 
ties of baby ratties, balls, bottles, ani- 
mals and dolls of celfuloid; paper 
parasols, lanterns and holiday favors; 
rubber balls, squeakers and funny 
faces; hobby horses of wood, tin toys 
and watking dolis. The American 
toy industry, on the other hand, is 
carried on in targe factories, often 
highly specialized, and devoted wholty 
to toys. 

For instance, there are American 
manufacturers whose sole line con- 
sists of dolls’ stockings, shoes, 
dresses or linen. The manufacture 
of doll furniture is almost. as. highly 
developed as that of real furniture. 
The production of doll carriages is 
valued at $2,815,000, while the pro 
duction of real baby carriages, not 
counting go-carts and  sulkies,

IXTEEN-men in Moscow today 
are attempting one of the most 
audacious economic experi- 
‘ ments in history... As the 
presidium of the State Planning 
Commission, responsible to the Coun- 
cil:-of People’s. Commissars and pop- 
ularly known as the Gosplan, they 
are laying down the industrial fu- 
ture of 146,000,000 people and of 
one-sixth of the land area of the 
world for a period of fifteen years. 
They are making a careful and im- 
mensely detailed plan for a year in 
advance, a careful but less detailed 
plan for the next five years, and are 
blocking out the general economic 
development for the. next fifteen 
years. Not only industry, but agri- 
culture, transportation, superpower, 
exports, imports and the Govern- 
ment budget, all come within their 
purview. ‘ 

Here in America we.can sometimes 
coordinate production to demand, or 
‘“*‘balance the load,’’ as the engineers 
gay, in a single factory; less fre- 
quently we can balance it-in-a Fo} bat -4(-) 
strong industrial monopoly, like- the 
American Telephone and Telegraph 
Company, but in Russia they are 
trying ‘to balance it for the whole 
ecohomic: ‘structure, particularly as 
a protection against crises and spec- 
ulative booms. The Gosplan is our 
War Industries Board of 1918 car- 
ried several dizzy leaps into the fu- 
ture. » It is ‘an’ experiment so im- 
mense, so novel and so courageous 
that no student of economics can af- 
ford to neglect it. Whether it tran- 
scends the limits of human adminis- 
trative capacity and fails, or whether 
it meets this challenge and succeeds, 
it has much to teach us. It is some- 
thing new in the world. 


Wholesale Control the Aim. 


Suppose you were asked tomorrow 
to take a irain to Washington, to sit 
at a d2sk in a Government bureau, to 
take pencil and paper and tell the 
railroads, the power companies, the 
steel ‘mills, the coal mines, the oil 
fields, the Secretary of the Treasury, 
the banks, the wholesale houses, the 
farmers; the ship lines and the auto- 
mobile factories how to order their 
capital investments and their~ raw 
materials, how to plan their produc- 
tion and distribution—for the next 
five years. One suspects that even 
Henry Ford would quail before the 
order. For lesser mortals a journey 
to the moon would seem about as 
feasible. Yet here are men who have 
accepted the challenge in a larger 
though less industrially complicated 
country. 

The Gosplan would be impossible 
without a high degree of economic 
socialization through which its man- 
dates can be put into practical opera- 
tion. Russia is far from a Com- 
munist, or even a pure Socialist, 
State, but it does carry on with a 
larger amount of socialization than 
any other modern community, except 
possibly Denmark. According to Gov- 
ernment: statistics not- over 10 per 
cent. of the agricultural output. of 
Russia. which finds an outside mar- 
ket. is socialized; that.is to say, it is 
not, in the hands. of Government 
farms or producers’ cooperative so- 
cieties, Ninety per cent. is the work 

















controlled. If we exclude the ‘output 
of local handicrafts the ‘percentage 
will be higher. The private factory 
owner. and foreign concessionaire 
probably do not manufacture more 
than 5 per cent. of the present fac- 
tory output. “It -is“said“ that more 
than’90 percent: is in the hands of 
the Government trusts. There-are sev- 
eral hundreds of these trusts; they 
are semi-independent, legal entities 
responsible for their own obligations, 
making their’ own agreements with 
the labor unions and committed to 
the earning ‘of’ profits. ~But instead 
of: going to stockholders the - profits 
go into the Government budget. 

Trust managers are appointed’ by 
the Supreme. Economic Council” of 
the Government, while ‘prices. of 
trust products are frequently: con- 
trolled, and the disposition of fixed 
capital is. always  controlled—three 
vital factors which with other regu- 
lations tie the whole..trust structure 
closely to the State... You can call it 
State socialism. or State, capitalism, 
as you prefer, but it is certainly in- 
dustrial socialization on an enormous 
scale. 

The Government Trusts. 

Wholesale trade is largely in the 
hands of the ‘‘syndicates,’’ which are 
the selling houses of all the trusts in 
one field—the textile syndicate and 
the sugar syndicate. are : instances. 
The Soviet authorities . figure that 
approximately 70 per cent. of all re- 
tail ‘trade in industrial goods, exclud- 
ing local: barter and trading in the 
villages, -is-in-the hands of -Govern- 
ment. stores,. trust stores or. cooper- 
ative stores. The private. shopkeeper 
has less than a third of the trade 
now, and is losing, relative to the 
cooperatives, every year. Thus dis- 
tribution, both wholesale and retail, 
is largely socialized... 

Finally, the, Government—either 
central or local—operates directly the 
railroads, steamship lines, telegraph 
and telephone services, and all. pub- 
lic utilites, including large scale elec- 
tric power developments. It also 
controls prices, money,. banking and 
credit and has a monopoly of export 
and import trade. 

On the whole, the system is a curi- 
ous mixture of socialization ‘with 
State ‘socialism, State capitalism, co- 
operation, controlled concessions—all 
in the kettle; but this’ brief sketch 
makes it -clear that save’ for the 
peasant producers—whose markets 
are tied up in the system—socializa- 
tion is the rule in Russia. The Gos- 
plan accordingly has plenty of chan- 
nels through which it can “work. 

The goal to be achieved by the 
central plan is simple and ‘straight- 
forward: A maximum production of 
necessities and plain comforts for 
the producing population of Russia 
at a minimum of human effort, while 
at the same time scrupulously safe- 
guarding the health; safety, educa- 
tion; opportunity:-for leisure and 
working conditions of those that 
labor, ..In.other. words, however great 
the: benefits of low cost: production, 
it must’ not‘be obtained at the ‘ex- 
pense of the fundamental health and 
welfare-of the workers: 

In achieving this maximum produc- 
tion with a. minimum of waste, it is 
proposed to. locate. industries «near 
their sources of raw material, which 
already: is: being -done;-to eliminate 











cuibivatitive crosshauling, advertis- 
ing, salesmanship; ‘to encourage by 
grants’ of new’ capital: to those indus- 
tries (Tike ‘iron and” steel) « which 
have’ hitherto * ‘béen underdeveloped ; 
to discourage any. duplication! or .ex- 
| Gees" capacity’ of « industrial equip- 
ment’ by® witHholding’ capital; | to 
build” no ‘more “shoe factories: than 
are’ sufficient to provide shoes for 
the people ‘of Russia, no more ‘tex- 
tile. mills,‘ no miore sugar factories; 
to encourage’ electrification as the 
basic ‘source: of power; to exploit 
oil ‘fields and coal fields as a unit 
without the interference of property 
lines (the Baku oil‘ field *is already 
operated ‘on‘ this basis), ‘In brief, to 
try and ‘do the job right from the en- 
gineering’ point of view. Whether it 
is right from the psychological point 
‘of view, only time can*tell. 
The Shortage of Capital. 

War. communism, which was in ef- 
fect from.1918 to 1921, was largely a 
planless chaos. The new. economic 
policy inaugurated by Lenin in the 
latter year set up. a host of boards 
and commissions.to deal more prag- 
matically ‘with harsh realities. In- 
terests began to. clash, particularly 
as the economic structure started to 
revive and capital was available. for 
the expansion of industry, This capi- 
tal’ was severely limited. Would it 
go to electrification, to the railroads, 
to agricultural experiment stations, 
to canals, to the iron and steel in- 
dustry, to the drilling of new oil 
wells? The Russians are passionate 
pleaders and one can imagine the 
officers of the budget sitting amid a 
flow of rhetoric and sweating large 
drops. Twenty billions called for, 
and only one to give. Nor is Amer- 
ica: the: only country where: town 
boosters are eloquent. From the 
Yellow Sea to: the Baltic the “grand- 
est little burg on earth’’: pleaded for 
its power station or fleet .of trac- 
tors or new housing’ project. 

It was a case either of flip a coin 
for it or deliberately and intelligent-

The early work of ‘the Gosplan: was 
concerned -with: “Jaying - a statistical. 
basis | for-its future.tables and dia- 
grams) and: with otgenizing. subsidi- 
ary” groups throughout. the country. 
Every” one admits. ‘that the first sta- 
tistics of ‘the young. republic were 
sketchy and unreliable. They gave 
only. the erudest ‘notion of what was 
actually happening. Obviously this 
situation” had to~be corrected if 
curves for: the future, which were 
based..on- past performance, were to 
be ‘worth more ‘than so much “waste 
paper. For the fiscal year 1926 (and 
thus’ prepared in 1925) a’ rough na- 
tional plan; was worked: out,; but ‘I 
was. told that: the - basic . statistics 
were too poor to make it of much 
value. “A*year’ later - (1926) the au- 
thorities believed that the statistical 
situation—that' is,“ the reliability of 
crop reports, factory production fig- 
ures, trade turnover figures, &c.— 
hadso‘far improved that it would 
be possible'to lay-down an -integrated 
plan for 1927." Then they began to 
set up ‘workable standards for the 
various ‘branches .of* industry ‘ to 
meét. © Finally, in‘ the Spring of this 
year, a ‘five-year plan was’ published 
in a book of 300 pages, and on this 
five-year plan iaeustey is now oper- 
ating. 

Genesis Of ‘the ‘Gosplan. 

The gentlemen who run’ Russian 
economics do:not labor on the flip- 
a-coin basis. They proceeded to get 
together a group of able. economists, 
engineers and _ statisticians and or- 
dered them—as President Wilson _or- 
dered the War Industries Board—to 
outline ‘a program: a plan for next 
year, a plan for the next five years, 
a plan for the next :fifteen years. 
And ‘so, in 1922,.the Gosplan came 
into being. _ It was ‘paper. work, in- 
evitably abundant with theory and

The Gosplan has itself been 
following industry closely; it has on 
the table, . furthermore, the. current 
proposals. for. agricultural develop- 
ment, the proposals. for new railway 
lines,. for power. sites, for exports; 
finally,..it has its.own one-year. and 
five-year programs as a. bench mark. 
As a resultant of all, these forces it is 
the only body in the State bigest (dele Bel 
intelligently accept-.or _ revise the 
proposals of the planning boards of 
the. Supreme Economic Council, or of 
the railroads, or of any other operat- 
ing group. It alone.can fit the jig- 
saw puzzle together. 

The objectives of the Gosplan ap-

The. national Gosplan at Moscow 
now has a large building to ‘itself 
not far from the Kremlin. The at- 
mosphere ‘reminded me’ strongly of 
the old ‘Food Administration’ bar- 
racks in which I worked at Washing- 
ton=the” temporary” partitions, the 
hurrying messengers, the calculat- 
ing machines, the telephones, the 
cleared desks, the unending’ pano- 
rama of charts.and.maps....It.is.an 
atmosphere tense with effort, in 
which 500.men.and women take their 
work with the utmost seriousness. 
They: feel, and one feels with them, 
that they are challenged by a prob- 
lem that lies“ at-the- borderline of 
the capacity of the human intellect.

Great National Centre for Historical Studies Is 
* Being Built Up at the Capital 


Library. of Congress has re- 
nt ceived. in the. last three years 
gifts not only of, valuable 
books and documents but also 
of funds for special activities. With 
little or no suggestion from outside, 
the imagination of a number of 
wealthy persons has been fired at 
the prospect of developing the re- 
sources that have already made the 
library a national seat of research in 
history and kindred subjects. 

The largest single gift, which is 
announced in the annual report of 
the librarian made public today, is 
one of; $700,000. by. John ..D. Rockefel- | 
ler Jr. It brings to a total of more 
than $2,000,000 the funds from pri- 
vate gifts now at the disposal of the 
library. Before 1925, only one gift 
of $20,0000 had been made. This 
early fund, the Hubbard bequest, was 
made to enable the library to pur- 
chase additional items for its collec- 
tion of prints. 

The gift that really marked the 
new trend of development in the 
National Library was that of Mrs. 
Frederic Coolidge. .In 1925 she 
provided $100,000 for the music audi- 
torium, and $500,000 as an endow- 
ment for the activities of the di- 
vision of music. The purpose was 
to increase the effectiveness. of the 
work already in progress. 

A Trust Fund Board Created. 


The library at that time had no 
regularly established machinery for 
accepting gifts. It merely existed as 
a creation of Congress, with a li- 
brarian appointed by the President 
and with only the small body of reg- 
ulations provided.in the original act. 
A new act was drafted, largely. by 
ex-Senator George Wharton Pepper 
of Pennsylvania, and became. a law 
early in 1926. This set up the ‘Li- 
brary of Congress’ Trust Fund 
Board, of which the Secretary of the 
Treasury, the librarian and the 
Chairman of the Joint Committee of 
Congress.on the library, were to be 
members, in addition ‘to two: mem- 
bers to be appointed by the Presi- 
dent. 

This act was satisfactory to Dr. 
Herbert Putnam, the librarian, be- 
cause it set up the machinery through 
which money could be received with 
adequate safeguards. Also it elim- 
inated the delays so often connected 
with Government business. One of 
the gifts made this year was ap- 
proved by the board and the Joint 
Committee on the Library and offi- 
cially accepted within ten days after 
the formal offer was. received, 

The act among other things pro- 
vided that persons on the staff of 
the library could receive an “‘hono- 
rarium”’ in addition to their Govern- 
ment salaries out of the trust funds 
placed with the board. These addi- 
tional payments cannot be made di- 
rectly by outside organizations, .but 
out of the private funds of the board. 
The librarian can make them at his 
discretion. The effect of this, as 
pointed out by Dr. Putnam, is to 
make it »possible for him to,engage 
specialists for important positions. 
Therefore, the library was at.a dis- 
advantage, for outside’ organizations 
frequently offered nearly double the 
amount which could be paid to spe- 
cialists out of the Congressiona] ap- 
propriations. ’ 


The Rockefeller Gift. 


Once this: mechanism was created 
more private individuals and or- 
ganizations became interested. The 
Rockefeller gift, though unique in 
itself, is one of the best illustrations 
of the new system. It was made 
after a survey of the library’s work 
lasting more than. a year-and a half. 
The librarian is empowered under 
its terms to draw on Mr. Rocke- 
feller’s representatives during the 
next five years from two: funds, one 
of $450,000, which is to be spent in 
acquiring transcripts or facsimiles of 
source material in American history, 
and the other of $250,000; which is 
to be used in enlarging the biblio- 
graphic apparatus of the library in 
the interést of its information ser- 
vice, especially in making it avail- 
able to’ other libraries and to re- 
search investigators. 

Both of these branches of work 
were already receiving what seemed 
to be a proportionate share of the 
annual appropriation made for the 
library. While.it was felt that Con- 
gress was doing all that could rea- 
sonably be expected, yet the head- 
way, compared with the amount of 
work to be done, was necessarily 
small. Even with the additional 
funds made available by Mr. Rocke- 
feller, according to Dr. Putnam, the 
work of assembling source material 
in American history cannot by any 
means be completed. * 

Both of these funds, Dr.. Putnam 
explains, will greatly increase the 
usefulness of the library.’ The addi- 
tion of the new source material will 
locate in. this one centre a vast quan- 
tity of facsimiles or transcriptions of 
documents relating to American his- 
tory for which the research worker 
heretofore has had to seek, often 
under many handicaps, in the ar- 
chives. of foreign Governments and 
out-of-the-way libraries. © Through 
the courtesy of the British Govern- 
ment, the Library of Congress. al- 
ready has the use of.airoom at the 
British Museum, another at the Rec- 
ord Office and a third at the House 
of Lords, in which its. staffs may 
work in finding material and mak- 
ing copies. Through similar cour- 
tesies from other Governments, this 


work can be carried on in several | 


countries at once. 

“‘With this prospect, added to our 
existing material and equipment and 
the increasing recognition of, and re- 
course to, it by historians and. stu- 
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dents of history,’’ Dr. Putnam says 
in his report to Congress, ‘‘the Na- 
tional Library is likely to become not 
meérely a centre for historical stu- 
dies, ‘but ‘the’ centre ‘within’ the 
United ‘States.’’ 

The other part of the Rockefeller 
gift is to develop the auxiliary work 
undertaken by the library in finding 
what special literature exists on all 
subjects in which research investi- 
gators might be interested | jand in 
cataloguing it in such a way that 
any investigator may) poy where 
such reference matefial May be 


a syatemn of “‘inter-li 
by which exceptional books may. be 
made available to qualified persons 
at their nearest library, and it 
wishes to increase its usefulness in 
this direction by being able to point 
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stacks now being installed, it will 
have a total of 152 miles of shelves, 
and it has twenty-five special rooms 
and as many open desk spaces which 
are now being used by investigators 
from twenty-nine States and six for- 
eign countries. And it has been 
growing at a pace far exceeding ex- 
pectations. The librarian of fifty- 
five years ago ventured to prophesy 
in his annual report that by the year 
1975 the library would’ édiitain '2,500,- 
000 volumes, and today, forty-eight 
years before the time set, that 
amount is already.exceeded:by more 
than 1,000,000. 

The activities of the. iibcary,. inore- 
over, have meade its influence felt all 
over the country, The cardg»it de- 
vised for cataloguing’ books were so, 
successful that ‘they are. purchased.

to the libraries in which may be 
found various rare works it does not 
itself possess. 

Gifts. by. other individuals and or- 
ganizations have‘ established the 
novel institutions of ‘‘chairs.’’ These 
are similar to the ‘‘chairs’’ at uni- 
versities established for professors in 
special subjects, » except that no 
teaching is done. The vast quantity 
of material already on hand at the 
library in almost: every field of 
knowledge, comprising almost 6,000,- 
000 items, calls for the presence of 
a highly qualified specialist in each 
field to.direct.the work of gathering 
new material and to interpret that 
already on hand to research workers. 

Mrs. Frederic Coolidge’s ,endow- 
ment made possible such a “‘chair’’ 
in music.- A second was established 
in American history last’ April 
through the gift of. $75,000. by Wil- 
liam Evarts Benjamin. It ‘is to be 
filled by Dr. J. Franklin Jameson, 
Director of the Department of His- 
torical Research of the Carnegie In- 
stitution of Washington, and widely 
known as a teacher and historian. 
He is to take up his:new work some 
time before July 1, 1928. The third 
“chair’’ was established in fine 
arts at the same time by a gift of 
$75,000 by the Carnegie Corporation. 
Here again, as Dr. Putnam points 
out, the same ‘careful investigation 
of the uses and value of such a gift 
as that made for Mr. Rockefeller 
preceded thé actual offer. 


A Large Endowment. 


The latest large gift of money—not 
to mention many important ones of 
valuable book collections—is that of 
Archer M: Huntington, the leading 
patron of the Hispanic Museum in 
New York. This is an endowment 
of $100,000 made to facilitate the 
purchase of newly published books 
relating to Spanish, Portuguese and 
South American arts, crafts, liter- 
ature and history, It is made with 
the novel provision, warmly ap- 
proved by Dr. Putnam, that all such 
works shall be available to the 
scholars of the Hispanic Museum 
for the first three months after their 
purchase. This, as Dr. Putnam 

points out, was an ingenious way 
of conferring a benefit on the His- 
panic Museum, while at the same 
time assuring that this fine collec- 
tion of material. would. be gathered 
in a centre where it is likely to be 
of the widest possible use. 

What has attracted these benefac- 
tions, as Dr. Putnam takes pains to 
explain in his report, is not any feel- 
ing among private persons that Con- 
gress has been niggardly in the least 
in providing for its library, or that 
the work of the United States Gov- 
ernment needs to be privately sub- 
sidized; but rather that the equip- 
ment, collection and.-system already 
so well established could readily be 
put to important additional use, for 
which the Government could hardly 
be expected to provide.

and nearly 12,000,000 have. been sold. 
Through its inter-library loan sys- 
tem, too, its items open for circula- 
tion are practically. within reach of 
every serious investigator. ‘The li- 
brary does not wish to duplicate work 
already being done by. local institu- 
tions, but it aims as far as it can to 
supply ‘‘the unusual book for the 
unusual need.’’ 

Dr. Putnam is wary of letting him- 
self dream of: what*the' library’ can 
become by pursuing*‘its present trend 
of development. .He .has_ insisted 
that every step ahead should only be 
taken when one foot was, planted on 
firm ground. But he: is convinced 
that the developments of the last 
three years are thoroughly sound and 
he always has a hospitable ear for 
the friends of the library who like 
to speculate on the ways in which 
its usefulness can be vastly increased 


in the near future, 


One of these suggestions, which 
has been circulated by the library 
without comment, came from Waldo 
G,. Leland, Executive Secretary of the 
American Council of Learnéd Socie- 
ties, in a letter to Dr. Putnam. It 
holds up the idea of using the li- 
brary as a national centre of re- 
search in which. specialists of high 
standing in various fields’ would be 
present to stimulate creative investi- 
gation, and where scholars «could 
come from the universities to do rart 
of their special work for university 
degrees. Special buildinzs might-well 
be erected ‘by. private benefaction, in 
Mr.” Leland’s opinion, to provide 
dormitories and study places for such 
students, as well as a suitable en- 
vironment for them to meet each 
other and the. holders of. the library 
“chairs.”. The character of the. li- 
brary would not be changed under 
such a scheme, but one of its pres- 


ent,.uses would be greatly intensi- 
fied. 


Many students, of course, use the 
facilities. at present, and one such 
specialist, Professor William A. Rice 
of Williams College,.a student of the 
history of,.art and civilization, has 
acted for fifteen years as a sort of 
cultural adviser, but the fulfillment 
of Mr. Leland’s dream ‘on anything 
like the scale proposed awaits a fur- 
ther development of the ‘public in- 
terest now increasingly being shown.

HE efforts of Britain and Ger- 
many ‘to build large’ 
boats, referred to in THz Naw 
~ YoreK Trivzs last Sunday, have 


brought comments from Rear Ad-| 


-miral W. A. Moffett, in’ charge of 
‘Naval: aviation. .-Admiral Moffett 
states. ‘that although. foreign coun- 
tries aré building and experimenting 
with larger flyirig boats than have 
been produced in this country, some 
of the flights of. American flying 
boats “have been Jonger’ than’ ig 
carried out abroad; and that there 
has ‘2 wig tae ag development ‘of 
naval flying boats. The flight of the 
late Commander Rodgers, in which | 
he covered 1,841 miles before being’ 
forced down by lack,.of fuel, is 
pointed out as the most outstanding 
of them all. 

Britain has.now , produced twelve 
ton boats.of unique’design, and one 
of fifteen tons, fully loaded. Refer- 
ring to these boats Admiral Moffett 
says: 

‘The American Navy has. succeed- 
ed in déveloping satisfactory types of 
combat, “observation, torpedo and 
bombing aircraft’ ‘for ‘operations 
afloat, and has entered. into con- 
tracts to. provide these types in suf- 
ficient numbers to bring units up to 
the quota determined by “the five- 
year program.- Aviation in the fleet 
is thus firmly.established.. Efforts 
are now being further directed and 
concentrated on the patrol types. of 
planes, best exemplified in the large 
fl boats. 

po the effort to develop the types 
required by the fleet and to provide 
the fleet’ with up-to-date types, at 
the same time developing their uses 
with the fléet, with the: funds, avail- 
able, it has been -mecessary to set 
aside temporarily thé’ patrol, plane. 
However, steady and, consistent. prog- 
ress has been made-in the type de- 
velopment. ‘This has taken the form 
of a progréssive modification of the 
F-5L and H-16 types used ‘during 
the war.

Meanwhile the smart shops, compar- 
able with those on the Rue de la 
Paix, lead the northward march, to 
centre -nearer: Fifty-seventh Street 
on both Fifth and Madison Avenues. 


Regional Estimates. 


The Regional Plan as result of 
a survey estimates that a popula- 
tion of. 45,914 is required to support 
each department store, as compared 
with 641 for a grocery, 1,023 a meat 
market, 1,681 a druggist, 2,185 a ga- 
rage, 5,590 an undertaker, and so on. 

In the- Broadway theatre district 
around Times Square, known at large 
as the Great White Way, close to 
100 theatres have a seating capacity 
of 125,000, so that the entire popu- 
lation of a city like Albany, Kansas 
City or Spokane could attend a mati- 
nee there at once and every one have 
a seat. Indeed, the total seating ca- 
pacity of all of New York’s 220 ‘“‘le- 
gitimate” theatres and 211 cinema 
houses (338,164 and 260,562, respec- 
tively). could hold at once every man, 
woman and child of San Francisco, 
Washington or Néwark, and also 
have room to spare. 

Industrially, Manhattan leads the 
country in its annual manufacture 
of $2,000,000,000 worth of .wearing 
apparel. Included in the total is 
about 78 per cent. of the women’s 
clothing, 76 ‘per cent. of the fur 
goods, 62 per cent» of the millinery 
and lace goods and 87 per cent. of 
the men’s clothing. Nearly one in 
every six wage earners in New York 
is at work somewhere on women’s 
clothing, figures show. 


The Manhattan Market. 


Manhattan also produces 80-to 85 
per, cent. of the fine jewelry of the 
country, Food.and beverages have 
an output here of $500,000,000. The 
Manhattan coffee centre. sets the 
prices for practically the.entire.na- 
tional trade, and Manhattan is the 
leading market in the United States 
for chemicals. Likewise it is. the 
nation’s, printing centre; its printing 
and publishing output, counting peri- 
odicals, books and music in addition 
to great metropolitan newspapers, 
amounting to half a billion dollars a 


The ‘city authorities ask $512,000,- 
000 to meet the running expenses of 


thisogreat-céntral municipality: the: Bayonne. is a’ world centre :for-the: 


coming: year. Included in this bud- 
get is provision’ to meet’ the $100,- 
000,000 annually required to. give an 
education to more ‘than one million 
public school children. Indeed, the 
cultural and welfare mainsprings ap- 
parently. strike deep in New York 
City. With space to make only the 
merest allusion to the city’s prog-. 
ress in arts, sciences and higher edu- 
cation, for example, suffice it to cite 
the social welfare activities as proof 
of other interests. besides the com- 
mercial. 

Not only is New York City. the 
headquarters for a majority of the 
great. national relief. associations 
and institutions but no. less than 
fifty-five--so-called ‘‘foundations:, 
are administered here. _Among.the 
largest, with their original. endow- 
ments; are the Rockfeller group for 
advancement of health and educa- 
tion, - $371,000,000; the Carnegie 
group, peace and education, $163,- 
000,000; the Mrs. Stephen V. Hark- 
ness Fund, child and social welfare 
$38,000,000; . Russell Sage, social bet- 
terment, $15,000,000; Juilliard, -musi- 
cal education,’ $12,000,000. Among 
other names perpetuated by such 
philanthropies are Heckscher, Phelps 
Stokes, Baron de Hirsch, Milbank, 
Schepp and Tiffany. 


The Metropolitan District. 


Although the. different parts of the 
metropolitan district—as one study 
group points .out—are divided... b> 
tween three sovereign States and 
broken up into scores of municipali- 
ties, they are nevertheless geared to- 
gether much like the parts of an en- 
gine, so that the whole is. belted to 
the life of the nation, and all par‘s 
prosper or suffer together. 

Outstanding among the outlying ex- 
amples of this cohesion are _ the 
powerful. New... Jersey industria) 
centres, chief of which are Newark 
and Jersey City. Newark produces 
the bulk of the country’s medium- 
priced jewelry, and manufactures 
some 25C different lines in all, in- 
eluding leather ‘goods; electrical ma- 
chinery, foundry and machine shop 
products, chemicals, paints and 
varnishes. It is also the home of the 
country’s button industry. Its twen. 
ty-eight banks had total resources ot 
$336,000,000 in 1926, according to the 
annual report of the Federal Reserve 
Bank. 

Jersey City ey a great railway and 
commuting base, nine trunk lines 
touching tidewater there. lt also is 
an important centre for meats, 
bread, soaps and toilet preparations. 
and machinery. . end mipttyicn ap- 
paratus. 

Paterscn is nationally famous for 
its silk mills, and the value of its 
manufactures in 1926 reached almost 
$195,000,000. Passaic is conspicuous 
for the manufacture of. woolens and 





worsteds. 


refining of petroleum and manufac- 
ture of its by-products. The total 
value of its manufactures last year 
was $213,000,000, which made it the 
third manufacturing city in’ the 
State. During the World . War, 
‘*‘Made in Bayonne’”’ -products were 
found throughout the entire western 
front, the Hudson County city, hav- 
ing been made one of the. great.sup- 
ply bases.of the Allies. 


There has been-some bristling in 
New Jersey at ‘Super-City’—talk 
which has grown out of some of. the 
terms contained in the re-definition 
which the committee has made of 
the metropolitan district. The 
clause, ‘“‘the growing significance 
of' the. adjacent territory -in relation 
to important. urban problems,’’. has 
been made much of.in. some. of. this 
speculation, 


Clearly, no annexation sentiment 
finds favor in the large municipal- 
ities outside the central city. Equal- 
ly, say spokesmen for the commit- 
tee itself, nothing savoring of an- 
nexation was intended in the terms 
of the definition. There seems gen- 
eral agreement among unbiased stu- 
dents of ‘the metropolitan situation 
that some form of regional govern- 
ment over regional problems, which 
are not matters of local government, 


is inevitable.in the future. But:this|. 


opinion also holds that some higher 
multiple of the interstate agency al- 
ready worked out in the Port of New 
York Authority would be the sensible 


pattern for such regional adminis- J 


tration when it came. No local in- 
dependence would ever need to be 
sacrificed.

The Beginning of Doubt. 
Rumor got about at’ the tine that 
the body Fiavéd in the Panthéon 

was not that of Voltaire, but that of 
a gardener of the abbey who had 
been buried beside the philosopher. 
Later it was said that the remains, 
supposed ‘to..be those:-of Voltaire, 
were ‘removed from -the -Panthéon at 
the time of the Boy~bon restoration 
and scattered in a field. Again, there 
was found the written testimony of 


a director of the mint who said’ he. 


had performed the ‘task:' ‘But in 
1897,. after an investigation, it -was 
decided that the bores were still in 
the Panthéon—supposedly those of 
Voltaire, : 

Those who now raise doubts point 
‘0. a book written in 1797 by 4 
magistrate named Sourdat, who as- 
serted that the body in the Panthéon 
was that of a monk of Selliéres. The 
skeleton recently discovered is said 
to. correspond to Sourdat’s -descrip- 
tion of Voltaire, 

Dr. Variot, a’ former President of 
the Anthropological Society, said 
there was a very simple way to de- 
termine whether Voltaire’s body ‘is 
in the Panthéon or at Selliéres. 

“Immediately after the death of 
Voltaire,” said Vario, ‘‘the surgeon 
Try, with his’ assistant and a phar- 
macist, removed the heart and the 
brain.

‘They contend that the seas 
are too big and the whaling ground 
is too small ta make extermination 
possible: But the research stations

Santa’Claus Has Array. of.Battery. and:Electri- 
cally Operated'Sets—Variety. of Accessori¢- 
Available—Suggestions to Aid Shoppers 


RE are twelve days left in 
which, tor select a radio set for 
Christmas! 

about 20 per cent. of their year’s 
total business from the middie of No- 
vember to the night before Christ- 
mas. Radio receiving sets and acces- 
sories each year are becoming more 
popular as Christmas gifts because 
the public realizes ‘‘radio is not a gift 
for a day or a wéek, but for years 
to come.’’ Furthermore, radio is a 
gift to the’ entire family, because it 
has an appeal for all on home enter- 
tainment yalues. The father who 
presents a receiving set on Christ- 
mas morning has a unique surprise, 
because all: he; need. dois to get: to 
the Christmas tree first, snap the 
light switch and the music of the 
Yuletide will flow from: the loud 
speaker. There is every evidence, 
according to manufacturers'and deal- 
ers, that this will be a ‘‘radio Christ- 
mas,’’ and that many of the 20,000,- 
000 American homes still without 
radio will be in tune with the ether 
on Dec. 25. 


A letter from Ohio a few days ago 
said: ‘‘First, let me confess that I 
know absolutely nothing about radio. 
My family are all in harmony in a 
concerted effort to have me buy a 
radio for Christmas. Now, what is 
the ideal outfit for me to buy.” 

This man, like all prospective set 
owners, should answer several ques- 
tions before any one can help him in 
selecting a radio. An instrument 
ideal for one is not ideal for every- 
body. So before buying a radio for 
Christmas, and before asking the 
advice of the oracles, it is best to be 
prepared to answer the following 
questions, which will aid in making 
an intelligent and not a blind selec- 
tion: First, and very important, is, 
how much will the pocketbook con- 
tribute to the purchase price? Do 
you want an electrified teceiver de- 
signed to use the house-lighting cir- 
cuit or batteries? Do you want a 
circuit equipped with alternating cur- 
rent tubes or with standard battery 
tubes supplied current, through cur- 
rent supply devices or batteries? Is 
the current in your house direct or 
alternating and what is the cycle? 
Do you want a console or table 
model? What antenna arrangements 
can be made? Can an outdoor an- 
tenna be used? What cabinet cesign 
is preferred? 


Factors to Rememter. 


There are a few items to remember 
in buying an up-to-date radio of 
quality. An outdoor antenna, be- 
cause of its greater pick-up and free- 
dom from shielding, will afford more 
volume and distance; in fact, a good 
outdoor wire is rated by radio engi- 
neers as frequently the equivalent: of 
two tubes so far as radio frequency 
amplification is concerned. 


A power tube in the last audio stage 
will improve tonal quality. A ‘‘C’’ 
battery minimizes distortion and re- 
duces the drain on the ‘'3’’ batteries 
about 40 per cent. Remember this: 
If a high-priced, well-designed receiv- 
ing set and a poor, inefficient loud 
speaker is purchased, a mistake is 
being made. It would be far wiser to 
spend a little less for the set and 
buy a good loud speaker, otherwise 
the reproduction of the best of sets 
will be distorted. 

If you want to hear distant broad- 
casts, the best plan is to supplement 
the loud speaker with a headset, with 
which the remo‘e stations can he 
found more easily.. Once they are 
located by ‘means of selective tuning 
most of. them can be put on the loud 
speaker by reference to a chart made 
when the distant waves are first 
spotted. 

There are radio gifts galore in the 
accessory field which wil! improve 
the average receiver. by minimizing 
distortion, bring the set up to date, 

_@liminate interference or increase 
the distance range of the set. 

Consider, for example, the owner 
of a five-tube receiving set operated 
‘by “B’’ batteries and a storage “A” 
battery. There are plenty of useful 
appliances ‘ae this man. Does he 


The radio stores do. 


need a new set of ‘“B’’ batteries? 
Would he like a ‘‘B’’ eliminator or 
current, supply. devices that will en- 
able him to use the house lighting 
current:through ‘‘A-B-C’’ eliminators 
or a stepdown transformer arrange- 
ment that enables the use of alter- 
nating current tubes? 

Practically any battery-operated re- 
ceiving set can be electrified by 
means of appliances on the market 
this season. 

The change is made easily and with- 
out disturbing the wiring of the set |. 
in any way. The tubes in the set are 
removed and all batteries and elimi- 
nators disconnected. In each socket 
of the set except the last audio a spe- 
cial adapter is inserted. The adapters 
are connected to a cord and plug 
which fits into.a receptacle on the 
power unit. Through this plug alter- 
nating. current of proper voltage is 
applied to the new A C tubes whieh 
are inserted in the adapters—namely, 
1.5 volts for the filaments of the UX 
226 tubes (CX 326) used as amplifiers, 
and 2.5 volts for the ‘‘heaters”’ of the 
UY 227 (CX 327), used in the de- 
tector stage. 

The last audio socket is provided 
with an adapter plug which transfers 
the signal to a large power tube, the 
UX 210 (CX 310) in the unit, from 
which the loud speaker is fed through 
an output filter. 


For Battery Set Owners. 

For those who have battery-oper- 
ated. circuits a trickle charger will 
keep the storage battery constantly 
charged. A power tube in the last 
audio stage would improve the tonal 
quality and give slightly more vol- 
ume. An extra ‘‘C’’ and ‘‘B’”’ battery 
are required with such a tube, the 
voltage depending upon the type of 
power tube selected. There are spe- 
cial detectors on the market designed 
for detection purposes, and they in- 
crease the distance range and vol- 
ume of the signals. Such tubes re- 
quire no extra. batteries or attach- 
ments. There aré several audio filter 
devices which eliminate rattling 
noises ,caused ‘by * overleading the 
tubes. This accessory is inexpensive, 
generally costing less than $5. Audio 
output transformers ate comparative- 
ly new.- They protect the loud- 
speaker from injury caused by excess 
current when power tubes are em- 
ployed, thus improving reception. 
These instruments cost about $6. 
Several concerns have introduced a 
power switching relay for providing 
single switch control when light 
socket current supply devices are 
used or external super-power ampli- 
fiers: These instruments cost ap- 
proximately $12. 

Cone loud speakers seem destined 
to be. popular gifts during the holi- 
days. The cones, many of them with 
decorated faces, vary in size and 
price from approximately a foot to 
thirty-six inches, and from $5 to $75. 
The average cone speaker will sell 
for about $30. 

The ‘*B”’ eliminators vary in size, 
some supplying from 90 volts to an 
average maximum of 180 volts. They 
range in price from $25 to $60.. There 
are also combination ‘‘B’’ elimina- 
tors and power amplifiers, -which 
produce tremendous volume. These 
instruments are more costly than the 
average ‘“B’’ eliminator, and they 
usually sell for between $15 and $100, 
complete with rectifying tube and 
power amplifier, which is more. pow- 
erful than the ordinary power tube.’ 

For the boy interested in building 
his own set there are a number: of 
complete kits or parts which he can 
assemble, and in that'wdy learn much 
about the technical side. of the art. 

Racio. books, especially those writ- 
ten within the past two years, make 
useful Christmas gifts, as’ théy give 
the set owner.a good background and 
teach more about radio and’ help to 
correct little faults in the receiving 
system which otherwise would re- 
quire attention of a service man, 

There are undoubtedly many radio 
set owners who would be happy to 





receive a new set of tubes to replace 
the ones which have funciioned in 
the circuit for a year or more,

JERE. Jpundred of the. 690 broad- 
casting stations now licensed in 
the United States are doomed. 

It ts planned to eliminate them dur- 
ing beginning Feb. 1, under a 
poli¢y de¢ided upon ‘by the Radio 


Commission. 
It is not contemplated’ that an order 


will be entered sweeping all the sta-" 


tions off at one time, but that, be- 
ginning Feb. i, a process of grad- 
ual but steady elimination will be 
continued at least until March 15, 
when.the first year’s life of the com- 
mission ends in its present capacity 
Congress continiies it. Control 
of the stations will then be under an- 
other division of the Department of 
Commerce, with the commana 
ing only in an advisory capacity. 

Dr. Lee De Forest, inventor of the 
three-element vacuum tube, advo- 
cates the reduction of stations to 
about one-half the present number 
to accomplish the most,good. 

“T am confident that beth cities 
and rural communities,» which are 
greatly interested-in programs of a 
local nature as well as entertainment 
from large. centres of population, 
could be adequately served by not 
more than 300 broadcasting stations, 
and I earnestly recommend its ac- 
complishment as soon as possible. 

“On the other hand, a lerge num- 
ber of stations can be operated on 
one wave length and carry the same 
identical program, if synchronization 
is effectively carried out and the 
present congestion relieved some- 
what. However, we should not lose 
sight of the fact that the present 
number of stations in this country 
is absolutely not needed.”” 


The National Broadcasting Com- 
pany, which furnishes radio. pro- 
grams to a network of broadcasting 
stations stretching from coast to 
coast, and has sponsored most of the 
big national “hook-ups,” has lost 
money since its formation, according 
to Merlin H. Aylesworth, President 
of the company, who testified in the 
hearing of the Federal Trade Com- 
mission’s inquiry into affairs of the 
Radio Corporation of America. 


The Federal Radio Commission has 
announced a general public hearing 
to consider applications for licenses 
submited by concerns and indi- 
viduals in the United States who de- 
sire to communicate on sHort waves. 
This hearing will be held at 2 P. M. 
on Tuesday, Jan. 17, 1928, in the 
Commerce Building, Washington, 
D. C. 


The radio division of the Depart- 
ment of Commerce is seeking an ap- 
propriation of $320,000 from Congress 
in preparation to take over the ad- 
ministration of radio in case the life 
of the Federal Radio Commicsion is 
not extended after April 1. A por- 
tion of the sum is needed to estab- 
lished offices for Radio Supervisors 
at Buffalo, Dallas, Denver, Los An- 
geles, St. Louis and Minneapolis. 

The appropriation has been ap- 
proved by the Bureau of the Budget. 
The six new offices will require addi- 
tional personnel, and it is planned to 
add two new inspection cars for field 
work in checking the waves of broad- 
casters and amateurs. Detroit now 
has three test cars and Atlanta one. 

In addition to the $320,000, the ra- 
dio division is requesting a deficiency 
appropriation of $100,000, most of 
which was occasioned by the expen- 
ditures required by the Federal Ra- 
dio Commission, which has been 
operating without funds. 


Federal Radio Supervisor Harold 
Hayes, formerly of San Francisco, 
hes been transferred to Chicago to 
succeed Supervisor E. A. Beane, re- 
cently resigned. 


Station WHAR, the pioneer station 
of Atlantic City, N. J., has signed 
off permanently. Congestion of the 
ether and the consequent reduction 
of the station’s value as an adver- 
tiser is said to be the reason for the 
station going off the air. 


Station WLWL will use its full 
power of 5,000 watts for the broad- 
casting of all programs in the future,

of the Bell Telephone Laboratories, 
who said Jast Wednesday night in an 
add@ress before the Institute of Radio 
Engineers that the height of the roof 
varied from 160 te 400 miles. 

Mr. Heising’s, address was based 
On the studies made of waves be- 
tween 57 and 11 meters. The data 
obtained showed that the ionized re- 
gion rises ata rate of six miles a 
minute.and falls twenty miles a min- 
ute. This ‘unstable region, he said 
acts as a mirror and reflects radio 
waves back to eafth,..It attains its 
maximum height during the night 
and falls to within 160 miles.of the 
earth during daylight. 


For the first time In the history of 
the radio industry official informa- 
tion regarding radio manufacturing 
is to be made available to the public 
and to the industry through cooper- 
ation of the Government and. the 
Radio Manufacturers’ Assotiation. 
The Department of Commerce has 
accepted a plan proposed by the 
Manufacturers’ Association to. gather 
statistics from the nation’s manu- 
facturers of receiving sets, accesso- 
ries and parts. Reliable and official 
statistical information as to the radio 
manufacturing industry will be 
issued quarterly. 

With the assistance of the RMA 
the. statistics will.be gathered, com- 
piled and pxblished by the Electrical 
Equipment Division of the Bureau 
of Foreign and Domestic Commerce, 
Department of Commerce. Compris- 
ing as it does more than 300, or vir- 
tually all of the leading manufactur- 
ers.of radio of the country, the RMA 
is in a position to give. the utmost 
data. 

The Department of Commerce is 
now engaged in sending to manu- 
facturers a questionnaire showing in 
detail their factory shipments for the 
last three months of 1927, The infor- 
mation will be published by the De- 
partment of Commerce early in Jan- 
uary. This and subsequent quarterly 
publications of manufacturing statis- 
tics will inform the public regarding 
the progress of the radio industry

COMMISSIONERS FACE 
CONFIRMATION ORDEAL 


Federal Radio Commissioners Cald- 
well (R.) of New York, who once 
before was turned down, and Pick- 
ard (D.) of Kansas and Lafount (R.) 
of Utah, recess appointees, must now 
go on the grill to be confirmed or 
rejected by the Senate. 

When Mr. Caldwell was up before 
it is said the principal thing held 
against him was his writing as editor 
of a New York radio publication. Mr. 
Caldwell is sdid to have vigorously 
opposed the idea of a Radio Com- 
mission. Likewise it was reported 
that he was the avowed candidate 
of and had the backing of three of 
the largest radio concerns in the 
country. Whether or not. the Sena- 
torial opposition to these points has 
died down will be revealed in the 
forthcoming meetings of the Senate 
Commerce Committee, of which Sen- 
ator Jim Watson (R.) of Indiana is 
Chairman and to which committee 
the nominations will be referred. 

Commissioner Caldwell has denied 
@ prevalent report that if confirmed 
by the Senate he would immediately 
resign. 

‘“‘The term is for five years,’’ Mr. 
Caldwell said, ‘‘and if confirmed 
that would be the period I would ex- 
pect to serve.’’ 

In the case of Commissioner Pick- 
ard it is understood the question of 
his legal residence may be raised. 
The law reads that a Commissioner 
must be an actual resident citizen of 
a State within the zone from which 
he was appointed. Mr. Pickard has 
been in Washington about a year,

“Rigoletio,”’ founded on Victor Hu- 


.|.go's. play,.‘Ge Roi S’Amuse,’’ was 


first produced. in Venice in 1851. 
It, appeared. in. New York and Paris 
in 1857.. The story deals with the 
amatory. adventures of the Duke of 
Mantua in which he is aided by his 
hunchback jester, Rigoletto, whose 
caustic wit"has made him. many en- 
emies at court. Act Iopéns in a 
salon in the Duke’s palace. After a 
minuet playedsby the orchestra, the 
Duke “of” Mantua’s state of mind is 
expressed in ‘‘Questo o Quello per 
Me Pari’ Sono’”’-(This One,-or- That 
One, to Me "tis the Same). 

Count -Monterone comes to demand 
the return of his daughter, dishon- 
ored by the Duke, but receives only 
the jester’s,laughter and derision. 
Monterone curses Rigoletto, who is 
stricken «with superstitious terror. 
For Rigoletto has a. beautiful daugh- 
ter, Gilda,} whom he has kept shel- 
tered from the world. Without know- 
ing her name or station, the Duke 
has fallen in love with her, using an 
assumed name in his advances. Gilda 
returns this_love and sings of it in 
the famous. aria for coloratura, 
“Care Nome Che Il Mio Cor’’ (Dear 
Name, My Heart Enshrines). 

Count Ceprano, who has many 
times suffered from the . biting 
tongue of Rigoletto, plots with the 
Duke of Mantua to carry off Gilda. 
In this plan Rigoletto is unwittingly 
called upon-to assist in the abduction 
of his own daughter. When, through 
a scarf lost in the struggle, Rigoletto 
discovers his loss he hires the as- 
sassin, Sparafucile, to avenge him 
by taking the Duke’s life. 

Act II finds the Duke, again in his 
palace, disconsolate. The bird, Gil- 
da, has flown. He mourns his loss 
ironically -in. ‘“Parmi.Veder le. La- 
grime”. (Fair» Maid, Each Tear of 
Mine That Flows). In a fine chorus 
he is told that a lady, believed to be 
Rigoletto’s secret inamorata, has 
been captured. But he sings on: 
‘“‘Possente Amor Che ‘Mi Chiama’’ 
(To Her I Love With - Rapture). 
Rigoletto bursts ‘into the palace‘seek- 
ing his daughter. In a reminiscence 
of “Pagliacci”? he must ‘appear’ the 
jester although his heart is breaking.

A sales: chart’ for tadio*during the 
past three months, “Mr. - Griffin 
pointed out, would’ show. an interest- 
ing movement. The month of Sep- 
temiber, when several big features 
were on the air, would he indicated 
by a peak in*radio' sales, while the 
month of October would be shown by 
a falling curve,..reaching its nadir 
late in November. The last ten days 
of this month would be indicated by 
a rise, the sharpness: of which leads 
dealers..to express the hope and ex- 
pectation that this holiday season’s 
sales will exceed any in the history 
of radio. a 

Early September Boom. 

“The radio retail business went on 
a boom in Séptember, which con- 
tinued through the first part of Octo- 
ber,’* Mr. Griffin said. ‘The increase 
started with the Tunney-Dempsey 
bout and the radio industries ban- 
quet, two of the feature broadcasts 
of the year. Then about Oct. 15 it 
started to’slump. This downward 
movement continued well into No- 
vember, when it reached its lowest 
point just before Thanksgiving week. 
From that time it-commenced to rise 
and present indications lead us to ex- 
pect a volume of business during the 
holiday season that will surpass the 
peak established last year. 

*‘One interesting point in the move- 
ment is clearly shown by a sales 
chart. When big events are sched- 
uled for broadcasting, the sales vol- 
ume rises, and when the quality of 
programs being radiated falls off 
there is a corresponding slump in 
sales. ‘This fact was clearly pointed 
out last September when the Tunney- 
Dempsey bout and the radio indus- 
tries’ banquet stimulated ‘sales to a 
point high above the average Septem- 
ber level. The prospects for a big 
increase in the month of December 
are excellent and’we expect the sales 
volume to more than offset the slump 
experienced during — and No- 
vember. 

“There are omen Spateel that 
have mitigated against the radio re- 
tail market that must be given due 
consideration. Important among 
these is the weather... While it may 
sound somewhat.strange to blame 
the weather for poor business, it is 
nevertheless true. The weather dur- 
ing the past two months has been 
unseasonal, reception: has not been 
as good as it usually is at this time 
of the year and this is a major item 
in considering the radio market. ‘The 
sales of one big concern this year 
during the months of October and 
November showed a decided falling 
off over the volume of business done 
by the same concern during the same 
months a year ago. 

Electric Sets Are Popular. 


“The outstanding characteristics of 
the market this Fall has been the 
decided swing toward electric. sets. 
About eight: out of ten purchases 
made are of electric sets and the 
buyers are making. a distinction be- 
tween the electric sets .and electrified 
sets. Most of them show a prefer- 
ence for alternating current tube sets 
or receivers that have their own 
power supply units built-in by the set 
best behbbe-KeiAtbu Su MET Me (cimbet-abti-)s(-le Mb eueyes] 
electrified sets where the dealer sup- 
plies the power unit or battery elim- 
inators. 

‘*The great demand for electric sets 
is caused by the pri¢e level being ma- 
terially reduced. Last year electri- 
fied receivers cost from $200 up. This 
year perfectly satisfactory electrified 
sets can be purchased for as little as 
$160, complete with all accessories, 
including loud-speaker. The average 
price of electric sets of the better 
models is in. the neighborhood of 
$300. On the whole, however, the full 
price level has~ been increased as 
people are beginning to realize that a 
medium price set,» without accesso- 
ries, is going to cost them nearer to 
$200 than to $100, when it is fully 
equipped. Dealers general find there 
is @ far greater demand for and far 
Tess sales resistance to receivets sell- 
ing from $300 to $600 than there has 
ever been before. 

Time Payments Aid. 


“This is partly explained by the 
present tendency in selling higher- 
priced sets to extend the time pay- 
ment plan over a longer period. In 
former years the dealer asked a 
greater initial payment, with monthly 
payments extended over a period of 
from six to eight months. He is now 
accepting comparatively . smaller 
down payments and pro-rating the 
balance over a longer period of time, 
usually from ten. months to a year. 
With this’sales plan and ‘easy financ- 
ing in effect, he finds that the people 
who want the higher-priced sets are 
ready to buy when they discover that 
doing so will not cause them embar- 
rassment or worry over their ability 
to meet the terms of their contracts. 

“It is common knowledge that the 
radio business for the first eleven 
months this year has been consider- 
ably less than for the same period in 
1926. The falling off has hit the ac- 
cessories market quite a severe blow. 
The popularity of the electric set has 
had its effect on the sales of bat- 

_ teries. Naturally, as more electric sets 
come into use there is a compara- 





ors. Another 


qrexue aif, is the.

falling oft of home-built sets. 
is due in part to the efficiency-of the 
electric set; but it has caused ‘a de- 
pression in the accessories market. 
The sales policy of selling receivers 
fully equipped with tubes is still an- 
other item that must not be over- 
looked. 

“In some.quarters this decrease has 
been placed as high as 50 per cent. 
Even grantirig that this figure id 
true, it is accounted for in two ways: 
First, the decrease in home-builders 
and the consequent slump in the ac- 
cessories market; and | second, by the 
fact thatthe cncentration of busi- 
ness this year‘is In far fewer hands 
than it was a year ago. The tendency 
has. been along the lines of stabiliza~ 
tion, and while this may affect the 
market adversely at the start, it will 
ultimately prove’ beneficial. Indica- 
tions point toa good market from 
now on and it'may*not be too,much 
to say that the month of December 
will prove to be one of the biggest 
that radio has ever experienced.’’ 


WILBUR MAKES REPORT 
ON NAVY RADIO SERVICE 


ADIO in the navy is greatly im- 
proved in comparison with a 
year ago, according to the an- 
nual report of Secretary of the Navy 
Curtis D. Wilbur. Additional equip- 
ment being delivered to Bar Harbor, 
Guantanamo; Puget Sound ‘and San 
Francisco is expected to improve 
communications between ship and 
shore. A 40-kilowatt’ tube set. now 
being installed at San Juan is ex- 
pected to render the intercept sched- 
ules in the Atlantic entirely satisfac- 
tory. 
*‘Work from ship to shore is very 
satisfactory,’’ said Secretary Wilbur, 
discussing the navy’s progress during 


the year, ‘‘due.to increased range of | 


transmitters in use aboard ship. In 
a recent test, fleet communications 
were mobilized on a war basis and 
were found to be efficient. The new 
frequency operating plan, based on 
the war employment of the fleet, is 
believed to be better than any pre- 
viously devised plan.’’ 

New equipment is being delivered 
that will further increase the. effi- 
ciency of the naval radio weather 
service to aircraft in. general, and 
the special radio weather net of the 
Lakehurst-Philadelphia-Washington - 
Norfolk area in particular. 

A victory over the seamen’s’ per- 
petual enemy, fog, and storm dark- 
ness, Secretary Wilbur reports a tre- 
mendous increase in the use of the 
radio compass. During the year a 
total of 119,337 vessels (12,392 naval 
and 106,945 merchant) were fur- 
nished 267,486 bearings by the navy 
compass service. 

The savings to. other Government 
departments by the use of naval com- 
munication . service facilities, of 
which radio was a part, amounted 
to over a million dollars, according 
to the Secretary.

Time Payment Rules Recommended—Consider Mark- 
ing Kilocycles on Dials—Ordinance Favored Against 
Excessive Noise From Loud:Speakers in Stores 


WUMBER of actions affecting 
A radio set owners are disclosed 
in a study of the sectional ac- 
tivities of the Radio Division, Na- 
tional Electrical Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation. Subject to final approval 
by letter ballot, the Merchandising 
Council recommended a standard 
form of warranty on radio receiving 
sets which warrants each new re- 
ceiving set to be free from defects 
in material and workmanship under 
normal use and service, the obliga- 
tion being limited to making good at 
the factory any part or parts’ which 
prove to be defective, in not less 
than ninety days after delivery to 
customer, i 
It was recommended by the Mer- 
chandising Council that radio time 
payment contracts include the -fol- 
lowing: That the down payment 
shall be 25 per cent. of the cash 
price; that the period of payment 
shall be twelve months or less; that 
carrying charges shall be figured on 


{the unpaid balance and added to it. 


Technical committees have pre- 
pared further standards for radio 
equipment manufacture, and a num- 
ber were proposed for inclusion in 
the next edition .of the Nema 
Handbook of Radio Standards, such 
as marking channel numbers on 
radio receiving set dials if the sets 
are calibrated and . provided ‘the 
channel numbering system is adopt- 
ed by the Federal Radio Commhis- 
sion. It is explained that this sug- 
gestion cannot take effect for some 
time, since the matter is still being 
discussed, but that the standard will 
be desirable to expedite manufacture 
and provide similarity when and if 
the system of numbering channels, 
rather than of designation by kilo- 
cycle and wave length, is adopted 
generally. 


A standard for pilot or dial lamp 
specifying 6.5 volts and .15 amperes 
was discussed. It was recommended 


at the technical sessions that thé 


word ‘‘adjustable’”’ be used with such 
terms as resistors, capacitors, &c., 
instead of the term ‘“‘yariable,’’ 
since ‘adjustable’ is more descrip- 
tive. 





Application will be: made at the 
next Nema Board meeting to 


change the name of one radio sec- 
tion from:battery and socket power 
to the power supply section. It was 
mentioned by many at the meeting 
that the term ‘‘socket power” is a 
misnomer and should be dropped. 
“Line supply” or ‘‘line power’ is 
suggested as more accurate. 

While engineers are concerned 
with means for perfecting the inside 
of the receiver, the commercial 
representatives are discussing style, 
beauty and art in receiver cabinets. 
Contact with the furniture industry 
has been established, to the end that 
proper standards for cabinet con- 
struction. may be reconciled with the 
preference and taste of the buyer, 
especially the woman. buyer, who 
more and more is developing in her 
home.a continuity and style of fur- 
niture. It is intended that the radio 
cabinet shall take its place with dig- 
nity but without undue prominence 
as furniture. 

The Legislative Committee of the 
radio division offered several sug- 
gestions with regard to the improve- 
ment of conditions by pointing out 
that local ordinances and statutes 
were effective in dealing with exces- 
sive volume speakers used in stores. 
These disturbances can usually be 


handled as a public nuisance or as a 
menace to the health and comfort of 
the people, and new laws, statutes 
and ordinances are not necessary,

San aftermath to the Dec. 1 
A totearai affecting so many sta- 
tions, the Federal Radio Com- 
mission subsequently announced: 
WNBH, New Bedford, N. H., has 
been transferred from 1,150 kilocy- 
cles to. 1,210 kilocycles, with full 
time. 


WCSH, Portland, Me. and WEEI, 
Boston, have mutually agreed to ex- 
change their broadcast channels, and 
the commission has approved this 
transfer, effective Dec. 1.

UESTION—Here in. Chapala, 
Mexico, for two months the 
‘wireless code has been so Pisas) st 4 
that. itis, quite impossible to distin- 
guish music and ‘talks. This is es- 
“pecially true between 440 and 500 me- 
rs, so the broadcasts of WEAF 
ad WJZ are absolutely nullified... I 
meer like t6°know what wireless 
stations are causing the interference 
and “what wave lengths the transmit- 
ters are using. If they are in the 
' United States, listeners up there must 
' experience the'same interference. Do 
you suppose, the codé. comes from 
ships*on the Pacific? (2) Some- 
where there is a station using the 
game wave as WJZ; and I under- 
stand the'call to'be CYB. . When this 
station is on the air it destroys WJZ 
‘and.makes such.a terrible mess that 
one cannot hear any other station. 
.Is there any way to. stop this?—C. S. 


ANSWER—The code is undoubtedly 
from commercial land and ship sta- 
tions operating on the 600-meter 
Try a shorter antenna, not 
more than 100 feet, including, the 
lead-in. The interference must be 
local because it’ does not prevail 
against WEAF and ‘WJZ in this sec- 
tion. (2) Station CYB is at Mexico 
City. It is apparent thet your. an- 
tenna is too.long. By shortening it, 
tuning should be more selective and 
the. interference stopped. 


QUESTION-—I- intend to buy a 
eharger for my ‘‘A’’ storage battery.

ANSWER—The 2-ampere charger 
will -be sufficient;showever, you can 
get a double-rate charger, which 
an be used for a while at 5 am- 
fperes and then taper off the charge 
at the 2-ampere rate. (2) Yes; the 
ventilation allows the gas to escape 
freely. 

QUESTION-—I have an Atwater- 
Kent Model 20-.receiver and I.am 
eontinually bothered “by the’ reception 
fading so low that it is scarcely au- 
ible, then by giving the set a vig- 
@rous jar the music is loud. This is 
also accompanied by a ‘‘frying’’ 
sound, which can be remedied for a 
few seconds by turning off the tubes. 
‘What is the cause of this trouble?— 
R. R. ANSWER—Look for a loose 
connection, giving particular atten- 
tion to the springs in the sockets 
and loud-spéaker jack. Also inspect 
the loud-speaker cord connections at 
the plug. One of the tubes may be 
defective. Get a new tube, and by 
the process of elimination observe 
the performance.in, each socket. 
Blow through the variable condenser 
plates fo: Pee: ‘any dust: accumu- 
lations. 

QUESTION—Please let us know 
the call letters and wave lengths of 
broadcasters in Mexico City, Porto 
Rico and Haiti.—B. T. ANSWER— 
Mexico City, CYL, 400; CYD, 375; 
CYA, 300, and CZE, 350 meters. 
Porto Rico, WKAQ, 351 meters; 
Haiti, HHK, Port au: Prince,. 362 
meters. — 


QUESTION—I have a Freshman 
Masterpiece five-tube set. Stations 
WHN, WGL, -WPCH-.and WRNY 
are barely audible. Station KDKA 
comes in louder than these. local 
stations.. There are four aerials on 
the roof, one directly over mine and 
parallel. Shall I get a power tube? 
If so, what number? (2) I am 
thinking about getting a good loud- 
speaker. Will that increase the vol- 
ume?—J. S. ANSWER—The anten- 
ma system is undoubtedly at fault. 
Run the wire as far from other 
aerials as possible and at right an- 
gies to them. The power tube will 
not overcome the difficulty, but it 
will improve the: tonal quality. (2) 
It all depends upon the loud-speaker 
now in use. If it is poor there is no 
doubt a-new speaker will improve 
the tonal quality, but the volume 
might not be greatly increased. Am- 
plification. depends upon the tubes 
and not ‘upon the loud-speaker. 

QUESTION—Please explain in as 
untechnical manner as you can what 
is the function of a ‘‘C’’ battery. (2) 
Set is equipped with 135-volt ‘‘B’’ 
battery and two 4%%-volt ‘‘C’’ bat- 
teries, Having had occasion to ex- 
amine the connections, I discovered 
that the two ‘‘C’’ batteries were. con- 
mected minus to minus, hence both 
leads from the set were connected to 
the plus terminals. It has been that 
way for months and yet without pro- 
ducing any bad results.—M. L. P. 
ANSWER—A ‘‘C’’ battery reduces 
the drain on the ‘‘B’’ battery about 
40 per cent. and minimizes distor- 
tion. (2) If you are using 201-A type 
tubes in all sockets, 4% vojts ‘‘C’’ is 
sufficient... If a. power tube is em- 
ployed the “C’ voltage for a 112 
tube should be 9% volts, while a 171 
power tube requires a ‘‘C’’ battery 
of 27 volts... The grid return should 
connect to the negative side of the 
“Cc” battery and the positive of the 
**C”’ to the Segative terminal of the 
vA’ battery. |

If a trans- 
former in the audio circuit is burnéd 
out the set will not have sufficient 
strength to operate the loud-speaker 
successfully, although the program 
would be strong: enough to actuate 
the earphones. Are the tubes all 
Inspect the ground contact, 
or if you are using the radiator as 
ground, try the cold water pipe. 


QUESTION-—I have a six-tube set 
two “years old. For the last few 
months:I.have been troubled with 
marked fluctuations in volume. For 
weeks at a time the volume may be 
normal, Then suddenly the volume 
drops, At times. this diminution re- 
mains steady.’ At’ other times there 
are rapid alternations of’ loud and 
soft. The return. is usually marked 
by a click in the loud-speaker. I 
can say that the trouble is positively 
not in the aerial, ground or hat- 
teries.. There are’ no loose connec- 
tions. Can you diagnose the trouble? 
—S. A. S. .ANSWER—Look for 
‘another antenna close or parailel to 
your wire. It often happens that a 
near-by receiving -set:and aerial will 
take a program away from another 
receiver which is less powerful. This 
often occurs in apartments where 
there are mdny sets and aerials close 
together. 

QUESTION—In a: two-apariment 
house (upper and lower flat) two 
Radiolas are used, a No, 28 in the 
upper and No. 20 in the lower. Since 
the’ 20 was installed the 28 is said to 
be howling terribly and the owner of 
the 28 has been informed by the Ra- 
diola sales people that the 20 is caus- 
ing the disturbance because it is re- 
generative. The owner of the 20 no- 
tices that when he is receiving and 
the owner of the 28 tunes in on the 
same station a’‘slight howl is pro- 
duced, and: it is: the contention of 
the owner of'the 20 that the howl on 
the 28 is no different’ from the howl 
on the 20, but that the 104 speaker 
amplifies the sound so much more 
that it seems worse, The 20 is very 
very carefully tuned, but it has been 
suggested that the 20 be moved to 
another room, which the owner is 
unwilling to do. The 20-is operated 
exclusively on dry batteries; signals 
being received over an indoor. an- 
tenna attached to the rafters in the 
attic. The lead-in extends from the 
eaves down the outside of the house 
near the corner and directly behind 
the 28 on the upper floor, also be- 
hind the 20 on the lower floor, and 
enters. the house through a bored 
hole, and comes up in the 20 from 
the floor. The lead-in is carefully 
insulated. Do you think that the 
lead-in has anything to do with this, 
or do you think that it is a condition 
which is impossible of solution where 
both these sets are in the same build- 
ing regardless of how the lead-ins 
or antennae are constructed, or 
whether the sets are in. different lo- 
cations of the building or otherwise? 
—R. T. M. ANSWER —It is: quite 
possible that the lead-in is causing 
the annoyance; however, the only 
way to definitely determine whether 
or not a change would make any 
difference is to try the wire in 
another position. . Radio sets in New 
York apartments often experience 
this trouble beeause the sets are so 
close together.. It is entirely possible 
if the two sets~are very close’ that 
they will interfere with each other, 
no matter how the antenna and lead- 
in are arranged. The only way to 
eliminate the trouble is to cooperate 
and. try ‘the’ sets in different’ loca- 
tions as far from each other as pos- 
sible.

Freddie Spencer and Charlie Win- 
tery, the American youngsters, rode 
to victory. in the forty-third interna- 
tional six-day bicycle race at Madi- 
son Square Garden. When the gun 
went off to mark the end of a week 
of. pandemonium in Tex Rickard’s 
palace of play, Freddie Spencer. was 
just flashing across the finish line to 
win the final sprint of the week last 
night by’six lengths. But his triumph 
in the. race wasn ’t by 80 wide a mar- 
gin. 

The Americans won on points. Two 
frail but fighting Frenchmen, 
Georges Faudet and Gabriel Marcil- 
lace. were tied with them in mileage 
but the’ Spencer and Winter team 
piled up a total of 737 points, mainly 
acquired during the final mad hour 
of riding, to the Frenchmen’s 149, 
and this gave them the victory. 

Petri and Hill finished third, one 
lap behind the leaders and one lap 
ahead ‘of three other pairs, which 
included the far-famed iron man, 
Reggie .McNamara, and. his little 
Italian partner, Franco Georgetti. 
Thk2se two had more-points than the 
winners, their total being 761, but 
they could not keep up with the pace 
set by the survivors and had to be 
content with fourth place. 

The management said it was the 
biggest night of the biggest race in 
the history of six-day bicycle riding 
and no one felt like offering a con- 
tradiction. All records from a stand- 
point of attendance were broken and 
shattered beyind all recognition as 
more than 21,000 jammed into the 
arena. 

More money was taken into the 
coffers of John Chapman, the pro- 
moter. during the past week ‘than 
ever before in the history of -the 
event: ».It was estimated that close 
to 150,000 persons passed through 


the turnstiles, leaving their dollars 
and sense behind. 


Spencer’s Third Victory. 


This was Spencer’s third victory in 
a six-day race, but the first time 
that he has won without his boyhood 
chum, Bobby Walthour, as his part- 
ner. It was Winter’s first time in 
front of the field at the finish,. al- 
though he has been thereabouts 
many times in his short but sensa- 
tional career. 

Spencer and Winter were forced to 
fight their way forward through the 
final sieges. At one time earlier in 
the week, they trailed the leaders by 
five laps, but through the last lon 
miles ey came with a courage tha 
could not be denied, pedaling peril- 
ously and tirelessly until: they had 
found a place at the head of the col- 
umrm. Once there they refused to 
give way to any challenger, though 

. the Frenchmen pulled up on even 
terms with them. 

It was mainly through Spencer’s 
brilliant. riding in the final sprints, 
each of which counted 72-points, that 
brought the plaudits of the rrr 
and. the spoils of the victor to the 
young American.

Myrick’s. or- 
ganization—that the American. team 
be organized to leave the United 
States not later than ‘the middle of 
June, in the event that it .comes 
through in’ the American zone and 
earns the right to meet the winner in 
the European area’ abroad.

The Ken- 
tucky Derby has provided many an 
upset and the Winter favorite hasn’t 
always come through. -Last Winter 
a@ case in point developed. Osmand 
was the Winter favorite, and while he 
ran a bang-up race in the Derby this 
year he was’ beaten by Whiskery. 
Bubbling Over was an outsider in the 
Winter book for the 1928 Derby and 
yet triumphed, and Flying Ebony, 
which won the 1925 Derby, was little 
thought of in the Winter preceding 
the. race. 

Morvich was one of the Winter 
book favorites that justified this be- 
lief in his racing ability, and so was 
Black Gold. But the records show 
that favorites have had a hard time 
of ‘it. Regret was a Winter book 
favorite in 1915 and triumphed, but 
from that day until Morvich and 
Black Gold the Winter favorite had 
failed to score. 

Anita Peabody, on. the basis of ac- 
tual figures, looms even stronger as 
a contender than does Reigh Count, 
for the Western filly won six of her 
seven starts this season, and: in the 
one defeat recorded against her it 
foneraly is felt that she suffered 
bad racing luck. Reigh Count was 
late in hitting his stride, but he 
took up where Anita Peabody left 
off, and although his victories and 
the amount of money he won were 
impressive, some of his best efforts 
were in races where he did not win. 
Anita Peabody won the Futurity,,; but 
many horsemen are of the belief that 
Reigh Count, which finished second. 
could and would have won had not 
the leader and ultimate winner been 
his stablemate. Reigh Count’s. de- 
feat in the Eastern Shore Handicap 
is pointed to as one of his bad pieces 
of racing luck. He finished’ second, 
but many believe he was the best in 
the field and. would have won had 
the distance been a trifle longer. 

Reigh Count, of course, suffered 
his greatest misfortune in the Pim- 
lico Futurity, that occasion being} © 
marked by .the riding of Earl Sande, 
who fouled Reigh Count when the 
favorite was coming through to an 
apparently easy victory. But victo- 
ries for Reigh Count in the Ken- 
tucky Jockey :Club Stakes and the 
Walden Handicap ae stamped him 
as’a colt. of unusual class.

REVIVAL -OF..OLD METHODS | 


Realty Board Takes Action Against 
Rent’ Concessions to Protect 
Investors. 


That: Manhattan is well. supplied 
with --high-class,.apartment houses 
and apartment’ hotels is evident from 
the fact that: many: of the new struc- 
turés are offering rent concessions 
to prospective. tenants. ‘This prac- 
tice, prevalent» before the war, was 
forgotten during the housing. short- 
age when premiums were paid for 
apartments. 

It is:not so many years ago that 
the apartment boom hit Washington 
Heights and ‘all sorts of inducements 
were offered ‘to secure tenants. One 
landlord advertised that he would 
give: an‘ uptight’ piano to any ore 
signing a two ‘years’ lease and a 
baby ‘grand ‘with a three years’ lease. 
Tree. rent;and. various other kinds 


of inducements were offered to lure 
tenants, but the war and its after- 
math'‘¢Hanged conditions completely 
and ‘the:tenant became the hunter 
instead of the landlord. ‘ 
During the past year or more there 
has been another reversal of condi- 
tions arid supply has exceeded de- 
mand; with the result that the land- 
lord .is again doing the bidding. 
This practice has’ been condemned 
by the Real Estate Board of the City 





of New. York; ‘which declares that 
the granting:of free rent concessions, 
instead. of being a simple means of, 
attracting tenants to a building opens | 
a new door to fraud. 

Several flagrant: cases were report-| 
ed to the board and an investigation | 
was made with the result that the! 
board’s”’ Ethics ‘and Commissions 
Committee “has ‘recommended that} 
all such :concessions:be clearly stated | 
in all leases. 

“The face value of many leases | 
drawn : today,’® “pointed out Peter 
Grimm, President of the: Real Estate 
Board,: ‘tdoes- not reflect the actual 
amount.of income.derived from the 
renting of space in the building. The 
total specified’ in the ‘leases may: be 
several’ thousand dollars less thar 
the sum actually received each year. 
It is easy to see how this practic 
might deceive ‘a prospective buyer ©: 
the property: 

“For example, an apartment lease 
might state on its face that the year- 
ly rental was $2,500. In fact, several 
months of free rent had been granted | 
by the landlord and the income dur- 
ing the term of the lease might really 
amount ‘to only $2)000. In consider- 
ing the purchase of improved prop- 
erty; the buyer is swayed chiefly by 
income: potentialities. If a ‘paper re- 
turn’ is shown to him, one far higher 
than the real‘return, he gets an exag- 
gerated impression of the possible 
yield frém his investment. 

“Wrequently the landlord will agree 
to concessions with the proviso that 
they are not to be mentioned in the 
lease, but are to’ be specified in a let- 
ter signed by ‘him and given to the 
tenant. The purchaser has no way 
of knowing whether such letters are 
in existence. Nor has he, in) some 
cases, much chance of learning the 
true rent income from the landlord’s 
books. 

“Tt jg not alone in the sale of im- 
proved property that the ‘free rent 
concession’ or the ‘paper rental re- 
turn’ constitutes a menace. Those 
who have made investigations point 
out that it can alse be used in the 
negotiation of inflated mortgages. 
Loaning institutions of course .al- 
ways givé careful:consideration to in- 
come as a factor of great importance 
in determining value.’’ 

Douglas L. Elliman, a prominent 
member of the Real Estate Board, 
was one of those who played a lead- 
ing part in calling attention to this 
abuse. The more extensive users of 
the “‘free-rent concession’’ are the 
builders of new apartments: in dis- 
tricts ‘where overproduction has 
forced them to bid against other 
owners for the favor of tenants. 

“Tnducements have to be made in 
order to fill up these houses,” Mr. 
Elliman said, ‘‘and instead of lower- 
ing the rental scale some of the own- 
ers allow the-tenants._to live in the 
house two months or even.longer 
free. of. charge. So far the -pro- 
cedure .is perfectly proper, but. un- 
fortunately these concessions are not 
always, clearly set forth in the indi- 
vidual lease. 

“Tt ts true that all the leases of this 
sort I have.seen specify the.date on 
which the payment of rent begins. 
This, however, places upon the pro- 
spective buyer the burden of examin- 
ing metieulously.. each individual 
lease before-he discovers the fact 
that the total rent roll, arrived at 
through a computation .of the face 
value of the leases,. does not repre- 
sent the annual‘income actually re- 
ceived during the full.time of) pos- 
session., The whole’custom opens the 
way to sharp practice and its con- 
tinued ‘use will surely. menace © the 
health of; the real estate.market by 
sapping the confidence of the. in- 
vestor. 

The Board of Governors of the Real 
Hstate Board, after considering all 
the aspects of the case, réferred the 
matter to its Ethics and Commis- 
sions Committee. As a result that 
committee recommended the inser- 
tion of the following ‘rule in © the 
board’s Code of.Ethics: 

“‘Any concession from a stipulated 
rent between ‘Jendlord and tenant 
must be stated, specifically in. the 
lease and any agreement entered into 
modifying the terms ‘of the lease 
shajl be made part of the lease.”’ 

Attempts have been made in the 
State Legislature to pass a bill curb- 
ing ‘paper. rent’? practices. The

cates a Sound Condition in Real 
Estate, Says W. Burke Harmon. 


There has been’ an increase in -re- 
cent months of ‘property ‘owners who 


have either paid off their ‘mortgages. 


entirely or “have ‘radically’ reduced 
them owith ‘anticipated payments, ac- 
cording) to W. Burke Harmon. Mr. 
Harmon said yesterday that this was 
the: experience of mortgage institu- 
tions and’ building and loan associa- 
tions, as, well as of development com- 
panies. The situation reflects un- 
précedented resources in the hands 
of the invésting public and promises 
a firm real estate market, he said.' 

‘‘This unusual. situation must have 
great influence in determining prop- 
erty values,”’ Mr. Harmon pointed 
out, ‘‘since’ prices ‘always have an 
upward tendency when property is 
closely held. It has been many years 
since the market has seen such 
large funds eager for sound invest- 
ment—funds that are not concen- 
trated in: the hands of a few large 
holders but scattered among people 
of comparatively modest incomes. 

“Last week’s report of the Bureau 
of Internal Revenue,’ showing an in- 
crease of 43 per cent. in the average 
income ‘since ‘1921 combined with an 
actual decrease in the cost of com- 
modities, explains: a situation that 
has been increasingly evident to 
trained. market observers for many 
months: A large amount of surplus 
money has piled up available for in- 
vestment: As a result, even during 
periods when real estate buying was 
not active, property values have re- 
mained extraordinarily firm.

RENTALS STEADILY UPWARD 


Great Future Predicted for Area 
From the Borough Hall to 
Stuyvesant Avenue. 


Notwithstanding the many recent 
1 ts of substantial charac- 
ter and the advance in realty values 
on Fulton Street and the immediate 
area between the Borough Hall sec- 
tion and Stuyvesant Avenue, far 
greater ‘changes aré predicted for the 
future by George S. ‘Horton, Presi- 
dent of the Brooklyn realty firm of 
Bulkley & Horton Company. He 
points out that rental! and land values 
have advanced ‘from 331-3 to 125 per 
cent. within the last five years. 

“Brooklyn’s retail shopping district 
is along Fulton Street, between Bor- 
ough Hall and Flatbush Avenue,”’ 
said Mr. Horton: ‘“The shopping cen- 
tre has been there from a period 
early in the last century. Even ‘be- 
fore that, dating back to the early 
Dutch days, lower Fulton Street held 
its leadership as the chief business 
thoroughfare: 

“As Brooklyn grew business ex- 
panded along Fulton Street. It may 
be said that the ‘trade life of Brook- 
lyn is bound up in this artery. 

“The elevated railroad came and 
crossed the’ Brooklyn Bridge, bring- 
ing new growth to Brooklyn’s outly- 
ing sections: On Fulton Street trade 
built ‘up solidly: and was intensified 
in the Borough Hall-Flatbush Avenue 
area. 

“At Borough Hall there are the 
largest office buildings in the bor- 
ough, and at Flatbush Avenue: there 
is growing up a theatrical centre. 
With this expansion. the’ retail shop- 
ping district, now crowded into -an- 
tiquated buildings, must also rebuild 
to keep up with the times. 

‘“‘With the prospective removal of 
the Fulton Street elevated structure 
added impetus will be imparted for 
many desirable improvements. 

‘“‘Rental figures and property values 
on Fulton Street, as far as Stuyve- 
sant Avenue, have been steadily ad- 
vancing since 1915, but have shown 
their greatest rise during the past 
five years. Since 1914 Fulton Street 
values and rentals have increased up 
to 125 per cent. This has been shown 
in a few exceptional cases during the 
past five years, although the average 
for the period is from 331-3 to 50 
per cent. 

“‘About five years ago a New York 
City chain store firm leased a shop 
in the downtown Fulton Street sec- 
tion, between Flatbush Avenue and 
Borough Hall, at approximately $35,- 
000 a year. The store was thirty feet 
on the street, and had a depth of 135 
feet. Rental of the shop today is 
being made at $50,000 a year. 

“Another store, 20 by 90, close by, 
was rented five years ago for about 
$25,000. Today it returns a rental 
ef more than $30,000. I can point 
to another property with only twen- 
ty-four feet frontage on Fulton Street 
with a seventy-five foot front on a 
pide street, the total plot measuring 
about 10,000 square feet. Five years 
ego it might have been purchased 
for from $225,000 to $250,000, and to- 
Hay it is being held at $450,000. 

‘“‘Throughout the section near La- 
fayette Avenue, Fulton Street prop- 
erties, which five years ago might 
have been purchased for $20,000, are 
now being held at double that fig- 
ure. 

“There has been considerable ac- 
tivity in the section between Fiat- 
bush Avenue and Lafayette Avenue. 
The owner of a corner site at Fulton 
Street and Flatbush Avenue Exten- 
sion, which five years ago could have 
been had for $50,000, was sold for 
$68,000 three years ago, and last year 
it was resold for $100,000. 

“There also has been considerable 
activity in the area between Lafay- 
ette and Bedford Avenues along Ful- 
ton Street. One. can purchase there 
a twenty-foot front at.about $17,000, 


with the prospect of further advance. 

“The block between Bedford ‘and 
Nostrand Avenues on Fulton Street 
has been considered one of the best 
business locations in the uptown sec- 
tion. During the past two years the 
rise in values there has been as high

Edward M. Bassett Explains 
the Benefits of Zoning in 
the Suburbs. 


WARNS AGAINST INVASION 


Apartments Which Capitalize Park- 
like Character of Private Home 
Area Called a Menace. 


*‘Westchester must not go as the 
Bronx has gone if it is to preserve its 
character and its reputation as a 
great home area,’’ said Edward M. 
Bassett, counsel to the New York 
City Zoning Commission, in a recent 
address before the. members of the 
Westchester County Planning Feder- 
ation. 

“There is plenty of room in West- 
chester forall the apartments that 
Westchester will need without letting 
them invade single-family districts. 
If they are put in proper places they 
will not be a liability but an asset,’’ 
said Mr. Bassett. 

‘Nowhere in the United States has 
an increase in apartment houses re- 
sulted in a decrease in the tax rate. 

“They bring with them problems 
which require the expenditure of all 
the sums they contribute. 

“Even in the buffer districts be- 
tween a business centre and a resi- 
dence area apartment houses should 
never cover more than 50 per cent. 
of the area and preferably not more 
than 30 per cent.. New York builders 
have learned from experience that an 
apartment house covering not over 
50 per cent. pays better than one cov- 
ering 70 per cent. 

‘‘Westchester has had registered 
more decisions against zoning than 
any other single part of the United 
States. The trouble with Westches- 
ter in the past was the attempt to 
get along without boards of appeals. 

‘The effort to do without them re- 
sulted in decisions in the courts on 
details of zoning, many of them un- 
favorable. 

“Only one State, Georgia, now 
holds to the outworn theory that 
zoning is not a proper exercise of 
the police power. 

“To zone precisely similar plots 
differently is-to discriminate, but to 
zone according to the conviction of 
the members of the -common coun- 
cil, even though that conviction runs 
counter to the convictions of the 
property holders, may be arbitrary, 
but if it is not discriminatory the 
courts will back the councils even 
though they may be unreasonable. 


This new attitude on vend — of the 
courts imposes upon the ‘local legis- 
lators the duty o aculne in a sane, 
conservative manner, avoiding dis- 
crimination. - 

“The -kind of cee which 
tries to locate in private home 
district because of “the high rents 
which are obtainable from a 
ments so located is an evil, for it 
simply capitalizes the park-like char- 
acter of the district, while destroy- 
ing that character at the same time. 

“The permanent welfare of the 
county’ demands that this kind of

‘In return for such reservation of 
open area, the planning board may 
accept the narrower streets and 
make other arrangements advan- 


tageously to both the developer and 


the city. If the playground is not 
dedicated to the community, but is 
referred to in deeds: to purchasers, 
there is an implied offer of dedica- 
tion and the community bv an overt 
act or by resolution may enter in 
upon and take possession of the play- 
ground. 

‘These, then, are some of the pow- 
ers under the new laws which the 
communities of Westchester County 
ought to exercise as speedily as pos- 
sible, for in their use lies the solu- 
tion of many of the problems which 
confront these municipalities.’’

Decrease of Approximately 13 
Per Cent. Is Indicated by | 
National Survey. 


RETURN TO NORMAL STATUS 


Situation Said to Represent Logical 
Adjustment of Supply to 
~ Demand. 


Estimates ‘indicate that ’ national 
employment in the building crafts 
this Winter is approximately 13 per 
cent, below that of last year, reports 
S. W. Straus & Co., as the result of

for Long-Distance Flights. 


| EMPHASIZES THE DANGERS"! 


R. N.:Rudmose Brown Says ice Cap 
Is Preferable to Ice Pack 
for Landing. 


Doubt of the utility of aircraft in 
Arctic and Antarctic exploration, de- 
spite the North Pole. airplane flight 
of Commander Byrd and the Amund- 
sen-Elisworth-Nobile -expedition in 
the dirigible Norge, is held by R. N, 
Rudmose Brown, D. Se., President of 
the Geography Section of the British 
Association for the Advancement of 
Science, and an authority on the 
geography of the regions of both the 
North and South Poles. He expressed 
his doubts, which are of more than 
ordinary interest because. of Com- 
mander Byrd's projected South Pole 
flight next Summer, at the recent 


Leeds meeting of the British Associa- 
tion. 


“Every age has seen a change in 
the methods employed in polar ex- 
ploration,”’ he began. ‘In the early 
days of Arctic exploration, attempts 
concentrated on the hope of finding 
an open sea route to the north. Hence 
the lines of attack were by the two 
gulfs of warmth due to the north- 
ward flowing waters of the North At- 
lantic drift, Hudson Bay with Davis 
Strait and, particularly, the Green- 
land Sea. By the early part of the 
nineteenth century the hopelessness 
of advance by that means was real- 
ized, and not long after the prosnect 
of an open-water route across polar 
regions in a lower latitude faded. 
Then came the period of probing the 
unknown north from a land base in 
a high altitude from which sledee 
journeys could take their start. “ 

“Eventually the North’ Pole was 
achieved by this means long after 
Nansen, throwing aside all accepted 
canons of polar travel, had found a 
new and daring method. Instead of 
avoiding besetment he courted it: in- 
stead of battling with the floes he 
made use of their drift. 

“Meantime, the age of steel 
prompted a new method of attacking 
ice. The ice-breaker was tried away 
back in 1899, when the Yermack 
made an experimental voyage to the 
northwest of Spitzbergen. On more 
serious exploration the Russians 
used ince-breakers on the Arctic 
Coast of Siberia in the years imme- 
diately before the great war. But 
though an ice-breaker can deal with 
ice several feet in thickness, it can- 
not dispose of that ice; if the pack is 
close, the ice-breaker will sooner or 
later become beset and helpless and 
at the mercy of pressure due to 
wind and current. Even a powerful 
ice-breaker could be crushed by such 
enormous pressure. Only a‘ship that 
rises is safe. For keening harbors 
open and smashing new ice, the mod- 
ern ice-breaker is valuable, but it 
~~ no place in serious polar explora- 

on. 

“The polar pack-ice is stil] the most 
formidable obstacle that the explorer 
has to face. It may provide a labor- 
ious but uncertain road for sledging, 
but because of its drift before cur- 
rent and wind, it is always dangerous 
to vessels except those. built on lines 
that defy crushing. Such a ship can 
drift in safety with the moving pack, 
but seldom can retain its freedom of 
action. Man today is little better able 
to penetrate heavy pack than he.was 
three hundred years ago. The ice-in- 
fested seas are still barred to com- 
merce and the only advance that has 
been made is in a knowledge of the 
position and drift of the ice, so that 


navigation of the edge of the pack is 
relatively safe. 


Andrée Air Pioneer. 


“And now another. method of ad- 
vance has been tried. The baffling 
pack-ice can be avoided by progress 
through the air. Air transit in the 
Arctic is not new; as long ago as 
1897, S. Andrée made a hazardous 
and fatal attempt, but in those days 
the aeronaut could do no more than 
drift, and Andrée unfortunately 
drifted to destruction. In. recent 
years the airplane has appeared in 
the Arctic, and Amundsenand Nobile 
have used the airship. ‘It ‘was in- 


evitable that aviation shoud be tried 
in high latitudes, if for no other rea- 
gon than its spectacular daring, but 
so far its success has not been 
marked. That, howver, does not 
necessarily imply that aviation is 
never to be a serious help in polar ex- 
vloration, Amundsen’s flight in the 
Norge gave.a. probable. confirmation 
of what had. already been deduced 
from indirect evidence. He found no 
land where none’was expected. He 
saw nothing but ice-covered sea. 
Moreover, a rapid flight over snow- 
covered land, even if the eye could 
distinguish that surface from _ice- 
covered sea, would tell little of im- 
portance. Byrd’s flight to the Pole 
and back was of.even less value to 
exploration, for on his, track there 
was no possibility of land, 

“The kind of exploration that is 
now required entails patient observa- 
tion and accurate measurement. A 
quick-moving machine eannot/help in 
this, and there is. always) the prob- 
ability of mist to hamper the value 
and imperil the success of aviation 
in the polar Summer. Amundsen 
himself admits that owing. to.‘a.tre- 
mendous sea of fog, in some aes 
of extraordinary density’ in the U- 
ford Sea, he may have passed over 
islands of low altitude without geeing 
them, So that on theonly part of its 
coursé wheré land can possibly exist, 
the flight of the Norge has left us 
where we were, and the field is clear 
for the next explorer. 

“yen for reconnaissance the ali 
plane has doubtful value. So much 
depends on. ground. organization 
which never can be perfect in polar 
regions, and there is the even greater 
difficulty of satisfactory’: landing- 
niaces.

Flights in the Antarctic. 


“In the Antarctic, where I have 
pointed out the pioneer explorer still 
has ample scope, long-distance flights 
may be of some value. The ice-cap 
offers the prospect of better landing 
than the pack-ice. Yet in view of its 
great expanse..there is even less 
chance of retreating on foot after a 
forced descent. The Argentine avia- 
tors, A, Pauly and Zanni, propose to 
fly across Antarctica from Graham 
Land on the Waddell Sea to Victoria 
Land or the Barrier edge on the Ross 
Sea. next December. Their success 
depends largely on the efficiency of 
their machine. A forced landing will 
probably mean their total disappear- 
ance, but a successful flight will cer- 
tainly give some broad results of 
value, although tantalizingly vague 
and inconclusive, as to the structure 
of Antarctica.: An American flying 
expedition to the Ross Sea has also 
been announced. 

“Probably gome reliable form of 
mechanical traction for sledges would 
be more serviceable than aviation in 
serious exploration. Dogs are useful 
be) a tion to men who are accus- 
tomed to manage them, but their 
area of action is - limited by the 
amount of food that they require. 
Man-haulage gives,longer range, but 
is terribly destructive of human 
energy. Machine-drawn sledges would 
require fuel, but the carriage of light 
fuel would not seriously impede their 
radius of use. The whole problem of 
mechanical transport really turns on 
its reliabilitv. So far its use has been 
a failure. But we live in an age of 
rapidly increasing mechanical skill. 
Yet is it ever safe to put absolute 
trust in a machine? 

‘‘There must be risk in all explora- 
tion, but can one ever reduce the 
risk of the motor-sledge breaking 
down to reasonable limits? The wear 
and tear is tremendous, far greater 
than in a motor gliding smoothly 
through the air, On.a.short journey 
a breakdown would be merely a nuis- 
ance, on a' long journey, far from 
base, it might well be-fatal. In short, 
while a man knows his own capacity 
he can never have an equal faith in 
the canacity. of the’ machine. The use 
of motor-sledges is ‘bound to come 
and they will be vary. useful, but un- 
doubtedly they will introduce an ele- 
ment of uncertainty in the journey. 
They will increase the chance of suc- 
cess as’ well as the risk of failure. 


Changes in Exploration Methods. 


“Quite apart from means of trans- 
port, polar exploration has under- 
gone changes in recent years. Equip- 
ment is better than it was of old, 
food is better preserved, more varied 
and more in accordance with human 
requirements. But the greatest 
change has come in the passing of 
the fear of the Arctic. Men who 
know. the polar regions.are no longer 
frightened of the cold and darkness 
and no longer shun the food re- 
sources of polar lands and seas. The 
terror that the Arctic inspired was 
a legacy of medieval superstition; 
the outcome; like all superstitions, of 
ignorance. _’ 

‘Before Europeans had ever experi- 
enced a polar night, they thought 
that it must be fatal. The old whalers 
in. Spitzbergen could conceive of no 
greater horror than to stay there 
during the Winter. There js a tale 
that “an attempt to found a Winter 
settlement. to guard the whaling 
stores, . failed because the settlers 
who could be obtained only by releas- 
ing convicts, begged, on seeing Spitz- 
bergen, to be allowed to return to 
jail and even execution rather than 
stay and endure the unknown hor- 
rors of an Arctic night. The legacy 
of.fear is still part.of Europe’s re- 
gard for polar regions, but the ex- 
plorer has conquered it and he knows 
well that it uires, no rticular 
courage to face the polar climate. 

“Fi years ego expeditions dug 
themselves into Winter quarterr 
Pes: | ed half the year. Nare 
considered’ it cruelty’ to ask his met 
to sledge before April. But now 
Winter is regarded by the: explorer 
as by the Eskimo, asa useful period 
for sledging. The snow and ice have 
better surfaces.and the temperatures 
are not nn mdortable.

Antarctic Invariably Hostile. 

“The Antarctic may be termed in- 
variably hostile except for its, pen- 
guin rookeries tenanted for only a 
few weeks a year. Once the ghip is 
left in vAntaretic, a provisioned 
base is y essential, Journeys 
without stores would in all proba- 
bility prove fata). Antarctic travel 
must be mainly over the land-ice 
which is wholly devoid of <ny living 
thing.

“Thus, as knowled grows, the 
wer of the explorer increases, and 
he old-time hardships that we 
of seem curious fantasies or epics of 
heroic men battling blindly with 
ignorance. 


Still Need of Exploration. 
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across the Arctic Ocean, a new mo- 
tive, other than commercial gain, 
fortunately inspired polar endeavor 
or it might have ceased altogether. 
That aim was found largely in the 
attainment of the Pole. The actual 
attainment was of no scientific im- 
portance, but it was of value as an 
ultimate objective and the lure of the 
Pole led men onward into the un- 
known, and thus it served science in 
its day. 

“Once the Poles were gained, that 
lure: vanished, ‘There is today as 
much need as there ever was for the 
penetration of the Antarctic Conti- 
nent along a score of meridians or 
of the passage toward the North 
Pole by more than one route across 
the Arctic Ocean. But the feat has 


been accomplished and so the aim no 
longer fires the popular imagination, 
It fails to serye as a bait to secure 
the necessary financial backing ‘for-a 
well-found polar expedition. It may 
be. regrettable, but it is certainly 
true, at least in this, country, :that 


an expedition with purely. scientific | 
aims and no sensational journey or 


feat:iniits program must appeal in 
vain’ for ‘funds. These are seldom 
forthcoming for the advancement of 
ure ‘knowledge. Scott and ‘Shackle- 
on fully realize this in putting their 
Antarctic pete before the public. 
Bruce, on the other hand, deploring 
the necessity, refused to accept it. 

“And after all, high endeavor in 
the strenuous field of polar exploration 
has a value of its own, even if that 
value be not scientific. It is, how- 
ever, unfortunate that in recent 
years more than one expedition has 
been successful in raising funds, and 
others have attempted to do so, for 
programs that were little else than 
spectacular and bore the smallest 
prospect of useful work. This is to 
be deplored because it diverts funds 
from earnest work and sometimes 
even brings discredit on polar explor- 
ation. Every serious worker in polar 
research must regret the entry into 
the field, from time to time, of men 
who have few qualifications for the 
task and see in it merely an opening 
for spectacular notoriety, or a meas- 
ure of financial gain by means of 
dramatic cinematograph films and 
newspaper articles, 


New Phases of Research. 


“T have tried to show that even if 
pioneer journeys have not ended, ex- 
ploration is entering on a new phase, 
that of fixed stationg of at least a 
year’s duration and preferably longer, 
where detailed researches in meteo- 
rology, biology, and other branches 
of science can be pursued, maby 
years ago Denmark led the way wit 
such a station at Disko in Greenland. 
Norway has at least one permanent 
meteorological station in Spitzbergen, 
but the ‘only permanent station in 
the Antarctic regions is the Argen- 
tine Observatory atthe South Ork- 
neys, founded in 1903 by W. 8S. Bruce, 
unless we look upon the temporary 
marine: laboratory of the Falkland 
Islands Goyernment at South Georgia 
as an - An tic station... There is 
room for more, and it is to be hoped 
that some day there will be at least 
an oceanographical laboratory in 
that Arctic land, only a few days’

‘Meanwhile, we welcome the atim- 
ulus..to real. polar research afforded 
by the Polar Research Institute at 
Conibettige and the new interest in 
polar exploration evinced by the re- 
cent successful Cambridge expedition 
to East Greenland, and no less valu- 
able Oxford expedition in North-East 
Land two years earlier. Such expedi- 
tions fill in detaile that were over- 
looked in the age of pioneer journeys

Says the review, where from 70 to 80' 


per cent. of the rabbits in the United | 
States are to be found. No official ' 
figures are, availablé, but. the College | 
of Agriculture of the University of 
California has estimated that. 20,000 
dressed rabbits are now sold in South- 
ern California ,every..week and that 
the annual output of meat is worth 
approximately a million dollars. It is 
expected, according to the réview, 
that the production of the California 
Yabbitries will soon exceed local de- 
mands and that shipments will be 
made under refrigeration to Eastern 
and Northern markets. 

' Rabbit meat: has been,a: staple ar- 
ticle of food forthe last fifty years 
in. many European countries, where 
large populations and small areas of 
agricultural Jand necessitated raising 
meat animals that would thrive under 
restricted-conditions. Large numbers 
of rabbitts are sold in Belgium, Eng- 
land and ‘Germany; and in France, 
where rabbitts are kept as commonly 
as poultry for;home’ use, 100,000,GC0 
animals are. marketed every year. 
Many thousands pounds of fresh reb- 
bit meat are consumed daily in Lon- 
don and Paris; and preserved meats, 
such as smoked rabbit, . rabbit 
sausage, jellied rabbit and ‘‘potted 
hare,’ are also popular European 
dishes. 

In the United States, wild rabbits, 
particularly: ‘the ‘cottontail and the 
jackrabbit, have long been the bane 
of the farmer, but domesticated rab- 
bits were not introduced. into. this 
country until about! 18993, when. there 
was a widespread Belgian . hare 
**boom.’’ This animal, despite its 
neme, is not a hare but. a rabbit, the 
fact that the rabbit burrows whereas 
the hare lives entirely above ground 
constituting the principal difference 
between the two specics. Pedigreed 
Belgian hares, ‘shipped to the United 
States from Europe at the end of the 
nineteenth century, often brought $50 
@piece, arid one ts said to have sold 
for the record figure of $265. The 
Belgian hare is one of the best meat- 
— rabbits, but at that time 

ere was no demand in the United 
States for rabbit meat and the boom 
goon collapsed, although rabbits con- 
tinued to be raised as pets and for 
show purposes. 


Became Popular During the War. 





‘Wild rabbits hunted as game in| 
the United States have often been | 
eaten, but the value of domestic rab- 
bits as food was not commonly rec- 
ognized in this country until the 
World War, when a meat shortage 
and consequent high prices.for beef, 
veal, lamb and pork caused a search 
for new sources of supply,’ the’re- 


view states. ‘“‘Since rabbits could be 
raised at a low cost on small pieces 
of land with women and child labor, 
these animals admirably served war- 
time needs and their production for 
home consumption was. encouraged 
by the United States Department of 
Agriculture. As a result of these ef- 
forts, rabbits were raised throughout 
hast.) country and rabbit meat took its 
rig as an article of the American 
et. 

The close resemblance of domestic 
rabbit meat to chicken has helped to 
popularize this new food and in some 
respects rabbit is considered superior, 
containing all white meat and being 
entirely edible, whereas the selling 

rice of chicken includes the head, 

eet, and entrails. ‘The principal sell- 

ing obstacle has been an averison 
created by the consumption of wild 
rabbit meat, which is very much in- 
ferior to the domestic product. Some 
‘California producers are planning to 
‘wrap their product in parchment 
paper, printing thereon a guarantee 
that the animal is grain-féd; both to 
create a demand for the domestic 
meat and to prevent competition 
from wild rabbits killed in this coun- 
try or imported from Australia. 

‘Rabbits for meat purposes, com- 
monly known as ‘friers,’ are killed: 
when they are eight or ten weeks old 

and weigh about four pounds alive or 
two pounds. n the Los An- 
“geles district most of the rabbits are 
‘sold alive to. wholesale. establish- 
ments, which oncé a week collect the 
animals to be killed and dressed for 
the retail market. Rabbit meat is in 

eatest demand from October to 
fay, the price dropping during the 

Summer months. 

“Rabbits were originajly produced 
in this country almost entirely as a 
source of food, but within recent 
years the fur has been in growing de- 
mand and this by-product soon prom- 
ises to eclipse meat as the prinainet 
perposee of the industry. though 

e combination of meat and fur of- 
fers the greatest opportunities for 
profit, rabbits bred eimoariiy. for fur 
yield a better product than those 
raised for meat, both because rabbit 
‘food necessary to produce good meat
